By-Laws of the Town of Winchester, 
As AMENDED May 31, 1898.

ARTICLE I. 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


Section 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the first 
Monday in March. 

Secr. 2. A copy of every warrant for a town meeting shall be 
left at every dwelling house in town, four days at least before the 
time named in the warrant for holding the said meeting. 

Sect. 3.. Notice of every adjourned meeting shall be posted by 
the Town Clerk at the Town Hall, and shall be advertised in 4 
newspaper published in Winchester, if any, as soon as practicable 
after the adjournment, stating briefly the business to come before the 
meeting. 


ORDER OF PROCEEDINGS AT TOWN MEETINGS. 


Secr. 4. At the time appointed the Town Clerk shall call the 
meeting to order and read the warrant, and all persons present shall 
be seated and uncovered. | 

Secr. 5. When the meeting has been duly organized, the presid- 
ing officer shall call on any clergyman present to open the meeting 
with prayer. After which the Moderator shall submit the articles 
contained in the warrant to the action of the meeting. 

Secr. 6. No one shall speak twice on any one subject, if any 
other citizen who has not ‘already spoken thereon shall desire to 
speak; nor shall any person speak more than ten minutes at one 
time, except by vote of permission. 

Sect. 7. No vote shall be reconsidered except by a two-thirds 
vote at the meeting at which it was passed. When the previous 
question is moved, if the meeting shall decide that the previous 


question shall not be ordered, then the debate shall continue the 
same as if the previous questlon had not been moved. 

Secr. 8. No final action shall be taken at any meeting on the re- 
port of any committee previously chosen, when it involves an ex- 
penditure of $500 or more, unless the same shall be specially noti- 
fied in the warrant calling such meeting. 

Sect. 9. The proceedings of the meeting shall be governed by 
the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual of Parliamentary 
Law, except as modified by these By-laws. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to immediately 
notify in writing all members of committees that may be elected or 
appointed at any town meeting, stating the business upon which they 
are to act and the names of the committee. 

Secr. 11. At each annual meeting beginning with that of 1897 
the town shall choose one Auditor, who shall be elected at each an- 
nual meeting of the town thereafter, whose duty it shall be to inspect 
all bills presented against the town, see that they have the approval 
of the Board or Committee contracting the same, and. are in proper. 
form, indicate the account to which they are chargeable, and, if 
they are available funds, shall transmit the same with his certificate 
to the Selectmen, who shall draw their warrant on the Town Treas- 
urer authorizing payment thereof; examine the books of the Treas- 
urer, Collector, and Water Board, and all funds or trust funds held 
for the benefit of the town by town officers, and report at the next 
town meeting in detail, under their respective heads, all the receipts 
and expenditures by the town for the previous year. Said report 
with the annual reports of the other town officers, shall be printed 
by the Selectmen, and a copy thereof left at every dwelling house in 
town four days, at least, before the annual meeting. Said Auditor 
shall receive for his services such compensation as the town shall de- 
termine. The term of the present Auditors shall terminate with the 
annual town meeting of 1897. 


ARTICLE II. 


FINANCIAL. 


~Secrion 1. The financial year of the town shall begin with the 
first day of January in each year, and end with the thirty-first day of 
December following. 


Secr. 2. No money, except State and county taxes, and principa 
and interest of town notes shall be paid from the town treasury 
without a warrant therefor, signed by the major part of the Select- 
men. ' 

Sect. 3. All promissory notes of the town shall be signed by thé 
Treasurer and countersigned by the Selectmen. 

Secr. 4. All] taxes shall be assessed and committed to the Collect- 
or on or before the fifteenth day of August in each year, and the 
Collector shall deliver all the tax bills within fourteen days after such 
commitment. 

Sect. 5. On the first secular day of each month, and as often as 
the amount in his hands reaches $900 or upwards, the Collector shall 
pay over to the Treasurer of the town all taxes by him collected, and 
shall, on or before the first secular day of January in each year, make 
up his annual account and render the same to the Selectmen. 

Secr. 6. The Town Treasurer shall, on the first secular day of 
January, annually render to the Selectmen, in writing, a full account 
of all his receipts and disbursements for the financial year last past. 

SEcT. 7. At the conclusion of any town meeting the Town Clerk 
shall send to the Auditor a certificate stating the amounts of the sev- 
eral appropriations made by the town. 


ARTICLE VIIT: 


STREETS, SIDEWALKS, ETC. 


SecTION 1. ‘The several streets in the town shall continue to be 
called and known by the names given to them respectively until the 
same shall be altered by vote of the town. 

Secr. 2. No person or persons shall break, or dig up, or aid in 
digging up, any part of any street, or remove any earth or gravel 
therefrom, without having first obtained a written license from the 
Selectmen for that purpose. 

Secr. 3. No person shall obstruct any street by placing therein 
any house or other building, and no person shall move or draw 
throngh or over any street any such house or other building, without 
the permission or license of the Selectmen in writing for that purpose, 
which license shall specify the terms and conditions allowing such 
obstruction of the street ; and the licensee shall fully comply with all 
said terms and conditions.

SEcT. 4. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle or team to 

any tree, not his own, standing in any public highway, street, or pub- 
lic place in this town, nor in any way cut or mutilate such tree. 
- Secr. 5. No owner or person having the care of any sheep, swine, 
horses, oxen, cows, or other grazing animals shall permit or suffer the 
same to go at large or to graze on any street, lane, common, square, 
or other public place within this town, nor permit any such animal to 
go upon any sidewalk therein. 

Sect. 6. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any pub- 
lic street or way of this town the contents of any sink, cesspool, or 
privy, nor place any rubbish or garbage in the same, except for the 
purpose of immediate removal therefrom. 

Sect. 7. No person shall make any marks, letters, or figures of 
any kind, or place any sign, advertisement, or placard upon or against 
any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, tree, building, or structure in or 
apon any street in this town, without the permission of the owner 
thereof. 

Secr. 8. No person shall coast in any of the streets or public 
walks of this town, except such streets as are publicly announced as 
permitted by the Selectmen. 

Sect. 9. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the waters 
within the town so as to be exposed to the view of passengers or other 
persons in any street, lane, alley, or house within the town. 

Secr. 10. No person shall own, or keep, in this town, any dog 

which by biting, barking, howling, or in any other manner, disturbs 
the peace or quiet of any neighborhood, or endangers the safety of 
any person. Whoever violates the foregoing provision shall be liable 
to a penalty of ten dollars. 
_ Sect. 11. No person shall deposit advertising circulars or other 
matter on the streets of Winchester or shall team manure, hay, rub- 
bish, liquid or other material in such a manner as to litter, pollute or 
injure the streets of the town. 

Sect. 12. The Selectmen are empowered so to regulate the grade, 
width, and height of the sidewalks of any street as shall in their judg- 
ment be most conducive to the convenience and interests of the 
town. 

Secr. 13. No person shall drive or draw any cart, wagon, sled, or 
other vehicle (except invalids and children’s hand-carriages) over or 


/ 
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upon any footpath or sidewalk in the town, or permit any horse or 
other grazing animal: under his care to go upon such sidewalk, or 
stand thereon. 

Sect. 14. Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or 
near to each other on any sidewalk, in such a manner as to obstruct 
a free passage for foot passengers for a longer time than five minutes, 
nor after a request to move on made by a constable, police officer, 
or any other officer of the town. 

Sect. 15. No person shall behave himself or herself in a rude or 
disorderly manner, or use any indecent, profane, or insulting language 
in any public place, or near any dwelling-house, or other building in 
the town, or be or remain upon any sidewalk, or upon any door step, 
or other projection from any house or other building so as to annoy or 
disturb any person or obstruct any passage to such house or building. 
And every person so being or remaining as aforesaid, when ordered 
by any constable, police officer, town officer, or by the owner or oc- 
cupant of any such building, shall immediately and peaceably depart 
and stay therefrom. 

Secr. 16. No person shall place any obstruction in any street, or 
on any sidewalk, and allow the same to remain there, without first 
obtaining the consent in writing of the Board of Selectmen. 

Sect. 17. Every person violating any of the provisions of any see- 
tion of this article shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars for each and every offence, to be recovered by complaint be 
fore a trial justice or district court of competent jurisdiction in the 
county of Middlesex. 


ARTICLE IV. 
TRUANT AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 


Section 1. Any minor, between the ages of seven and fifteen 
years, convicted by any court of justice having jurisdiction of the 
case of any of the offences mentioned in Chapter 48, Sections 10 
and 12, of the Public Statutes of this Commonwealth, or any pupil 
persistently violating the reasonable rules and regulations of the com- 
mon schools, may be committed for a term not exceeding two years 
to the “House for the Reception, Instruction, Employment, and 
Reformation of Juvenile Offenders,” in the city of Lowell and 
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county of Middlesex, which is hereby assigned and provided pur- 
Suant to Section 15 of said Chapter 48. 


Sect. 2. Any minor between the ages of seven and sixteen years, 
convicted by any court or justice having jurisdiction of the case of 
any of the offences mentioned in Chapter 48, Section 18 and 20, of 
said Public Statutes, “may be committed for a term not exceeding 
beyond the age of twenty-one years for boys, or eighteen years for 
girls, to the institution named in the foregoing section.”’ 


ARO LB. Ve. 
HACKNEY CARRIAGES. 


SECTION I. The Board of Selectmen may from time to time grant 
licenses to such persons and upon such terms as they may deem ex- 
pedient, to set up, use, or drive hackney carriages for the conveyance 
of persons for hire from place to place within the town, and they 
may revoke such licenses at their discretion, and a record of all 
licenses so granted shall be kept by the Selectmen. 


 Secr. 2. The Board of Selectmen may, when they deem it ex- 
pedient, give notice by publication in some newspaper, or otherwise, 
to all persons interested, that on or before a given dite all such per- 
sons must apply for a license to set up, use, or drive a hackney car- 
riage or carriages as set forth in the preceding section. 


Sect. 8. No person after said given date shall set up, use, or 
drive in the town any hackney carriage, for the conveyance of per- 
sons for hire from place to place within said town, without a license 
for such carriage from the Board of Selectmen, under a penalty not 
exceeding twenty dollars every time such carriage is used, and all 
licenses granted as aforesaid shall expire on the first day of May 
next, after the date thereof, and no license shall be sold, assigned or 
transferred without the consent of said Board indorsed thereon. 


~Secr. 4. For every license so granted the sum of one dollar shall 
be paid to the Town Lreasurer for the use of the town, and no 
license so granted shall operate to relieve the licensee from any pen- 
alty herein prescribed against persons without a license, if he neg- 
lects or refuses to take out and pay for his license within ten days 
after notice that the same has been granted. 
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ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. All penalties recovered for violation of any of the fore- 
going By-Laws shall be paid into the treasury of the town. 

Secr. 2. The records of the town and all important papers shall 
be kept in a fireproof safe. 


ARTICLE: VIE. 
RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR PLUMBING. 


Section 1. No person shall carry on the business or do any 
work of plumbing, unless he shall .have first obtained a license and 
registered his name and place of business in the office of the Board 
of Health, in accordance with the provisions of Chap. 455, Acts of 
the Legislature of 1894. 

SECTION 2. No person shall construct, add to or alter any por- 
tion of the plumbing or sewerage of a building, except in accordance 
with plans and specifications in duplicate, previously submitted to, 
and approved, in writing, by the Board of Health, or the Inspector 
of Plumbing, and all such plans shall be approved or rejected within 
five (5) days from filing the same. 

Wherever there is a common sewer with which the sewerage sys- 
tem of a building is to be connected, the location of the sewer 
branch to serve said building shall first be obtained from the Sewer 
Commissionens by the owner or agent before determining the loca- 
tion of the soil pipe. There shail be a manhole at each change in 
direction of the pipe connecting the building with the common 
sewer. 

SECTION 3. No person shall cover or conceal any part of the 
work until after it has been examined and approved by the Inspector 
of the Board of Health. The plumber shall send notice to the 
Board of Health when the work is_ sufficiently advanced for such in- 
spection, and again when the work is completed. The plumber 
shall test all soil, waste, drain and vent-pipes in the presence of the 
plumbing Inspector by a pressure test or such other tests as the 
Board of Health may direct ; the pressure or other test to be applied 
as directed by the Inspector, and after all openings have been se- 
curely closed by the plumber in charge of the work. ‘The perma- 
nent hangers and clamps. used to hoid soil, waste, drain, or vent- 
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pipes shall be in place at the time of said test. None of said pipes 
shall be covered until they have stood the test to the satisfaction of 
the Inspector. If the work does not stand the test, and is not made 
good within ten (10) days, or if the work is not constructed accord- 
ing to the plans and specifications, and in accordance with these by- 
laws, the water shall be turned off from the building by order of the 
Board of Health or its agent, and not let on again until the plumbing 
has been pronounced satisfactory by the Inspector, and the cost of 
shutting off and letting on the water has been paid by the plumber 
or owner of the building. All plumbing work shall be so construct- 
ed that at any time it may be accessible for inspection, and in no 
case shall it be enclosed within the walls of the building, or 
concealed from view, unless suitable removable casings are provided. 

Section 4. That portion of the house-sewer which is inside the 
walls or under the building, and that portion which is outside the 
building but within eight feet of the foundation wall, shall be of cast 
iron pipe or of other metal pipe satisfactory to the Board of Health, 
but no sheet metal or earthern pipe shall be used in any part of the 
sewerage system within the building. 

The house-sewer shall have a fall of at least 1-4 inch to the foot. 
It shall run along the cellar wall, securely fastened thereto, or be 
suspended from the floor timbers in iron hangers. or it shall be laid 
beneath the basement or cellar floor in a bricklined trench with con- 
crete bottom and movable covers, which trench shall be so con- 
structed as to admit of access to all the joints of the pipe. 

No house-sewer or private sewer shall pass under another house 
nor within four feet of its cellar wall. 


Section 5. The house-sewer shall be provided with a running 
trap of the same size as the said house-sewer, located beyond all 
house connections, which trap shall have a hand-hole for con- 
venience in cleaning. If the trap be inside the cellar wall the hand- 
hole shall be on the house side of the trap. 

A suitable clean-out shall be provided in the house-sewer near the 
cellar wall on the horizontal pipe. Lhis clean-out shall be in as 
direct a line as possible with the street sewer connections. 

SEcTION 6. Without the written consent of the Board of Health 
to the contrary, there shall be a fresh air inlet entering the house- 
_ sewer between the main running trap and all house connections, of 
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not less than four (4) inches internal diameter. Without the run- 
ning trap is located in a manhole outside the house, and an “indi- 
rect” fresh-air inlet is supplied for same, in accordance with plan on 
file at office of Board of Health, said fresh-air inlet shall be at least 
twenty (20) feet in length. The open end of the fresh-air inlet 
shall terminate in external air, and as remote as practicable from 
all doors, windows, and cold air intakes of heating apparatus. 
When practicable the fresh-air inlet shall enter the house sewer 
within two (2) feet of the running trap. 

All hand holes, or openings in iron traps, drain, soil, waste, or vent 
pipes inside of buildings, for cleaning or inspection purposes, shall 
be closed with extra heavy brass trap screw ferules, properly leaded 
and caulked into iron hub. Said clean-outs to be made air tight by 
gaskets of lamp wicking and tallow. 

Sect. 7. All pipes receiving the discharge from water-closets 
and all branches from such pipes over ten feet in length, shall be of 
iron, shall have at least four inches internal diameter, and shall con- 
tinue of undiminished size at least two feet above the roof, away from 
all windows, and shall be open at the top. 


Sect. 8. All connection with horizontal pipes shall be made by 
one-eighth bends and Y branches, and all changes in direction shall 
be by curved pipe. In no case shall the so-called short sanitas T 
Y’s be used on horizontal pipe. 


SEcT. 9. Every sink, basin, bath tub, slop hopper, water closet 
and each set of wash trays and every fixture having a waste pipe shall 
be furnished with a separate trap, which shall be placed as near as 
practicable to the fixture which it serves, except, that when a sink 
and set of trays are close together and the waste pipe does not ex- 
ceed three (3) feet in length from its connection with the fixture to 
its connection with the trap, then one six (6) inch side clean out 
round trap may be used for both. 

‘No “union” “right and left” or “slip” joints shall be used in con- 
nection with outer or sewer side of traps and all traps, except the 
main running trap, shall have their screws entirely below the water 
line or on the fixture side of traps. 

There shall] be no trap on main vertical soil or waste pipe. A suit- 
able, independently ventilated grease trap shall be provided for the 
sink of every hotel, restaurant, eating house, boarding house, or other 
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public cooking establishment, and for such other buildings as may be 
ordered by the Board of Health. 


Sect. 10. @. Waste pipes from sinks, basins, wash-tubs, etc., 
shall be of lead, or brass, or iron, not less than one and one-quarter 
inches (1 and 1-4 in.) in diameter. ‘Those of less than two inches 
(2 in.) internal diameter shall be of lead or brass ; those more than 
two inches (2 in.) shall be of iron. 

6. Drip ar overflow pipes from safes under fixtures or from tanks 
shall be run into some open place where they may be seen, and in no 
case shall any such pipe be connected with a soil or waste-pipe. 

c. No waste-pipe from a refrigerator or other receptacle in which 
food or provisions are stored shall be connected with a sewer. soil or 
other waste-pipe, but shall discharge into an open sink or tray, or 
shall discharge outside the house. 

@. No steam exhaust, blow-off or drip-pipe shall connect with a 
sewer, house-drain, rain-water conductor, soil, waste, or vent-pipe. 
Such pipes shall discharge into a suitable tank or condenser, from 
which a proper outlet shall be provided. 


SecT. ll. All traps shall be furnished with a vent-pipe run 
from the crown of the trap, except that trap vents may be taken from 
top of lead bend near closet outlet. ‘The vent-pipe from a water- 
closet trap shall be at least two inches (2 in.) in diameter; other 
vent-pipes shall be as large as the waste-pipes from the trap. All 
ventilating pipes from a soil or waste-pipe shall be run, of undimin- 
ished size, separately or combined together, to the roof, and carried 
up at least four inches, internal diameter, through the roof and at least 
two feet above it, and left open, or they may be run into soil-pipe 
above all connections. In no case shall a soil or waste-pipe, or a 
ventilating pipe from a soil or waste pipe be connected with a chim- 
ney. No brick earthenware, or sheet metal pipes shall be used for 
ventilating pipes from a soil or waste-pipe. No wrought iron pipe 
shall be used for ventilating pipes. No ventilation shall be required 
from around trap five inches or more in diameter in cases where 
there is no other plumbing than a sink waste into which no soil mat- 
ter is admitted. Ventilating pipes shall be so constructed as not to 
allow the formation of a trap nor to be used as waste-pipes. No 
vent-pipe shall join with any other pipe until it has attained a height 
of three inches above the fixtures whose trap tt ventilates. 
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When so ordered by the Board of Health, water-closets shall have 
a local vent-pipe run from the top of the closet to a hot flue. Bow 
venting will not be allowed except by special permission of the Board 
of Health and the Plumbing Inspector. 

Sect. 12. Every soil and iron waste-pipe or ventilating pipe, if 
of cast iron, shall be free from all holes and other defects, shall be of 
a uniform thickness and shall have the full weight of the following ta- 
ble for the corresponding diameters.

No factory tar coated cast-iron pipe shall be used. All cast-iron 
pipe before being used shall be oil-tested, and then thoroughly 
coated outside with red lead paint, and inside with coal-tar pitch or 
asphalt varnish or other equivalent substance satisfactory to the 
Board of Health. 

Sect. 13. Every joint in lead pipe shall be made in solder, 
and wiped joints are to be used where practicable. Every joint of an 
iron and a lead pipe shall be made bya brass or iron ferule of 
the same size as lead pipe, set in the hub of the branch of iron 
pipe, if the latter is of cast iron, and caulked with lead; if the iron 
pipe is of wrought iron the ferule must be attached to it by a screw 
joint; the lead pipe in either case to be attached to the ferule by a 
wiped solder joint. Every joint ina cast-iron bell and spigot pipe 
shall be made with packed oakum and molten lead well caulked, at 
least one and one-half inches deep, and made water and air tight, and 
no paint or putty shall be allowed until the plumbing has been tested. 
Joints in wrought iron or brass pipe shall be made with screw fittings 
and red lead. 

Secr. 14. No water-closet shall be used in which soil comes in 
contact with any mechanism or moving part. 

Water closets shall not be supplied directly from the house supply 
pipe, but shall be supplied from a special water tank or cistern, hold- 
ing not less than six gallons. ‘The flushing pipe from tank or cistern 
to closet shall not be less than one and one-quarter inches in diame- 
ter internally.

There shall be in all houses or blocks hereafter constructed on 
streets where there is a sewer, at least one water-closet for each ten- 
ement. No water-closet will be permitted in any room or cellar that 
has not a window having an area of at least three square feet, or an 
air shaft of at least six inches internal diameter opening directly to 
the external air. 

Sect. 15. Rain-water conductors shall not enter the house 
plumbing or house sewer, and shall not be connected with any cess- 
pool or public sewer. 

SEcT. 16. All house-sewers, soil, vent or waste pipes now con- 
structed shall be reconstructed whenever in the opinion of the Board 
of Health it shall be necessary. 

Sect. 17. PENALTY: Whoever violates any of the forego- 
ing rules shall be liable to a fine not exceeding FIFTY DOLLARS. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


These By-Laws shall taka effect ten days after approval by the Su- 
perior Court or a justice thereof. 

All existing By-Laws are hereby repealed.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 
HIGHLAND WATER WORKS 


WINCHESTER, MASS. 


ADOPTED Marcu 27, 1876, anD AMENDED ApRIL 17, 1896. 


The following rules, regulations, and rates are adopted for the 
government of all officers, agents, and water-takers authorized by an 
Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, approved the twenty-fifth 
day of April, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, entitled 
“An Act to supply the town of Winchester with pure water,’ and 
any Acts in addition thereto. And the Water Commissioners elected 
by virtue of said act, are hereby instructed to conform to and be 
governed by the following rules and regulations and all amendments 
thereof; and they are also empowered to appoint a Water Registrar 
and other necessary agents and assistants, and perform all other duties 
set forth in these regulations, until the Water Board is elected and 
qualified as hereinafter provided. : 

SecTION 1. At the annual meeting, in March, 1877, the town shall 
elect, by ballot, a Water Board, consisting of three legal voters, one 
of whom shall be elected for the term of three years, another shall 
be elected for two years, and another for one year; and the town 
shall annually thereafter elect, by ballot, one member of said Board 
for the term of three years. 

Every member elect shall, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, make oath, in the same manner as other town officers, that he 
will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties in strict accordance 
with the following rules and regulations, and all amendments thereto 
that may hereafter be made by vote of the town. 

No member shall receive any salary or other compensation for his 
services. 
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Sect. 2. When the powers of the present Water Commissioners 
shall cease, the Water Board shall have and exercise all the powers 
vested in said Commissioners or the town, by an act of the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts, approved the twenty-fifth day of April, in the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, entitled “An Act to supply 
the town of Winchester with pure water,” and by any Acts in addition 
thereto, so far as the same may be legally delegated ; and they shall 
have power to appoint necessary subordinate officers, agents, and as- 
sistants, and may fix their salaries or compensation, provided that the 
same shall not exceed, in the aggregate, the sum appropriated by the 
town therefor. But all the powers mentioned in this section shall 
be subject to any limitations, restrictions, and additions which may 
be made by vote of the town at any legal meeting. 

Sect. 8. The Water Board shall, annually, on or before the first 
day of January, present to the Selectmen a report, made up to and 
including the last day of December, containing a statement of the 
condition of all the water works, and of the lands and other property 
connected therewith ; also a detailed account of all receipts and ex- 
penditures, together with any information or suggestions which they 
may deem important ; and they shall, at the same time, transmit to 
the town the report of the Water Registrar, mentioned in the follow- 
ing section. 

Secr. 4. The Water Registrar, under the direction of the Water 
Board, shall assess the water rates hereinafter established ; he shall 
once in each year personally visit, or cause to be visited, the prem- 
ises of every water-taker, examine the service pipes and fixtures, and 
see that the rules and regulations are strictly complied with; and 
he shall annually, on or before the first day of January, present to 
the Water Board a report containing a statement of the number of 
water-takers ; the number of cases where the water has been cut off ; 
the number and amount of abatements ; the amount of water rates 
assessed and collected and paid over to the Town ‘Treasurer; he 
shall also perform all other duties required of him by the Water 
Board. ‘The Water Registrar shall transmit to the Collector of 
Taxes the bills for water rates, and the Collector shall collect and 
pay over the same to the Town Treasurer weekly. 


Secr. 5. The rent for the use of the water shall be payable to the 
Collector in advance, on the first day of January and July in each 
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year. After Jan. 1, 1877, all charges for specific supplies or for 
fractional parts of a year shall be payable in advance, and before the 
water is turned on. 

Sect. 6. Inall cases of non-payment of the water rent for sixty 
days after the same is due and payable, the Collector shall serve a 
summons at the premises of such delinquent; and unless said rent is 
paid within ten days thereafter, together with twenty-five cents for 
said summons, the Collector shall notify the Registrar, who shall cut 
off the water, and it then shall not be let on until the amount due, to- 
gether with twenty-five cents for the summons and two dollars for 
shutting off and letting on, is paid; provided, that no occupant shall 
be required to pay the amount due from a former occupant. ‘The 
foregoing provisions shall apply to cases where two or more parties 
take water from the same service pipes, although one or more of 
them may have paid the proportion due from him or them. 

Sect. 7. The Water Board may make abatements in the water 
rents in such cases as they may deem right and proper; and shall 
have the right to cut off the water from any street or section after 
giving timely notice to the takers of their intention so to do. 

Secr. 8. The Water Board shall keep suitable books in which shall 
be entered the names of all persons who take the water, the kind of 
building, the name and number of the street, the nature of the use, 
the number of taps, and the amount charged ; which bouks shall be 
open to inspection. 

Sect. 9. If any person shall open any hydrant, or lift or remove 
the cover of the same, or make any opening or connection with any 
pipe or reservoir, or turn on or turn off the water from any pipe, 
fountain, reservoir, or hydrant, except in case of fire, or by authority 
of the Water Board or Registrar, he shall be liable to a penalty of 
not less than three dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 


Secr. 10. If any person shall divert the water, or any part there- 
of, of any springs, brooks, water courses, or reservoirs belonging to 
the town, or pollute or render impure the waters contained therein, 
or destroy or injure any dam, reservoir, aqueduct, pipe, hydrant, or 
other work, he shall be prosecuted to the extent of the law. 

Secr. ll. The following rules shall be printed on all bills for water 
rates, and shall be considered a part of the contract with every person 
who takes the water; and every person by taking the water shall be 
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considered to have expressed his assent to be bound thereby ; 
namely ,— 

1. All persons taking water shall keep the service pipes within 
their premises, including the pipes to the street line, in good repair 
and protected from frost, at their own expense, and they will be held 
responsible for all damage which may result from their failure to do 
sO. 

2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, and_ shall 
not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 

3. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or fixtures in- 
serted by the town, except by persons authorized by the Water Board 
or Registrar, who are to be allowed to enter the premises supplied, to 
examine the fixtures, and ascertain if there is any unnecessary waste. 

4. No water shall be supplied to parties not entitled to the use 
of it under these regulations, unless by special written permit of the 
Water Board. 

Secr. 12 In every case of violation of any one of the rules 
contained in Sec. 11, the water shall be immediately cut off from the 
building or place where such violation occurred, although two or 
more parties may take the water through the same pipe; and shall 
not be let on except by order of the Water Board, and on the pay- 
ment of two dollars; and in case of any such violation, the Water 
Board shall have the right to declare any payment made for the water 
by the person permitting such violation to be forfeited, and the same 
shall thereon be forfeited. 

Sect. 18. The following rates shall be charged annually for the 
use of the water, the year commencing on the first day of January, 
and ending the last day of December. But the Water Board is auth- 
orized to make contracts not on longer time than one year, begin- 
ning the first day of January, with large water-takers, without requir- 
ing them to use meters, whenever in the judgment of the Board it is 
clearly for the the interest of the town so to do.

For each hundred gallons two cents, provided, however, that the 
charge shall not be less than twenty dollars for any one year, and 
provided, further, that when the water used by any one taker shall 
amount to more than five million gallons in any one year, commenc- 
ing on the first day'of January, the charge shall be at the rate of one 
cent for each hundred gallons of the excess over that quantity. 


Sect. 14. The Water Board may set a meter in any place they 
shall deem it for the interests of the town so to do; and any water- 
taker may demand to have a meter set on written application, and 
the payment of the manufacturer’s price of the same. 


Sect. 15. No charge shall be made for the right of any water- 
taker to insert a pipe 7 de used only in case of fire. 


Sect. 16. The Water Board may charge the Fire Department the 
sum of fifteen dollars annually for each and every hydrant established 
within the limits of the town; and for water supplied to fountains, 
and for other public purposes, they may charge the department of 
the government for which the water is used the same rates that in- 
dividuals or corporations would be charged for like purposes. 


Sect. 17. Whenever application is made to the Water Board by 
parties who have built, or intend to build, on unaccepted streets, for 
an extension of the water pipes, they shall. refuse such application, 
unless, on an examination of the premises, it is found that the street 
is properly graded, and that the income from the use of said water 
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shall not be less than 7 per cent. per annum on the cost of said ex- 
tension.

Voted, That Joseph S. Nowell be elected Tree Warden by ac- 
clamation. 


Voted, ‘That when we adjourn it be to Monday evening, March 
13, 1899, at 7.30 o’clock. 


Voted, That the Moderator appoint a committee of five to draft 
resolutions on the late Albert Ayer, said committee to report ata 
future adjournment of this meeting.

Voted, ‘That it is the sense of the meeting that the work 
which is being done by the State Board of Agriculture toward the 
extermination of the Gypsy Moth should be continued, and that the 
appropriation now sought for this purpose from the General Court 
is wise and expedient.

der the direction of the Selectmen. | 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 8 of the 
By-Laws of the Town so as to give the Board of Health discretion- 
ary powers in relation to the plumbing of buildings, etc., or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


Voted, to lay upon the table. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will amend the By-Laws relating to 
the following subjects: Place of posting notices of adjourned Town 
meetings ; regulations of the use of streets and sidewalks and making 
changes in numbers of articles. 


Voted, that Article 8 be amended _by striking out the word “side- 
walks” before section 11, and inserting the word ‘sidewalks’ after 
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the word “streets,” at the head of the Article so that the designation 
of the Article shall read “streets, sidewalks, etc.’’ 


Voted, that Article 3, Section 12, shall be altered by adding the 
following words: ‘‘invalids and’’—to come before the word “chil- 
drens,”’ so that the Section shall read as follows: 


No person shall drive or draw any cart, wagon, sled or other vehi- 
cle (except invalid’s and children’s hand carriages) over or upon 
‘any footpath or sidewalk in the town, or permit any horse or other 
“grazing animal under his care to go upon such sidewalk, or stand 
‘thereon. 


Voted, that sections of Article 8, numbered 11 to 16 inclusive, 
“shall be numbered 13 to 18 inclusive. 


Voted, that the following amendment be made to Article 3, of 
the by-laws of the Town. To follow Section 10, Article 8, and be 
numbered Section 11: 


No person teaming heavy material within the limits of Win- 
chester, shall injure a public street by driving in the gutter, or on 
the outer edge of the road-bed for the purpose of holding back 
a load, or shall prevent the turning of one or more wheels of a 
‘vehicle by chaining or otherwise, to the injury of a street, without 
the special consent of the Board! of Selectmen, or Superintendent 
of Streets, and no person shall injure tne road-bed, gutter, or 
sidewalk of a street in any wilful careless or preventable manner. 


“This section was not approved by the Superior Court.”’ 


Voted, That the following amendment be made to Article III of 


the By-Laws, the same to follow next after new Section 11, and to 
be numbered 12. 


“No person shall deposit advertising circulars or other matter on 
the streets of Winchester, or shall team manure, hay, rubbish, liquid, 
or other material in such a manner as to litter, pollute or injure the 
‘streets of the town.” 


Voted, That Article 1, Section 3, shall be altered by striking out the 
words, ‘“‘at the Post Office” and substituting the words, “at the ‘Town 
Hall, and shall be advertised in a newspaper published in Winchester, 
ifany.’’ So the section shall read as follows :— 
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“Notice of every adjourned meeting shall be posted by the Town 
Clerk, at the Town Hall, and shall be advertised in a newspaper pub- . 
lished in Winchester, if any, as soon as practicable after the adjourn- 
ment, stating briefly the business to come before the meeting.” 


Voted, That we now adjourn. 


ADJOURNED ANNUAL TOWN MEETING. 
Marcu 138, 1899. 


Meeting called to order at 7.85 P. M. 


Art. 4. Pursuant to the authority given the Board of Park Com- 
missioners at the meeting of December 26th, 1898, the transaction 
of exchanging with the Boston and Lowell Railroad Corporation the 
strip of land adjacent to its location so that a title should be obtained 
to the Railroad Freight Yard by the payment of Twelve Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars on the part of the Town, has been nearly com- 
pleted and the deeds are ready for delivery, as soon as the Town 
Bonds are placed so that the money can be paid over to the Railroad 
Company. 

In the course of the transaction it will be necessary to give a re- 
lease from Edwin Ginn to the Railroad of the right standing in his 
name, in the strip of Walnut street which was discontinued by the 
Town at its meeting of December 26th, 1898, which deed is signed 
and in our hands ready for delivery, and it is desired that the Town 
pass a vote which is herewith submitted, ratifying and confirming this 
last transaction. ‘This calls for no appropriation, and will complete 
the matter. 

The Railroad reserves the right to occupy the Freight Yard until 
the completion of the new Yard, which it guarantees in writing will 
be on or before November Ist, 1899. This will not interfere with 
the carrying out of the plans heretofore made with the Metropolitan 
Park Commissioners for the care and maintenance of the new Park. 
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Voted, That as a part of the transaction of the transfer of the Rail- 
road Freight Yard to the Town for Park purposes, the Park Commis- 
sioners be authorized to cause Edwin Ginn to release to the Boston 
and Lowell Railroad Corporation the interest now standing in his 
name in the portion of Walnut street which was discontinued by vote 
of the Town meeting of December 26th, 1898, and such release is 
hereby ratified and confirmed so far as the Town has any interest. 


The late respected Town Clerk of Winchester, Albert Ayer, passed 
away December 30th, 1898, aged 73 years. In respect to his memory 
and in justice to his life among us, this meeting unanimously adopts the 
following memorial to be recorded in the town records and a copy 
thereof to be transmitted to his family :— 


“An All-wise Providence has removed from among us the long fa- 
miliar presence of Albert Ayer, an honored name, representative of 
one who, for many years, steadfastly served the people of Winches- 
ter as Selectman, Town Clerk, Assessor, Overseer of the Poor, Water 
Registrar and in other capacities proved himself an honest, high 
minded servant of whatever duty fell to him to perform either as a 
public officer or private citizen. His innate modesty, his gentle and 
conciliatory manner indicated that he was not born to bea leader 
among men, an originator of new and radical ideas, but he was, per- 
haps, something greater ; a faithful follower of his owz ideas of duty, 
an honest man, a kind neighbor and faithful friend. In this annual 
town meeting, the first to most of us, in which he does not take part, 
the citizens of Winchester desire to place on record their appreciation 
of Mr. Ayer’s faithfulness, his honesty of purpose, his uniform cour- 
tesy in the discharge of his public duties, all of which merit his ad- 
mittance to the highest order of nobility to which men can aspire, 
the noble order of ‘good and faithful’ servants.” 


Voted, That a Committee of five be appointed by the moderator to 
select a site for a new grammar school house, to ascertain approxi- 
mately the cost of land and building, and to report to the townas soon 
as possible in order that the building may be erected in the coming sea- 
son. Also that said committee consider further the proposed changes 
in the Wyman school building and recommend definite action on the 
same. A sum not exceeding one hundred dollars is hereby allowed 
for expenses, to be charged to appropmniations for support of schools. 
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Committee appointed: C. E. L. Wingate, Robert Coit, Edgar J. . 
Rich, E. H. Stone, Samuel S. Symmes. 


Art. 7. Be taken from the table and it was 


Voted, that the Treasurer be and hereby is authorized and direct- 
ed to issue and sell twenty (20) coupon bonds of the Town in sums 
of five hundred (590) dollars each, numbered consecutively from 
twenty-nine to forty-eight (29-48) inclusive, of which five thousand 
(5000) shall be payable Dec. 1, 1906, and five thousand (5000) 
shall be payable Dec. 1, 1997, and bearing interest payable semi- 
annually at the rate of four per cent (4%) perannum; and said 
bonds shall be signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by the 
Selectmen ; and each bond shall bear the impress of the Town seal. 


The proceeds of said bonds is hereby appropriated for rebuilding 
highways, or portions of highway or highways, under the direction of 
the Selectmen. 


Art. 10. Interest: Voted, that $14,610 be transferred from the 
water rates to Interest account and $7000 from corporation tax to 
Interest account. 


- Highways: Voted, that $16,500 be assessed upon the estates 
and polls of the town, and that $3500 be transferred from the abate- 
ment of tax account, and same is hereby appropriated for Highways, 
to be expended under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


Street Lights: Voted, that the sum of $6000 be raised by taxa- 
tion upon the estates and polls of the town, and the same is hereby 
appropriated, for Street Lights, to be expended under the direction 
of the Board of Selectmen. | 


Incidentals: Voted that the sum of $2500 be assessed upon the 
estates and polls of the town, with transfer of $533.79, Bank Tax, 
for Incidentals account, and the same is hereby appropriated, to be 
expended under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


Police: Voted, that the sum of $4200 be assessed upon the es- 
tates and polls of the town for the support of the Police Dept., and 
the same is hereby appropriated, to be expended under the direction 
of the Board of Selectmen. 
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Town Hall: Voted, that the sum of $2000 be assessed upon the 
estates and polls of the town for the care of the Town’ Hall, and 
that all receipts be credited to Town Hall account, which sums are 
hereby appropriated, to be expended under the direction of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Fire Dept.: Voted, that the sum of $7000 be assessed upon the 
estates and polls of the town for the support of the Fire Dept., and 
the same is hereby appropriated, to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Fire Engineers. 


Support of Schools: Voted, that the sum of $55,000 be assessed 
upon the estates and polls of the town for the support of schools, 
the same to be expended under the direction of the School Com- 
mittee. 


Library: Voted, that the sum of $1500 be assessed upon the 
estates and polls of the town, and the same is hereby appropriated 
for the support of the Library, with the transfer of the dog tax, to be 
expended under the direction of the Library Trustees. 


Common and Public Plots: Voted, that the sum of $300 be as- 
sessed upon the estates and polls of the town, and the same is here- 
by appropriated, for the care of the Common and Public Plots, to 
be expended under the direction of the Park Commissioners. 


Cemetery Maintenance: Voted, that the sum of $1950, state 
appropriation, be assessed upon the estates and polls of the town, and 
the same is hereby appropriated, for maintenance of the Cemetery, to 
be expended under the direction of the Cemetery Commissioners. 


Tree Warden: Voted, that the sum of $600 be assessed upon 
the estates and polls of the town, and the same is hereby appropria- 
ted, for the purpose of caring for the trees of the town, to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Tree Warden. 


Support of Poor: Voted, that the sum of $3100 be assessed up- 
on the estates and polls of the town for support of Poor and ex- 
pended under the direction of the Overseers of the Poor. 


Board of Health: Voted, that the sum of $1800 be assessed 
upon the estates and polls of the town, which sum is hereby appro- 


ap 
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priated, for the use of the Board of Health, to be expended under 
the direction of the Board of Health. 


Water Department Maintenance: Voted, that the sum of $3500 
be transferred from water rates to water maintenance account, the 
same to be expended under the direction of the Water Board. 


Water Dept. Construction: Voted,that the sum of $1600 be assessed 
upon the estates and polls of the town for Water Dept. construction, 
and that the balance of water rates not otherwise transferred, be 
transferred to Water Dept. construction, the same to be expended 
under the direction of the Water Board. 


Town Officers: Voted, that the sum of $3575 be assessed upon 
the estates and polls of the town, which sum is hereby appropriated, 
for the salaries of the town officers, to be expended as follows:

Moved, To amend the Town By-Laws by making Arti- 
cle VII Article VIII and Article VIII Article VII. 


Voted, to amend Article VIII of By-Laws as follows : 


Section 2 is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 


No person shall construct, add to, or alter any portion of the 
plumbing or sewerage of a building, except in accordance with plans 
and specifications, in duplicate, previously submitted to and approved 
in writing by the Board of Health or the Inspector of Plumbing, and 
all such plans shall be approved or rejected within five (5) days from 
filing the same. 

Wherever there is a common sewer with which the sewerage sys- 
tem of a building is to be connected, the location of the sewer branch 
to serve said building shall first be obtained from the Sewer Commis- 
sioners by the owner or agent before determining the location of the 
soil pipe. 

There shall be a man hole at each change in direction of the pipe 
connecting the building with the common sewer. 


Section 6 is hereby amended to read as follows : 


Without the written consent of the Board of Health to the con- 
trary, there shall be a fresh air inlet entering the house sewer be- 
tween the main running trap and al] house connections, of not less 
than four (4) inches internal diameter. Without the running trap 
is located ina man hole outside of the house, and an “indirect’’ fresh 
air inlet is supplied for same, in accordance with plan on file at office 
of the Board of Health, said fresh air inlet shall be at least twenty 
(20) feet in length. 

_ The open end of fresh air inlets shall terminate in external air and 
as remote as practicable from all doors, windows, and cold air intakes 
of heating apparatus. 

-. When practicable the fresh air inlet shall enter the house sewer 
within two (2) feet of the running trap. 
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All hand holes, or openings in iron traps, drains, soil, waste, or 
vent pipes inside of building, for cleaning or inspection purposes, 
shall be closed with extra heavy brass trap-screw ferules properly 
leaded and caulked into iron hub—said cleanouts to be made air tight 
by gaskets of lamp wicking and tallow. 


Section 9 is hereby amended to read as follows : 


Every sink, basin, bath tub, slop hopper, water closet, and each 
set of wash trays, and every fixture having a waste pipe shall be fur- 
nished with a separate trap, which shall be placed as near as practica- 
ble to the fixture that it serves ; except, that where a sink and set of 
trays are close together, and the waste pipe does not exceed three 
(3) feet in length from its connection with the fixture to its connec- 
tion with the trap, then one six (6) inch side clean out round trap 
may be used for both. . 7 

No “union,” ‘right and left,’”’ or “slip” joints shall be used in con- 
nection with outer or sewer side of traps; and all traps, except the 
main running trap, shall have their screws entirely below the water 
line or on the fixture side of trap. | 

There shall be no traps on main vertical soil or waste pipes. 

A suitable independently ventilated grease trap shall be provided 
for the sink of every hotel, restaurant, eating house, boarding house, 
or other public cooking establishment, and for such other buildings 
as may be ordered by the Board of Health. 


Section 11 is hereby amended by striking out of the last sentence 
the words ‘“‘the opening shall be above all other flue openings’’ and 
adding the following sentence : “Bow venting will not be allowed ex- 
cept by special permission of the Board of Health and the Plumbing 
Inspector.” 


Section 12 is hereby amended by striking out the last clause or the 
‘vords ‘If a soil or waste pipe is of wrought iron, it shall be of qual- 
ity and weight satisfactory to the Board of Health, and not less than 
two inches internal diameter.” | 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will amend the Town By-Laws so 
that the water rates shall be committed annually on the first secular 
day of July. 
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Voted, To dismiss from the warrant. 


ArT. 23. To appoint a Fish Committee.

The macadam streets previously constructed have not been re- 
paired as much as they ought to have been. It is the best econo- 
my to repair all macadam streets two or three times a year. In this 
way the repairs of a mile of street is cheap if frequent attention is 
given to it, and the road is more comfortable for driving. ‘There 
has never been so much done in cleaning the streets in summer and 
fall as there has this last year, although it costs considerable we be- 
lieve it pays. 
ont is the policy of Superintendent of Streets to keep the machin- 
ery and teams of his department in good repair all the time and this 
is the only proper method in such matters. 


There is a large amount of resurfacing of old macadam to be done 
early in the spring. Main Street should be macadamized from 
Symmes Corner to the Medford line. Swanton Street should be 
macadamized. Church Street should be macadamized from Bacon 
Street to Cambridge Street. Everett Avenue should be rebuilt its en- 
tire length by first class gravel or broken stone. ‘These are the 
larger jobs. The amount paid for concreting this year was 
$1,836.94 of which $292.51 was for 1898 work. It is hoped that 
the concrete expenses will be less this year, but in any event it will 
be considerably larger, as the item for repairs will probably be more 
and more each year. Concrete walks laid on gravel and made thick 
are none too good, but concrete with loam under it and two or three 
inches thick has proved poor economy. 
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HIGHLAND AVENUE EXTENSION. 


Several petitions were received by the Selectmen seven to ten 
years ago to lay out an extension of Highland avenue, southerly, as 
a town way. In each case the Selectmen refused to do it. 

Jan. 2, 1892, C. E. Redfern and others filed a petition with the 
County Commissioners to lay out an extension of Highland avenue 
as a town way from Winthrop street to Madison avenue. 

March 19, 1892, J. T. Wilson and others filed a petition with the 
County Commissioners to lay out an extension of Highland avenue 
as a town way from Mount Vernon street to a point in Main street 
below Symmes corier. 

April 27, 1892, Commissioners had a hearing. 

First Tuesday in Sept. 1892, Commissioners adjudged the layout 
a common convenience and necessity. 

October 27, 1892, Commissioners met and located the layout. 
After the location the Commissioners seemed to have pigeon holed 
the Wilson petition. 

April 8, 1893, Commissioners issued a decree laying out the ave- 
nue from Winthrop street to Madison avenue 50 feet wide to be 
completed by Jan. 1, 1895. 

The town refused to make any appropriation and the Selectmen 
did no construction and the Commissioners’ order lapsed. 

February, 1896, A. S. Hal! petitioned the Court for a writ of man- 
. damus to order construction on the ground that because the Select- 
men had set stone bounds on the Redfern Jayout under the direc- 
tion of the Commissioners that they had made an entry upon the 
premises for construction. 

April 14, 1896, Court dismissed the petition for mandamus. The 
Kedfern petition was then dead. 

The County Commissioners then proceeded to the resurrection of 
the Wilson petition. 

May, 1896, F. C. Manchester petitioned the Commissioners urging 
the layout. 

First Tuesday, June, 1896, Commissioners adjudged that the Select- 
men had unreasonably refused and neglected to lay out and ordered 
notice. 

August 3, 1896, Commissioners meeting in Winchester.

August 28, 1597, Commissioners issued decree on the Wilson peti- 
tion. ‘lhe way is laid out sixty (60) feet wide from Mount Vernon 
street to Main street, a distance of about one mile, and the town is 
allowed until the first day in November, 1898, to complete the work. 
Thirty-four feet, exclusive of gutters, is to be built for travel, and 
the grades are not to exceed eight (8) feet per 100 feet.

The whole expense is assessed upon the town of Winchester, the 
road being a town way. 

March 22, 1898, S. H. Folsom petitioned the Court for a writ of 
certiorari, which was refused and an appeal was: made to the full 
bench who decided against Mr. Folsom, March 6, 1899, the County 
Commissioners were sustained and the present layout is legal. 

Hall, Kemp, McKenzie, Belcher, Belcher, Quigley, Enman, Stil- 
son, Lunt and Gunnison have signed an agreement claiming no land 
damages. 

On April 12, 1899, the Selectmen were summoned to appear be- 
fore the County Commissioners and show cause why the order of the 
Commissioners should not be carried into effect. 
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The Selectmen made answer that the town had refused to make 
an appropriation therefor. 

On May 19, 1899, the Selectmen received a second order from 
the County Commissioners to build the street andthe Selectmen 
made reply that they would call a town meeting and ask for an ap- 
propriation on June 8, 1899. The town refused to grant the 
appropriation. 

On June 10, 1899, the County Commissioners notified the Select- 
men that they (the County Commissioners) would proceed at once 
to construct the street and that the County would require the Town 
to reimburse 1t as soon as payments were made, or they would be 
obliged to charge interest at the rate cf ten per cent. per annum 
thereon. ‘The Town subsequently made an appropriation by a loan 
and payments have been made promptly. 

On July 19, 1899, the Selectmen agreed to narrow the construc- 
tion of the street, between Mount Vernon street and Winthrop street, 
to fifty feet. é 

On July 25, 1899, the County Commissioners issued a decree that 
the construction of the roadway, between Mount Vernon street and 
Winthrop street, should be twenty-one feet wide. The construction 
of the roadway is completed, except that it will need some rolling 
next Spring. No sidewalk has been constructed south of Winthrop 
street. 

The cost of construction of Highland avenue extension has proved 
less than the estimate of the County Commissioners’ Engineer; not 
the usual occurrence in public matters. 

The town is under personal obligations to Frank H. Kendall, C. 
{., County Engineer, for the good work and economy practised in 
the construction of this street. He could hardly have rendered 
better and more efficient service and given more care to details if he 
had been obliged to pay the expenses himself, and yet no charges 
for engineering include any of Mr. Kendall’s services. Mr. Ken- 
dall’s assistant was W. Lewis Clark, C. E., who gave all his time to 
the construction of the street while it was in progress. ‘The Select- 
men think he acted for the Town’s interest in every matter.

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STATE HIGHWAY. 


The Selectmen in 1896 petitioned the Massachusetts Highway 
Commission and recommended the said Commission to lay out and 
take charge of the whole of Cambridge street in Winchester, as a 
state highway. In 1897 and 1898 the Selectmen revived the peti- 
tion by letters to the Commission. On August 24, 1899, the said 
Commission laid out and took charge of as a state highway, 3,400 
feet of said Cambrldge street beginning at the division line between 
the Towns of Winchester and Arlington, and fifty feet wide to Station 
34; and on Oct. 26, 1899 extended said layout 586 97-100 feet to 
Station 39x86.97, all in accordance with plans drawn by Charles 
Mailisy C.K: 

The Selectmen entered into a contract with the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to rebuild the portion taken. The Superintendent of 
Streets completed the contract within the time specified therein, and 
to the satisfaction of the resident engineer, the Superintendent of 
the Eastern Division of the State highways, and the Chief Engineer 
of the Massachusetts Highway Commission, and also to the satisfac- 
tion of the Selectmen. ‘The Commission approved the construction 
of the road on Dec. 22, 1899, subject to maintainance of the road 
for two months. 

As an inducement to get the Commission interested in the petition 
the Selectmen made a contract at such figures that it was known at 
the beginning that the town would not be fully reimbursed for the 
work, and in addition have done extra work without being 
paid by the Commission, such as building about 200 linear 
feet of stone wall, grading driveways which entered the street, 
grading the bank on the edge of the pond and laying drains, 
but the town gets the benefit of this expenditure by the good ap- 
pearance of the street. 

The cost of construction of this State highway is included in the 
general expense of Highways and Bridges. ‘(he Commonwealth has 
reimbursed the Town as follows :

It is certainly desirable that the Commission should continue the 
State highway from where it has stopped near Church Street, norther- 
ly to the Woburn line, and on through Woburn, and this is now under 
consideration. 


MYSTIC VALLEY PARKWAY EXTENSION. 


The Metropolitan Park Commission has extended the Mystic 
Valley Parkway this year, from its terminus at west junction of Main 
and Walnut streets to the entrance of the Middlesex Fells by taking 
by:an instrument dated Dec. 14, 1898, of Walnut Street, between 
Main Street and Washington Street, and continuing on Walnut 
Street from Washington Street to the foot of the hill, and continuing 
across private lands and across Myrtle Street, and continuing across 
more private land, and across Highland ‘Avenue to Mount Vernon 
Street, and all that part of Mount Vernon Street east of Highland 
Avenue to the Middlesex Fells, taking more or less land both sides 
the town ways just referred to. This taking was practically seventy 
feet wide except between Main Street and Washington Street, it is 
made wider on the south side to meet the land owned by the Town. 
The plan is numbered 166, M. P.C. 

By a second taking dated January 25, 1899, is made a set back or 
building restriction line of practically twenty feet in width through 
on both sides of the first seventy feet width taking. The plan is 
numbered No. 171, M. P. C. 
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By a third instrument dated March 29, 1899, there is an 
abandonment of the taking of a portion of Whitney’s Mill Pond, 
and an additional taking of land of Unitarian Society on Main 
Street and land of Parker on Washington Street. The plan is 
numbered, No. 182, M. P. C. 

The fourth and last taking isa set back or building restriction line 
of twenty feet in width on land of Parker. ‘The plan is numbered, 
No. 184, M. P. C. 

The Metropolitan Park Commission have completed the boule- 
vard during the year over this taking from Main Street to Middlesex 
Fells, which is not only an improvement to the towns but a great 
convenience to other towns and cities, as well, in entering the Mid- 
dlesex Fells from the west. ‘he work is of such a character as the 
public would expect from so able a Board, with first class engineers, 
the right of eminent domain, and the right to purchase property 
outside of the location, and. with practically unlimited funds at dis- 
posal and good contractors.

STREET ACROSS THE POND. 


Petitions have been received, to which reference is made in 
another part of this report, to lay out a street across the pond 
so that more direct communication can be had from. Swanton 
street to Pleasant street and thence to the centre of the town. 
This subject is worthy of the attention of the town as an exam- 
ination of the condition of things will show. ‘The Selectmen 
have the legal right to lay out such a street and report it to the 
town for acceptance, but so much expense is involved that it would 
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seem proper for the town to first give an expression of opinion 
about the matter. Three routes have been proposed; one from 
the northerly end of Railroad avenue nearly parallel and adjoin- 
ing the Boston and Lowell railroul; one from Winchester Place, 
both of which go across the pond, and one skirting the shore of 
the pond on the east side of it. The Selectmen have had Chas. 
M. Thompson, C. E., prepare a plan and profile of the second 
named route and also prepare an estimate. 

Winchester Place is now laid out as a town way thirty-one feet 
wide from Pleasant street to land of Price and land of McCraven. 
The new street begins at Price’s and McCraven’s and runs nearly 
northerly, going through two buildings and land of Stoddard, and 
one building and land of Anderson, and through land of McCarthy 
to the edge of the pond, thence in a straight line across the pond to 
Spruce street, being thirty-one-feet wide all the way thus far, and 
then continuing in a northerly direction through Spruce street, which 
is thirty-five feet wide, to Oak street, then across Oak street 
through land of Hevey and land of Holland, thirty-five feet wide, to 
Swanton street.

GENTLEMEN: I have made an examination of the possibilities of 
obtaining material for the filling required to construct a street across 
Judkins Pond from Pleasant to Swanton street as shown by plan prev- 
iously submitted, and as a result of my examinations I have the honor 
to report that there is a piece of land containing about two and one- 
half acres lying along the railroad, and two hundred (200) feet 
north of Swanton street which can be secured. The land belongs to 
the Sanborn estate, and can be excavated to a depth of twelve feet, 
down to grade of railroad. This would give over 50,000 cubic 
yards of material, more than enough to fill the proposed street. The 
asking price for this land is seven cents per foot or $8,400.00, but i 
think a cash purchaser could reduce this price to quite anextent. [ 
think a right of way over which to cart the material could be secured 
from Mrs. Keith, but a better plan, in my judgment, would be to 
extend the proposed street from Swanton street across Mrs. Keith’s 
land 200 feet to the Sanborn land, thus furnishing direct communi 
cation with the centre. As you are well aware, a storage yard must 
be secured in the near future for use of highway, water and sewer 
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departments, and the land above referred to is, I] think, the most 
desirable and available for that purpose. With the material the new 
street can be constructed, and doing this would leave the surface of 
the lot on the same grade as the railroad, when it would be a small 
affair io connect the yard and railroad by a spur track, thus securing 
railroad facilities much more convenient to the centre of the town 
than the present freight yard on Cross street. In the event of this 
land being secured and the material used for the purpose of con- 
structing the proposed street, it would be worth more for a storage 
yard than before the removal of the material, consequently its cost 
might properly be charged to the storage yard, so the material for 
the proposed street would cost nothing. Contractors have viewed 
the premises but none of them have as yet given me any figures as 
to the probable cost of moving the earth. As soon as I can get their 
estimates I will submit them.

It will be noticed that Mr. Thompson has not given any estimate 
for land damages to the Whitney estate for building across the pond. 
There should be nothing to pay for this as the benefit to be derived 
from the remaining land under water would be great, but we do not 
say there would be nothing to pay. The question of damage to 
inill privileges is largely imaginary, but the experience of neighbor- 
ing towns in such matters, through the courts, has proved expensively 
real. ‘The width of the land taken through the pond would have to 
be at least fifteen feet additional on each side of the present plan to 
allow for sloping and so that the abuttor could not compel the town 
to build a stone wall on each side to keep the filling off of his land. 

Mr. lL hompson estimates the filling of the pond would require 34,997 
cubic yards.  M. W. Oliver, C. E., made a plan of a street in this 
vicinity and estimated 76,000 cubic yards of filling, and ir the filling 
settled possibly 90,000 cubic yards. Mr. Oliver had all the history 
of building the Boston & Lowell Railroad across this pond and near 
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to this proposed street at his command. Mr. Oliver’s estimates are 
largely in excess of Mr. Thompson’s, but Mr. Oliver’s were made in 
1878 and probably everything is cheaper now, but the physical con- 
dition of things is practically unchanged, so that quantities remain 
the same. 


sUIDE BOARDS. 


Now that the Town has part of Middlesex Fells and Mystic Valley 
Parkway within its limits and because of the general improvement of 
the streets, the travel by strangers has largely increased and the ne- 
cessity for more and better guide boards is apparent and is required 
by statute. This matter of guide boards should receive the attention 
of the Selectmen the ensuing year.

The present lighting consists of twenty-two arc electrics, 207 in- 
candescent electric, and three Welsbach incandescent gasoline lights. 
Five additional incandescent electric lights have been ordered for 
Everett avenue and an arc is to be substituted for an incandescent 
on Pleasant street at the corner of Winchester Place. 


Five arc electric and two incandescent electric lights in the center 
of the town and one incandescent electric light on Church street, 
opposite the big tree in the middle of the street, and three Welsbach 
gasoline lights on Bacon street between the entrances to the Mystic 
Valley Parkway burn every night all night, and the other arc and in- 
candescent electric lights are on a basis of twenty-two nights per 
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month until 12:30 a.m. Extra dark hours on other than the twen- 
ty-two nights per month before midnight are charged for pro rata. 
The five arcs and three incandescents which burn every night all night 
are charged at the same price as the twenty-two-night 12:30 a. m., 
lights.

For the extra lighting of electric lights it will cost $19.39 per 
night. 


To continue the present service it will require an appropriation of 
$6,000. The sum of $6,500 is recommended for the ensuing year. 


‘The electric light is supplied by the Woburn Light, Heat and 
Power Company, which has established during the year an entirely 
new plant for the generation of electricity which is equal to the best 
of electric plants. ‘The gasoline lights on Bacon street between the 
two entrances to the Parkway are supplied by the Welsbach Street 
light Company of America, headquarters at Philactelphia, Penn., and 
are of the same kind that is in use in the Parkway.

The town voted to stop the publication of the list of unpaid taxes 
in 1897. 

At the close of the year 1896 the unpaid taxes amounted to $24,- 
796.43, or 20 per cent. of the tax committed. 

In 1897 the unpaid taxes were $37.385.35, or 32 per cent. of tne 
tax committed. 

In 1898 the unpaidtaxes were $40,964.42, or 30 per cent. of the 
tax committed. 

This year the unpaid taxes are $44,209.37 or 32 per cent. of the 
tax committed. 

The interest on taxes this year was changed to the rate of 5 per 
cent. If it were not for the large unexpended balance of sewer as- 
sessments and the cemetery and other funds the town treasury would 
be in need of money. 

Valuations on the land should be increased where new streets are 
constructed, and where poor streets are male good streets by ma- 
cadamizing. 


METROPOLITAN SEWER TAX. 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts has levied and there has 
been paid by the Town the Metropolitan Sewer Tax for 1899 as fol- 
lows : 


Contribution to the Sinking Fund, $871.07 
Interest on bonds, 3,628.25 
Maintenance, 1,597.05 

$6,096.37 


This is an increase of $1,367.10 over last year. 


METROPOITAN PARK TAX. 
No tax has yet been levied for the Metropolitan Park system, but 
it begins in 1900. 
It is probable that the Metropolitan sewer and park taxes next year 
may be $1.50 per thousand of the assessors’ valuation. 
RESTRICTIVE AND OTHER LAWS. 


There is need of building By-Laws. No buildings should be 
erected unless made of proper material and under inspection, but of 


course a proper person for Inspector is the essential thing in the ex- 
ecution of such By-Laws. Some years ago a set of Building laws 
were subnitted to the town for approval but they were rejected. 
These proposed laws were too severe and adapted for a city rather 
than a town. A set of Building laws should be framed after having 
been considered by a towa committee mide up of practical men, and 
submitted to the Town for adoption. : , 

The town adopted plumbing laws without practically any consider- 
ation, and they were afterwards amended. Some people report that 
unnecessary hardships are inflicted upon them, that formerly the In- 
spector of Plumbing was arbitrary and the Board of Health finally 
realized the condition of things and remedied the trouble. The 
‘Town should have charge of the digging in the highways and make 
the connections with the town sewer, and public health matters 
should be paramount to expenses, nevertheless the requirements for 
use of the sewer should be made reasonable. A special committee 
ought to be appointed to consider modifications of the Plumbing and 
Sewer laws to report to the town. 


TELEPHONE COMPANIES. 


The dealings with the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company are very satisfactory. The promptness with which the 
Company move or reset poles for the convenience of the street de- 
partment and the business methods of new locations are excellent. 

The Massachusetts Telephone and Telegraph Company presented 
a general petition for a location in the streets of the town. ‘The Se- 
lectmen did not believe in granting a blanket location and a second 
petition was offered which was substantially the same as the first. 
After careful consideration and public hearings the petitioners were 
given leave to withdraw. Whenever any Telephone Company pre- 
sents a petition for specific location and presents a plan showing the 
location of each pole in each street, as the New England Company 
always does, then such petition should receive recognition and if it 
necessitates another set of poles and wires in the streets the public 
should be given a hearing on the specific locations and if the citizens 
want the location given the Selectmen ought then to grant the loca- 
tion. 
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STREET RAILWAYS. 


The Arlington and Winchester and the Mystic Valley Street Rail- 
way have been consolidated and is now known only as the Mystic Val- 
ley Street Railway. The railway has spent a large sum of money chang- 
ing their tracks to the center of Washington Street and altering the 
grade on Cambridge Street to conform to new grade of State 
highway. The condition of the road is very good. Unfortunately 
their car service was much interrupted by the work of the Town on 
these two streets during this year. [The North Woburn Street Rail- 
way car service is very good and as frequent as the business will 
warrant. The very best girder rail is laid from the Horn Pond 
Railroad Bridge north, but the road bed from said bridge to the 
Medford line is bad and the railway should relay this part of their 
road in Winchester with the same rail that they have laid in the 
north part of Main Street. 


It is not the prerogative of Selectmen to regulate railway or 
railroad fares but there is a little incongruity which might well be 
remedied by the railways without much loss to their income and 
possibly it would prove profitable. When the Selectmen granted 
the location from Winchester to Arlington one condition was that 
arrangements should be made for one fare, by transfer if necessary, 
from any point in Winchester to Arlington but not from Arlington to 
any point in Winchester. It is evident that it was a mistake not to 
have this condition work in both directions. 


The Selectmen have never communicated with the railways about 
transfers from Arlington to the North Woburn Street Railway in 
Winchester because it is not within their province but wish that these 
profitable. street railways would grant rides for one fare from any 
point in Winchester to either Woburn, Stoneham, Medford or Ar. 
lington and from either Woburn, Stoneham, Medford or Arlington to 
any point in Winchester.

Mr. R. Sumner Carr was re-elected janitor of the Town Hall. 
He looks well after the town’s interest in his charge.

The Town authorized a Committee of Grand Army Post to expend 
$700, furnishing the rooms in the third story. They have expended 
$690.77 and have done a good job. In the meantime a communi- 
cation was received from the State Inspector of Buildings stating ob- 
jection to these rooms being used as a place of assemblage and the 
requirements of the statute in relation to such matters. The Post 
was allowed to use the rooms for a month under provision that 
they would get a letter from the State Inspector concerning the 
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matter which they have failed to do, and the Selectmen then re- 
fused to allow the use of these rooms until permission or approval is 
given by the State authorities. 

An appropriation for the maintenance and repairs of the Town 
Hall of $2800 is recommended. 


POLICE. 


William R. McIntosh was reappointed Chief of Police. He has 
rendered excellent service in prevention of crime and assisting peo- 
ple in trouble as well as apprehension of criminals. The force 
has been increased during the year by the addition of a day patrol 
officer which is a great convenience to the public. ‘The department 
now consists of the chief, one day patrol officer, and three night pa- 
trol officers. Harmony and loyalty prevails in this department 
which results in good work. The cash received from fines was 
$380.70 which is $351.80 less than the previous year. The expense 
of the department was $4,397.67 which is $364.97 more than last 
year. 

The unexpended balance at the close of the year was $807.49. 

The unpaid bills amount to $78.84. 

The sum of $4,200 was appropriated for 1899. 

We recommend the same amount for the ensuing year. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The management of the Fire Department is very good and in 
many cases excellent. 

The, cost of maintaining the Fire Department for this year and 
the preceding year was, in round numbers, $7,000 per year. This 
amount appears large for the number of fires and the size of the 
town, but there seems to be no way of reducing the cost except by 
putting one or two pieces of the apparatus out of commission. We 
cannot recommend dismantling any of the permanent apparatus. 
Requests have been made by insurance authorities to establish an- 
other permanent department on the west side of the town. The Na- 
tiona: Board of Fire Underwriters recommend this town to have a 
town by-law establishing fire limits and prohibiting the erection of 
frame buildings within the business districts in which we heartily con- 
cur.

This appropriation ought to be made larger than it has been. 
The expenses of the several town officers recording election expenses 
and other expenses can be estimated, but the charges for personal 
damages, and there are cases now pending, are difficult to estimate. 
The appropriation this year was $3,033.79. The selectmen recom- 
mend $5,000 for the ensuing year. 

WATER RATES. 

The water rates should be reduced, but this cannot practically take 
effect until Jan. 1, 1901. 

The income for 1901 may be estimated at $25,000 and the cost of 
maintenance and interest on the water debt at $15,000, so that there 
will be a profit made on the water takers of $10,000. The water 
rates beginning with 1901 should be reduced 40 per cent. and in such 
manner that it would be the greatest good to the greatest number. 

When our water rates are one half what they were originally then 
a fair charge is made and no further reduction should be made, and 
if in later years there is a surplus of income over expenses then that 
surplus should be applied to the reduction of the water debt.

FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 


On April 30, 1900, the town will have had its 51st birthday, that 
is to say. the town will be 50 years old. This event does not usually 
receive the recognition that a centennial anniversary does but is de- 
serving of a home celebration. Such celebrations are healthful to 
the community. The whole people do not come together often 
enough. Fetes and feast days are not common in this country. 
Last year the sum of $500 was appropriated which has of course not 
been used, and we recommend that $500 be appropriated the coming 
year. ‘This will not give an elaborate time. We suggest that a book 
be prepared about one half the thickness of the Town Report giving 
a history of the different municipal departments, the subjects to be 
written by different individuals who are likely to be conversant with 
their subjects and that the book be confined strictly to municipal 
matters without any pictures of the citizens, that after giving away 
these books to libraries and societies of other cities and towns that 
these books be sold to the citizens at half cost. 

A compilation of municipal statistics and municipal history of the 
first 50 years of the town would be exceedingly valuable for the fu- 
ture, and we owe it to the future. 

Another feature of the celebration would be a home banquet in the 
town hall to the limit of the capacity of the hall. Tickets to be sold 
at one half of the cost. The other half to be paid from the appro- 
priation.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
STREETS. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Winchester, 
Mass.: 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to submit for your consideration 
my third annual report, said report being for the fiscal year ending 
Dec. 31,1899. For detailed statements of the expenditures I would 
respectfully refer you to the report of the Auditor. I will report only 
on the amount of work done and total cost of same. Again with a 
feeling of gratification I make my report, as the results obtained are 
equal to last year and in some cases better. I feel that the depart- 
ment is up to the standard in efhciency and must be thought so by 
surrounding cities and towns as we have been called upon for in- 
formation by committees and individuals from Holyoke, Norwood, 
New Haven, Ct., Gloucester, Rockport, Woburn, Stoneham, Read- 
ing and also a committee from Rhode Island. 


STABLE AND YARD. 


The maintenance of the stable, small tools and Superintendents’ 
salary have been divided and added to the several streets according 
to the amount of work done on the same. Last winter (as is our 
custom) all the carts and harnesses were repaired and painted and 
although we have done the largest season’s work in the history of the 
town we did not have a serious break down. We bought three new 
horses in the spring at a cost of $400, and they have not lost one day 
until the season closed. We disposed of one horse this fall and it 
should be replaced next season as the teaming by outside teams this 
scason has cost the department $949.95. 
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WATERING STREETS. 


As in previous years the Fire Department attends to this branch of 
the department and I will only report the amount of money paid by 
our department, which was $311.82 for repairs, painting, repairs to 
and new stand pipes, and pay roll for July 4th and Sundays, etc. 


CRUSHING PLANTS AND STEAM ROLLER. 


The machinery has been kept up and in working order and will not - 
need a large outlay the next season but should be thoroughly over- 
hauled and new wearing parts purchased before the season opens. 
It is poor policy to let machinery go to waste by neglecting to re- 
place worn out parts with new in time to save the principal part of the 
machines. Crushing rock is the hardest known work on machinery 
and that fact should be considered and the machines kept in first 
class order at all times and I am pleased to report that this has been 
the case with our machinery. ‘The portable crusher has been on four 
locations the past season and is now stored in the Swanton Street 
yard. We have crushed this season 12,439 tons of stone and of that 
amount the portable crusher has crushed rising 10,000 tons with no 
serious break. ‘The roller has given perfect satisfaction again this 
season and ] am convinced that we made no mistake when we bought 
it in 1898, 


STREET CLEANING. 


By order of your Honorable Board we added one more team to the 
street cleaning branch of the department but were obliged at times 
to take one of the two teams on other work, but I think the town has 
been kept fairly clean. I have not heard but one complaint during 
the season and that was immediately attended to. ‘This branch of 
the department has expended this season $2,206.66 and removed 
1888 loads which we have given away to citizens nearest the work in 
order to save time and teaming. I would suggest that if the Town 
owned a lot which needed filling with a small appropriation each year 
to cover teaming this waste material could be put to good use. We 
have cleaned the square and Main street north and south as far as the 
teams could reach every Saturday and this work could be carried a 
greater distance and at less cost if the department had a sweeper. 
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I recommended a sweeper the last two years but did not press the 
matter as we had so much to buy. 


CLEANING BASINS. 


We have expended $257.44 in this work and consider it well 
spent and are thankful that we have so many to clean, as without 
them the damage to the surface of streets has been without a limit. 
Two or three hundred dollars will clean a good many basins but how 
many washouts would it repair? 


PAVING STAND PIPES. 


We have paved around four stand pipes this season, one at the cor- 
ner of Mt. Vernon Street, one at corner of Mt. Pleasant Street, one 


on Grove Street and one at corner of Fletcher Street at a cost of 
$29.40. 


BRIDGES. 


The cost of repairing bridges will be reported below on their re- 
spective streets, and again I recommend that the Walnut Street 
bridge be thoroughly rebuilt as it is in bad shape. 

The amount expended on the several streets is shown by the fol- 
lowing schedule. For convenience in reference I will put them in 
alphabetical order, giving tables below of broken stone work, drains 
and concreting so that the total amounts of the same can be readily 
found.

GROVE STREET. 


There was $1,000 appropriated for this street last year, which was 
brought forward to 1899. There seemed to be only one obstacle 
in the way, which was the drainage, and we all agreed that it should 
be provided first, and we had no little difficulty and loss of time in 
getting the privilege to drain through the private way leading to the 
B. & M. R. R. and across the park way to the river. The distance 
was great, but was the only outlet and was readily seen that it would 
use up all of the appropriation, but it would be like building a house 
without a chimney, to build the street without drainage. Through 
the kindness of Mr. Bacon and other abutters, the Town has secured 
the nght of drainage. We shaped and graded the street, from 
Bacon streeet, as far south as it seemed necessary, this season. We 
built several hundred feet of fence (which will be seen in the table). 
The street is in good condition to receive a coating of stone in the 
future.

STATE HIGHWAY. 


A State Highway in Winchester is an assured thing, as we already 
have about four thousand feet built on Cambridge street. It is 
twenty feet of stone in the centre with a two and one-half foot gravel 
shoulder on the east side. On the west side of the street are the 
tracks of the mystic Valley Street Railway, with whom we made an 
agreement to macadamize their track and a two and one-half foot 
strip on the street side, at $1.00 per ton of stone. This makes, (in- 
cluding the track) a macadamized street twenty-seven and one-half 
feet wide, and is one of the best, if not the best street in town, not 
excepting the parkway. ‘lhe surroundings are not so beautiful but 
I have every reason to think that after one or two days rolling in 
the spring the road will be perfectly hard and smooth as a_ board. 
The road is crowned ten inches and the stone is six inches thick in 
the centre running to five inches on the sides. A road of this width 
and crown will keep itself perfectly clean both in wet and dry weath- 
er. Rain will wash it and the action of the wind in dry weather will 
roll the dust to the sides. A few words of argument at this time for 
the information of citizens, I think, will not be out of place. 


First: A State road is always built through the country or on the 
outskirts of a town and ninety per cent. of the travel is sure to be on 
the middle of the road. 


Second: On all State roads the railway car tracks are on the side 
of the road. . 


Lhird: ‘lake this State road (with a crown of one inch to the 
foot), and put it through the center of the Town and put the car 
track in the centre of the road and in one month every horse in 
town would have unjointed hips, and every Griver would have hip 
complaint. For the reason that all teams are driven on the 
side of the street, and such a side grade could not be thought of. 
1 would have it understood that I believe in these high crowns on 
streets where it is proper to put them, but not on a street with a 
track in the centre. Although | admit that a track in the centre of 
a street makes a handsomer street and is better for the residents 
thereon; but | do not believe in it in cases where it is avoidable.

The street will not wear more than one-half as long and another bad 
feature with the track in the centre is that it acts as a conductor to 
carry the water right under your macadam, just where it should not 
go. 

The stone work between the rails on this street was not thorough- 
ly rolled as we were obliged to go on other work owing to the late- 
ness of the season, and it is intended to finish the rolling as soon as 
spring opens. 

The Town has worked long and hard to get this piece of State 
road, and this year as an inducement we offered to do the work at 
very low figures, viz: Broken stone rolled on the street, ninety 
cents per ton; ledge excavation, ninety cents per cubic yard ; gravel 
excavations, twenty-five cents per cubic yard ; borrowed gravel from 
outside pits, fifty cents per cubic yard, etc. We had ledge stone de- 
livered to crusher for forty-eight cents per ton and paid twelve and 
one-half cents per load for gravel in the bank. We had a large 
amount of work to do at our own expense on Mr. Longley’s and Mr. 
Crawford’s driveways, and a wall to build for Mr. Longley, which 
wall cost in all $100. Thinking that we may suffer a loss of $1500 
and at the same time considering it a good investment for the Town 
we reserved that amount from the annual appropriation to be used 
on this work if necessary. And I am pleased to report that the loss 
to the Town was only $848.62, after allowing a fair price per day for 
our own teams.

WASHINGTON STREET. 


As Washington street was one of the largest jobs this season I will 
make the report in detail as it may be better understood by your 
Honorable body. We first estimated the cost of this, presuming that 
the track would be left on the side of the street and making the 
stone work an average width of 23 feet. Buton petition of residents 
of the street your Honorable Board decided to put the tracks in the 
center, making the stone road in all 37 feet wide. This has made a 
very difficult and expensive job but I think on the whole it looks bet- 
ter and gives general satisfaction, There were numerous cross drains 
running into private property on the west side of the street and it 
was only a question of time when they would have to be stopped. 
Therefore we decided to put in a proper system of drainage with ba- 
sins, etc. There is a large pipe which runs from Prince Avenue to 
Nelson Street on the east side of Washington Street, with basins at 
the foot of every side hill street running into Washington Street. 
There are 21 basins built of stone and 6 built of brick. The lengths 
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and diameters of pipe will be shown below in the table of drains. 
We were obliged to fill lots in order to save grade damages, which 
took 404 loads of material. We also had to build walls, etc., for 
abuttors, and nearly 1000 feet of fence or guard rail. All this will 
be shown in detail below. All of the side streets running into Wash- 
ington Street had to be cut or filled and gutters relayed, etc., which 


was all charged to Washington Street.

HIGHLAND AVENUE EXTENSION. 


This work was done by contractor Wm. H. Mague by order of the 
County Commissioners and the Town has paid the bills as fast as ap- 
proved by the County Engineer. It is a new layout and built of 
broken stone with an 18 foot center 6 inches thick and 8 foot shoul- 
ders 3 inches thick, making in all a 34 foot road of broken stone. 
There were 5,582 tons of broken.stone used in the work.

DRAINS. 


The department has been called upon this year to provide an im- 
mense lot of drainage in order to make the new work thorough. I 
would invite a careful examination by the citizens of the table of 
drainage below, as perhaps ninety per cent. of the people have not 
witnessed this work, and as it has been of such magnitude and the 
cost of the same being visible but the work invisible, it being under 
ground, I think the people should have this brought especially to 
their notice in as plain a form as possible. In 1898 there wasa sys- 
tem of drainage planned for Washington street from Pleasant street to 
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the river north of Forest street. This drainage to take all of the water 
shed east of Washington street, which is a very large territory and 
includes a part of the Fells reservation. This system has been com- 
pleted this year, and I think is perfect with perhaps, one exception, 
and that is where the water crosses Washington street to Nelson street 
on its way to the river. At this point we used (to save expense) 
the old twenty-inch brick culvert, which, from personal observation, 
is not large enough to carry the water in a freshet. This can be 
remedied at no great cost, as I havealready recommended to your 
Honorable Board. ‘This with the Grove street, Winthrop, Cliff, Cross 
and Church streets drainage has caused a large outlay, but all were 
bad places and a constant annoyance to everyone, and if taken care 
of will last a life-time. 
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MACADAM STREETS. 


This has been a banner year for macadam streets in Winchester. 
Few people realize the amount of work done in this line the past sea- 
son. During the season at times there were five crushers and four 
steam rollers at work on streets within the limits of the town. One 
could hardly travei in any direction without hearing the thump of the 
noisy crushers, as they have been at work on seven locations, com- 
pletely surrounding the town. Streets have been built in Winchester 
this season by the State Highway Commission, by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission, by the County Commissioners, and by our own 
department. And I must say we are all guessing whose work will 
come out best in the spring. The total amount of broken stone 
spread on the several streets this year will amount to 22,775; tons. 
Probably no town in the State and very few cities can boast of this 
amount in any one year. We have paid for our stone delivered at 
the crusher this season from 48 cents to 65 cents per ton. We have 
been very particular to keep the cost of crushing, rolling, fuel, sup- 
plies, repairs, teaming, spreading, watering, etc., etc., on a separate 
page, so that there can be no question as to the cost of stone per ton. 
The cost averages about 85 cents per ton, of course the price of stone 
delivered at the crusher varies somewhat and this would vary the cost 
rolled in the street. The old Farrell crusher being slow and expensive 
swells the costsomewhat. Inevery case the portable crusher produces 
cheaper stone for mainly two reasons. We get a location near our 
work and at the same time near some ledge, which makes the price 
of delivery to the crusher cheaper, also the cost of teaming on the 
.work cheaper, and last but not least the portable crusher is much 
faster and furnishes all the stone that one 15 ton roller can take care 

of and in some cases more. If space would permit I would write at 
length on rolling. Under the circumstances I will say briefly that we 
can never find time to roll too much, especially where the stone is 
very hard. I will give in the table below the total amount of stone 
spread by all parties for future reference. 
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STONE DUST SIDEWALKS. 


Below is a table giving locations, &c., of this work. All of the 
surplus stone dust has been used on sidewalks and, as the table will 
show, there has been a large amount laid this season. ‘These walks 
give general satisfaction and wear well when the grade is not too 
steep and where the house broom is kept off of them.

j would most respectfully recommend that Washington Street be 
macadamized from Lebanon Street north, and Church Street contin- 
ued to Cambridge Street, and Main Street from Symmes Corner to 
the Medford line. Even one half of Main Street the west side of 
car track would be a great improvement and the excavations could 
be used on the east side of track to smooth that up for one season. 
I would also recommend that immediate steps be taken to have a 
first class girder rail laid as soon as spring opens, as it would be use- 
less to undertake this work with the present rails in the street. 


REMARKS. 


For the third time I am pleased to report that we have all three 
(Town, Selectmen and myself,) worked in harmony and what has 
been accomplished speaks for itself. Without harmony a street de- 
partment becomes an agent to waste money and an appropriation is 
of little use. The work has increased faster than the pay roll, which 
certainly speaks well for the men in the department.

I have inspected the cattle in the town of Winchester and found 
them in a healthy condition. I found no sign of tuberculosis or 
other contagious diseases, except: one case of glanders in a horse, 
which I reported to the State Board of Cattle Commissioners, and 
after being tested by them, they ordered ithe horse killed; which: I 
then had done, under my inspection: 

Glanders is a contagious and fatal disease, due to a poison taken 
into or generated in the system, which shows its presence by a dis- 
charge from the nostrils, and a. degeneration ore or less rapid of 
the lymphatic glands and ducts. ‘The poison can be conveyed to 
man, in whom it produces fatal illness. 

I found stables and places where cattle were kept, in good con- 
dition generally.

WORKING FORCE. 


The working force of this department consists of three engineers, 
four permanent men and twenty-six call men.

The past year has been an unusually busy one for this department, 
having answered the large number of forty-five (45) bell alarms 
and eighteen (18) telephone and still alarms. 

It has travelled two hundred ninety-two and one-half (2924) 
miles, and laid twenty-two thousand seven hundred and fifty 
(22,750) feet of hose, raised eight hundred ninety-five (895) feet 
of ladders, and served ninety-seven and one-half (974) hours fire 
duty.

Wildwood Cemetery could easily be made self sustaining if we sold 
lots to persons out of town. A few lots have been sold to outside 
parties but now the Commissioners believe that the Town’s cemetery 
should be used for the people of Winchester or those who have lived 
in the town and have established the following rule: 


That hereafter neither lots nor single graves be sold to non-resi- 
dents of the town, or for the burial of the bodies of non-residents, 
unless the non-residents desiring to purchase lots or burial privileges, 
of the descendants, have at some time been dona fide citizens of the 
town, or are lineal kindred of citizens of the town owning or burying 
in the cemetery, except upon the unanimous vote of the Commis- 
sioners on any particular application. 

In the management of a cemetery everything possible should be 
done to lighten the grief of those who are called upon to part with 
some dear one, by keeping the grounds neat and clean and PGE 
and by ornamenting the place with flowers and trees. 


CARE OF LOTS. 


Many people pay annually for the care of their lots, but it isa sur- 
prise to the Board how some people, apparently possessed of suffi- 
cient means to easily pay the small sum required for the yearly care 
of their lots, can be so indifferent to the memory of departed rela- 
tives and friends as to allow their last resting places to lapse intoa 
state of neglect, and annoy other people who pay for the care of their 
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lots. ‘The Board do not intend to make any profit to the Town for 
care of lots or other work for individuals, such as putting in founda- 
tions for monuments or head stones, but make the charges at the es- 
timated cost. A new rule has been made necessary on account of a 
few, which is to require payment in advance for all work done on 
private lots. 


PERMANENT FUNDS. 


Deposits to insure perpetual care of lots are most desirable. This 
has been explained in former reports and in circulars sent to lot own- 
ers, and will be explained again to any lot owner who wishes to know 
about the matter. 

By reference to another part of this report it will be seen that lot 
owners are availing themselves each year of the privilege of paying 
money into the town and receiving a bond of the town obligating the 
perpetual care of the lots from the interest received on the funds de- 
posited. 

In certain sections of the cemetery lots are only sold with a de- 
posit for permanent care. 

To-day cemeteries are called gardens of the dead, and it is appro- 
priate compared to the name graveyard of former times. 

The Board think that those citizens who have no personal interest 
in Wildwood have no idea of the number of visitors to the cemetery, 
especially on Sundays during the spring, summer, and autumn 
months. 

Although there is not a very general necessity for it, yet the Board 
call attentlon to the printed rules posted in the cemetery regarding 
the decorum of idle visitors or strangers, and ask them to remember 
that there are frequent visitors whose hearts are bowed down with 
grief. | 


RULES AND REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE: MAN- 
AGEMENT OF WILDWOOD CEMETERY, 
IN WINCHESTER, Mass. 


1. ° No body shall be brought into, or taken from, the Cemetery 
without a permit from the Commissioners. 
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2. All interments and disinterments of bodies shall be under the 
direction of the Commissioners. 


3. The use of the Receiving Tomb shall be under such restric- 
tions, not inconsistent with the laws of the Commonwealth, as the 
Commissioners may from time to time prescribe. 


4. All visitors shall conduct themselves in such an orderly man- 
ner as is becoming the resting place of the dead. No parties carry- 
ing refreshments and no discharge of fire-arms shall be allowed in 
or upon the Cemetery land. ; ; 


5. No horse with or without a vehicle shall be driven faster than 
a walk, and no horse shall be left within the Cemetery limits without 
a keeper. 


6. No dogs shall be allowed within the Cemetery enclosure. 


7. All persons are forbidden to write upon or otherwise deface 
or injure any fence, monument, or other structure in the Cemetery, 
or to gather any flower, or to injure any tree, plant, or shrub therein. 


8. All visitors are forbidden to walk unnecessarily on the grass. 


APPEAL FOR FUNDS. 


It is not uncommon for cemeteries to have funds, the income of 
which, either partially or entirely, is sufficient to care for and main- 
tain the cemetery. 


The Board make an appeal to the residents or former residents 
of Winchester, or to persons who are interested in the town, for the 
careful consideration of the subject of the gift, donation, or bequest 
of money for cemetery purposes, either general or specific. 


If any one wishes to do more for the Cemetery than erect a mon- 
ument on his or her lot, and put the lot in permanent care, there 
are two structures which could be erected as memorials: first, 
entrance posts or an arch at the main entrance; and, second, a 
rustic chapel made of the natural stone in the Cemetery, with a 
tower as high as the trees. There is a place for a chapel marked 
on the plan on the highest land in the Cemetery. 
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Another good object would be to leave a fund, the income of 
which might be appropriated to care for the lots of worthy persons 
who cannot afford to pay for the care of their own lots.

The Board of Park Commissioners. 


We are gratified at being able to report that the freight yard was 
vacated by the Boston & Maine R. R. early in November. ‘The 
formal transfer of the land to the Metropolitan Park Commission is 
now being completed ; and we have the assurance that the work of 
filling in and grading the Playground will be begun in the Spring. 
It is not likely that the grounds can be prepared before the Spring 
of 1901 for any but such simple games as require space only; the 
gravel and turf must be seasoned and hardened before a running 
track, or other sports, can be provided for by additions to the field. 
For the purpose of improving the Playground for various uses re- 
guiring special preparation or arrangement we ask that the premium 
on the $12,500 in bonds issued in payment for the freight yard, and 
amounting to $1,818, may be left at our disposal. 

The balance of the appropriation of $1,000 for the alteration and 
improvement of the Common ($354.23), we intend to use for con- 
templated changes in and about the fountain,—changes for which 
we were not able to arrange this Fall, but which can be completed 
early in the Spring. 

There is a balance of $99.12 to credit of appropriation for care 
of Common and Public Plots. We ask for the appropriation of a 
sum sufficient to make, with this balance, the amount ($300) usually 
devoted to the care and maintenance of the grounds mentioned. 

It is our privilege, and our duty also, to remind the Town of the 
extraordinary services of the late Forrest C. Manchester in connec- 
tion with Winchester’s share of the park system, and in the incep- 
tion and development of the idea of the Playground. Such zeal 
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and energy as he displayed, such courage and enthusiasm, and such 
disinterested public spirit, deserve the hearty recognition which our 
fortunate community will take pleasure in extending. We suggest 
that the Metropolitan Park Commission be requested to honor his 
memory, and mark our gratitude, by giving to the new grounds by 
the river the name of ‘Manchester Field.’’

Report of Tree Warden. 


SHADE TREE DEPARTMENT. 


An appropriation of $600 for this department was made at the 
annual meeting, the most of which was expended in finishing the 
pruning of the elm, oak and ash trees belonging to the town. 
These are now in generally good condition and can be kept so by a 
comparatively small yearly expense for maintenance. During the 
coming summer most of the regular appropriation should be devo- 
ted to pruning the maple trees. 

An additional appropriation of $350 was made in September, to 
cover the cost of removing the trees on Washington street and set- 
ting out young trees where the street was widened. It was not fea- 
sible to set out the new trees in the Fall, but they have been bought 
and paid for and will be planted in the Spring. _ 

The hearings held the past year have been more fully attended 
than those of previous years, which is a matter for congratulation. 

An appropriation of $600 for 1900 is recommended, to be used 
for pruning and incidentals. 

It would seem that the town might wisely begin some systematic 
tree planting, and as Highland avenue is now completed, work 
could be done on a portion of that, say from Mt. Vernon street to 
Fells road. Should this be decided upon, an additional appropria- 
tion of at least $1,000 would be required. 

The balance on hand is $43.92 and there are unpaid bills amount- 
ing to $25.19.

Report of the Board of Health 


For THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1899. 


It is a pleasure to be again permitted to present our annual report 
so favorable in detail. 

The Board has received, this year, fewer complaints of nuisances 
and failure to collect garbage than in any preceding year. It was 
not until the last month of the year that any complaints were re- 
ceived on account of failure on the part of the garbage collector to 
fulfil his duties, and the contractor has satisfied the Board that this 
failure was, under the circumstances, unavoidable. As the contract 
has been let for three years we shall expect in the future the com- 
plaints will be very few. 

We have been remarkably free from contageous diseases, measles 
being the most prominent early in the year. Many of our surround- 
ing towns have suffered severely with diptheria and scarlet fever 
while we have escaped with but few cases.

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PLUMBING. 


In accordance with suggestions made in our report for 1898 cer- 
tain changes in the plumbing regulations were presented and adopted 
at the last annual town meeting. Our expectations of the value of 
these changes have been fully realized, there being less cause for fric- 
tion between the Inspector and the plumbers doing work in the town. 


We note a gratifying increase in the number of applications for 
connection with the public sewer; still much to be desired is left. 
Our citizens seem slow to realize tha value of our sewer system and 
are correspondingly slow to avail themselves of their great privilege. 


The question of having the ashes of the houses and buildings in 
the town removed at the expense of the Town under the control of 
the Board of Health has been discussed in this town during the past 
year and has been considered by the Board. ‘The experiment has 
been tried in some of our neighboring towns and, as we are informed, 
with unsatisfactory results. The expense to householders would not 
be lessened by such a plan, since, in nearly every case, the services 
of a man to place the ashes on the sidewalk wirhin reach of a town 
collector would be the same as it now costs to have a man take the 
ashes from the cellar, place them in a wagon, carry them off and re- 
turn the receptacles, while the plan would entail a considerable ad- 
ditional expense upon the town. In the opinion of the Board this 
work can be more economically and efficiently conducted at present 
by private individuals, The necessity of securing one or more sites 
for a public dumping ground becomes more and more apparent and 
much has been said by voice and paper concerning this subject. 
We expect in a short time to be able to notify our citizens where suit- 
able grounds have been secured. 


In accordance with a popular demand the Board has issued an or- 
der prohibiting spitting in public places. This habit while always 
disgusting is often a fruitful source of spreading disease, and we ask 
the support of all good citizens in our efforts to enforce this sanitary 
regulation. 


Licenses were granted to Thomas Quigley and George D. Nelson 
to remove night soil and cleanse vaults and cess pools. 


Undertakers’ licenses were granted to Daniel Kelley, Reuben 
Hawes and John T. Cosgrove. 
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To maintain this department for the ensuing year we would re- 
spectfully ask for an approprfation of $1800 together with any unex- 
pended balance from the past year.

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Report of the Overseers of the Poor. 


January 1, 1900. 


The Board of Overseers of the Poor respectfully present the fol- 
lowing as their report for the year ending Dec. 30, 1899: 

We attribute the increase in our expenses, as shown in the follow- 
ing table, to the support of Insane cases and the following year will 
show a still further increase, as three new cases have been commit- 
ted within a short time. 

The will of Asa Fletcher, placing funds in the charge of a special 
committee of investment and management appointed by the Town, 
directed as to the income as follows: ‘the net income thereof for- 
ever to be expended by the Overseers of the Poor of said ‘Town, for 
the benefit of the poor of Winchester.” 

Doubtless, it was not the intention of the testator either to en- 
courage pauperism by making the condition of people upon public 
support too comfortable and inviting, or to relieve tax payers from 
any burdens which the ordinary expense of supporting the poor in- 
volves. 

It would rather seem to have been his purpose to make happier, 
more cheerful and better supplied, the condition of the worthy, de- 
serving, but unfortunate people in the Town who are really poor in 
spite of earnest and honest strivings, and whose circumstances have 
become adverse through no fault, indifference or shiftlessness of their 
own. 

The Overseers now find in the Town a sufficient occasion and re- 
quirement for the application of all the income of the Fletcher fund 
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to such alleviations and benefits, and they ask that the Town make 
a sufficient tax levy to meet entirely the necessary support of its 
paupers. . 

The estimated expense for this department during the year 1900 
will be five thousand dollars.

All of the work comprehended in the special appropriation of 
1898 has been completed with the exception of crossing the Woburn 
Branch of the Boston & Maine R. R. in Swanton street, the slope 
paving on the North Dam, and Dyke’s Brook. 


NORTH DAM AND DYKE’S BROOK. 


_ That portion of the watershed of the North Reservoir which is 
' situated in Stoneham had become so thickly settled that the State 
Board of Health considered it unsafe as a source of water supply 
and instructed the Water Board to divert the water which was col- 
lected on this watershed, from the Reservoir. 

A part of the appropriation for North Dam and Dyke’s Brook 
was intended for this purpose. 

The Board supposed that the outlet at the. west end of Dyke’s 
Meadow, which had been filled up, was the original outlet of this 
watershed, and they proposed to divert the water from the North 
Reservoir by bringing it down through the brook, joining the over- 
flow from the North Reservoir just below Forest street. 

The old culvert under Forest street was insufficient, and a new one 
has been constructed. Work was then commenced on the widening 
and deepening of the bed of the old brook, when the owners of the 
land through which it passed protested against the work being done 
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and claimed that this brook was not the original outlet, but was an 
artificial outlet from Dyke’s Meadow. On this account no further 
work has been done on the brook. 

As there is an unexpended balance on the special appropriation, 
which has been called ‘“ new loan for High Service, North Dam and 
Dyke’s Brook,” the Board would recommend that this balance be 
transferred to North Dam and Dyke’s Brook account, as the expense 
may be more, on account of the opposition met with, than was 
anticipated. 


EXTENSIONS AND RENEWALS OF PIPE. 


The ordinary extensions of pipe have been made, a list of which 
can be found in the superintendent’s report which follows. 

Besides the ordinary amount of extensions there was a large 
amount of work to be done in Cambridge street owing to the 
rebuilding of the street, and the desirability of having the water 
pipes laid before the street was rebuilt. 

The extension of Highland avenue also caused a large amount of 
additional work, but which was paid for by a special appropriation. 
All of the work of trenching and laying pipe on the side streets and 
for connections was made by the Water Department, and all of the 
pipe-laying on the main line was done by the Department. The 
trenching and back-filling for the main line was done by contract by 
Mague, who was the contractor for building the road. 

The reasons for abandoning the old six-inch pipe which ran as far 
as Prospect street were that it was too small, and that portions of it 
came above the new grades and a portion of it came in private 


property. 
WATER CONSUMPTION. 
More water was used during the past year than in any previous 
year, owing to the extremely dry season and the increase in the 
number of takers. The South Reservoir was drawn down eight feet 


and the North Reservoir one and a half feet. The Middle Reser- 
voir was not drawn upon. 


WATER RATES. 


The net receipts from rates for 1899 was $24,242.89

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Board recommends that the unexpended balance of the loan 
of 1898, and the unexpended balance of the year 1899 for ordinary 
construction and maintenance, be transferred to the construction 
account for this year. 

That the balance of receipts from water rates, after deducting for 
interest, be used for construction and maintenance, as usual. 

If these recommendations are carried out the Board will not ask 
for any special appropriation, but will endeavor to keep the expend- 
itures within these appropriations in such matters as they can con- 
trol. If an extra appropriation is required for land damages it will 
be asked for when needed.

SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


The Board of Sewer Commistoners 


For THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1899. 


There has been an increased demand for sewer construction dur- 
ing the past year over that of the two preceding years, indicating on 
the part of citizens a greater appreciation of the advantages of our 
sewerage system. 

During the year we have built 7065 feet of street sewer and 4696 
feet of house connections, the entire work being thoroughly and 
economically done by town men. Some of these men have been em- 
ployed by this department from the beginning of our sewer work and 
have acquired considerable knowledge and skill in the construction 
and care of sewers. 

The same care is used in the maintenance as in the construction of 
our work, and every spring and fall the entire system is thoroughly 
examined ; cleaning brushes are drawn through from one manhole 
to the next, the siphons and regulators are put in good condition 
and the sewers flushed with water from the street mains. 

We would again call attention to the importance of having allt 
houses on streets where sewers have been built, connected with the 
sewers and cesspools abandoned. 

Early in the year we made a request of the Board of Selectmen for 
better office accommodations for our engineering work and especially 
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a suitable and safe place for the keeping of plans belonging to this 
department, but the Board seem to be unable to comply with our re- 
quest, in consequence of which the ‘Town may some day suffer a very 
serious loss. 

Details of construction and maintenance can be found in our 
Superintendent’s report and financial details in the report of the

Report of Superintendent of Sewers. 


To the Board of Sewer Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN :—Herewith I submit to you my report for the year 
ending December 31, 1899. 

Under the following headings of Construction, Maintenance, 
House Connections, and General Remarks, I will review the year’s 
work of this Department. 

Construction was begun early in April, and continued without 
interruption until December, with an average force of 27 men. The 
seasons work has been the most difficult since 1896. This was on 
account of the water and stone encountered in Washington street, 
and the great depth and loose material in Everett avenue, Sheffield 
road, Fenwick road, and Grove street. 

In the upper section of Brooks street a great many boulders and 
hard-pan were encountered for the entire depth of the trench. 

Although the work has been difficult the cost compares very 
favorably with similar work in previous years. In Table No. I. will 
be seen the character of material met with in the various sections. 
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Under drains were required in most of the, sections built in Wash- 
ington street, the section from Irving to Lebanon requiring the entire 
time of one man on pump. 

It was deemed advisable in streets where there were large trees 
to take extra precautions to prevent roots from entering the sewer. 
I had been advised that coal tar would prevent them, and experi- 
mented with same. After having laid two sections in this manner, 
having to make a house connection on one of these lines, it was 
found that the cement had not set up as fast as usual. It was 
thought best not to continue this ‘‘tar’? method until same had 
been more thoroughly tested. 

While the tar might exclude the roots, it might also keep the air 
from getting to the cement, thus preventing the proper setting of 
same. Since the above experiment all sewers have been laid with 
from one to two pails of cement concrete, thoroughly packed about 
the joints, where roots were liable to grow around the pipes. While 
it is more expensive it is the surest method of making up the joints. 

The cost of material (except brick) has been somewhat higher 
than last year. 

Contracts were awarded for pipe to M. B. Paige, of Peabody; 
Mass. ; cement to H. A. Emerson & Co.; brick to Mead, Mason & 
Co., of Concord, N. H.; teaming to Thomas Quigley.

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At the time the Walnut street outfall was first constructed (in 
1894) arrangements could not be made with the owners of private 
land across which it would be necessary to lay the sewer in order to 
connect the sewers between Walnut street and siphon No. 1, ina 
direct line between those points, and a somewhat temporary line was 
constructed until such time as a more direct right of way might be 
obtained. 

When the Mystic Valley Parkway was constructed a large amount 
of earth was piled over and along the sewer, causing the ground and 
sewer to settle several inches, thus interfering with its proper work- 
ing. A new location for this section having been obtained from 
the Metropolitan Park Commission, it was decided to rebuild the 
sewer in a permanent manner. 

A portion of this sewer was laid in what was formerly the bed of 
the river, which contained a deep, soft deposit of mud, and it was 
found advisable to drive short piles in order to secure a proper 
foundation for the sewer. 

The piles were driven in bents of three each and 1.75 feet on 
centers, and bents were six feet apart. These were capped with 
3x8-inch Georgia pine. ‘Three-inch plank of same material were 
then laid on to a width of about two feet, and spiked. ‘This portion 
of the foundation is about eight inches below water level. On top 
of the platform a block of cement concrete was placed, twenty 
inches wide and about two feet thick, to within about three inches 
of grade. Gravel was then put on to a depth of about three inches 
and rammed, to lay the pipe on. 

While this work was somewhat expensive, yet it is believed this 
section is now in a permanent condition, and is working in a satis- 
factory manner. 


MAINTENANCE, 


As the length of the system grows, the cost of maintenance neces- 
sarily increases until such time as the use of sewers reaches such a 
point when they become to a greater extent self-cleaning. The 
cleaning of last year was delayed, on account of cold weather, until 
January and February of this season. 

In June an inspection was made, and all lines that were not in 
first-class condition were brushed and flushed out. 
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Inspection of the sewers in December of this year found the sys- 
tem ina cleaner condition than ever before at this season of the 
year. With the exception of where roots have entered the pipes, 
the system was never in better shape. It is absolutely necessary to 
prevent the spreading of these roots in the sewer, otherwise they 
would eventually cause stoppages. 

Trouble of this kind has been noted in many cities and towns. 

A report of the District Engineer in charge of sewers at Washing- 
ton, D. C., says some of their 12-inch and 15-inch sewers were en- 
tirely closed by roots. 

This illustrates the necessity of constant inspection at regular in- 
tervals. As anexample of not doing this, this Department furnished 
a man to inspect and clean a system in a city not twenty miles from 
Boston, where the sewers had not been opened since building, and 
some of the sewers were found to be aimost entirely filled with sand 
and sewage, and had it not been for the steep grades would have 
stopped altogether. I have referred to this merely to show that 
sewers cannot be neglected, some people thinking that all that is re- 
quired is to lay a pipe and the sewage would look after itself. The 
principal object in cleaning the sewers is not alone to prevent their 
stopping up, but to at all times keep them ina clean and Sanitary 
condition, thus preventing the accumulation of matter to form 
‘sewer gas.” | 

Considerable expense has been caused this department in raising 
and lowering manhole tops on the several streets reconstructed this 
season. While the Town has to pay for this work, my opinion is 
that the cost should be charged to the department requiring the 
work done. 

Flushing gates have been added this season at a number of man- 
holes, and so placed to control as much area as possible, and are a 
much more satisfactory arrangement to flush with than the fire 
hydrant and hose.

In regard to flushing; while some engineers advise automatic 
flush tanks to discharge every few hours, and others employing a 
man or men to work valves and to fill the sewers once or twice a week, 
our method of drawing brushes through the sewers and thoroughly 
cleaning pipes: once or twice a year, and also flushing once or twice 
during the season, satisfies us that they are less liable to become coated 
with grease or to become silted up. Unless flushing is done with a 
great deal of care, and the water working under a head (that is, the 
pipe entirely filled with water), the greasy part of the sewage will 
not be taken off, and will keep collecting. A device is now being 
used when flushing that is proving very satisfactory. 


I believe the method adopted in Winchester is the most effective 
as well as the most economical. ‘The several syphons have had 
proper cleaning during the season and overflows have been con- 
structed at No. 1 and No. 2. 
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The cost of house connections compares favorably with that of 


other years.

Manholes have been placed at all changes of direction in connec- 
tions made this year. This method is much more satisfactory. Pre- 
vious to this year it was not compulsory, and in case of a stoppage 
the pipe would have to be uncovered, but by having the manhole at 
an angle it is a simple matter to clean the pipe. 

While the cost is somewhat larger, I think people will appreciate 
the convenience in the case of sewer stopping. 

There has been but one stoppage which has occurred in any house 
connection since the sewers have been used (five years). This was 
due to the fact that the connection was made in midwinter and the 
trench partially backfilled with frozen earth. 


IN GENERAL. 


Some provision should be made for a storage yard for this depart- 
ment. 

The Locker now used by this department is not large enough and 
is not a proper place to store tools and material. It is also both 
damp and poorly lighted, and I would recommend that your Board 
take some action in conjunction with other Boards to have a proper 
storage yard, with buildings adapted to the uses of the different de- 
partments. A saving to the town could be made by buying pipe, ce- 
ment tools, etc., in quantities for the season’s work, and by having a 
man in charge of the yard all material could be accounted for and 
charged to the departments using the same. 

Other towns have this system and it would seem to be more busi- 
ness like ; as each season brings more work there should be more sys- 
tem in doing it. 

I would recommend that. this department have a horse to do the 
trucking. 

Plans and Profiles of the work constructed will be made up during 
the winter, and assessments on property along the lines of sewer built 
this year are being computed. 

I would also recommend that a fireproof vault be constructed in 
the Town Hall building large enough to accommodate the plans of 
this department and also the various other plans of the town. 

The plans are each year increasing in this office as well as others, 
and are of such value to the town that there should be a proper place 
in which to preserve them.

I would respectfully recommend that your Board take some action 
in this matter. 

I am pleased to state that the entire system of sewers is in first 
class condition. 

A value of all tools and material on hand has been furnished the 
auditor.

ART EXHIBITIONS. 


Art exhibitions of an educational character have been held:in the 
Library reading room as follows: Loan Art Club, exhibit of photo- 
graphs of Venice, from January 27 to February 4: Sella photographs 
of the Alps, from May 30 to June 16; Library Art Club exhibit of 
Japanese colored photographs, from September 26 to October 14 ; 
The Youth’s Companion loan exhibit of original drawings, from No- 
vember 13 to December 4. If the facilities and permanent appoint- 
ments of the library for exhibition purposes were improved, we have 
no doubt that art exhibits of much merit and high educational value 
could be held with great advantage to our citizens. It is the prr- 
pose of the Trustees to develop this phase of library usefulness as 
much as possible with the means at our command. 


READING ROOM AND REFERENCE DEPARTMENT. 


No statistics have been kept of the number of people using the 
reading room or reference books, but a Jarge number have availed 
themselves of their privileges in both departments. ‘The scholars in 
the public schools in connection with their school work consult the 
reference books to a greater extent than older people. ‘Thus the 
habit of looking for information in reference books is formed and is 
of great value to the individual in after life. In this connection the 
Library Department is a faithful helper to the School Department. 


APPROPRIATION FOR 1900. 


The Trustees recommend for the care and maintenance of the li- 
brary for the year 1900, $1500 and the amount received from sale 
of dog licenses. ‘This is the same in amount as the appropriation for 
the past several years. 
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The term of Edwin N. Lovering as Trustee expires by limitation 
and it will be necessary to choose his successor.

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FIFTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COPIMITTEE. © 


Mr. Samuel S. Symmes was re-elected a member of the school 
committee at the last annual Town Meeting, for the further term of 
three years. The school committee at its first meeting organized by 
the election of Rev. John W. Suter as chairman. His term of office 
expires at the end of the current year. 

We believe it good business policy to keep all the school houses 
in thorough repair; we also believe that clean and attractive school 
rooms favorably affect the scholars and are conducive to good work 
and to the formation of good habits. We have this year expended 
$1,600, all that our limited appropriation would permit, in repairing 
and renovating the school houses, and have put them into a tolera- 
bly presentable condition, although with larger available means we 
could have wisely expended more. 

The condition of the Wyman School demands special attention. 
The ventilation and sanitation of this building are both defective, 
and are not in compliance with the requirements of the statute. 
The matter has already been brought to the attention of the town 
by a previous report of this committee, and also by a re- 
port of a special committee appointed to consider that, with 
other matters. The latter committee reported in writing, 
recommending the expenditure of an estimated sum of $2,500 in 
improving the ventilation and sanitation, so that the building should, 
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in these respects, comply with the statute and conform to imperative 
sanitary demands. 

The Grammar School has been over-crowded for the past few 
vears. Last year, we were able to accommodate the overflow in one 
of the rooms of the high school building ; but, at the opening of the 
current schoul year, there were forty-seven attendants who could 
not be seated in the Wadleigh School, and there was no unoccupied 
room in the high school. In consequence, the committee was 
obliged to provide some room for these forty-seven scholars in a 
private building, as there was no unoccupied room in any of the 
other schools and no town building which was suitable for their ac- 
commodation. Under these circumstances, the committee was 
forced to lease a room and put it in condition for the suitable 
accommodation of these scholars. The best available room for the 
purpose was in Thompson’s Block, and this has been leased for a 
term of two years, at‘an annual rental of $250. It was necessary to 
spend $598.15 in the purchase of a heating plant and in desks and 
other appliances. ‘The present and prospective condition shows 
conclusively that this town must soon take some action to secure in- 
creased school accommodation. | 

Two plans have been suggested: (1) To erect a new high 
school building on the Howe lot, and to use the present high school 
building for the grammar school; (2) To erect a large grammar 
school building in a central location, in which all pupils above the 
fifth or sixth grade could be accommodated, and to use the outlying 
buildings for the younger scholars of the lower grades. In our opin- 
ion, the town should take immediate steps looking to the erection 
of a substantial brick building, for the grammar, or the high school. 

There are now in the vicinity of Symmes Corner some forty schol- 
ars between the ages of five and nine, for whom provision could well 
be made by rebuilding on the Mystic lot. The present building is 
so old and in such a condition that it is past repairs and of little 
value. The lot is too small fora two-room building, but additional 
land can be secured at a fair price. It would be quite in keeping 


with the policy recommended by the report of the special committee 
above mentioned, to secure the needed additional land and to erect a 
two-room wooden building upon it, suitable for the accommodation of 
the younger children in the neighborhood. This could probably be 
done for $4,500, or less. 
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Better accommodations should be afforded for industrial work. 
Under the present arrangement, much confusion results. If cooking 
and carpentry are to be taught in our public schools, they should 
have suitable and conveniently placed rooms so that there shall be 
the least possible interference with the work of other classes. 

Imparting instruction is not the sole province of public schools. 
One of the most important lessons for boys and girls to learn, is obe- 
dience to law. Obedience and proper discipline are as important 
to a scholar’s welfare as book-learning. The discipline in the schools 
has on the whole been quite satisfactory for the past year, but there 
have been some complaints of lawless conduct on the part of schol- 
ars in going to and coming from school. ‘This lawlessness should 
not go unnoticed and unchecked. The teachers should use all 
proper means to restrain exhibitions of lawlessness, not only in the 
schoolroom, but in its immediate vicinity, and will have the full sup- 
port of the committee in their efforts so to do. 


This committee has adopted the policy of increasing the salaries 
of the teachers by annual additions until a maximum salary is reach- 
ed. The maximum salary for the principal of the high school is 
$2,000; of the first assistant, $1,200; of the principal of the gram- 
mar school, $800; and of each of the principals of the primary and 
intermediate schools, $600. The object of establishing this policy 
of increasing by annual additions, is to encourage faithful teachers, 
so that they will be less inclined to listen to overtures from other 
places. In the past, we have lost several excellent teachers because 
their salaries were low and they had no assurance of an advance. 
The usefulness of a good teacher increases with length of service. 
It is not desirable to make changes, unless the changes are for the 
better. We believe it for the interests of the town to continue the 
inaugurated policy of making yearly advances in the salaries until 
the maximum is reached, although it will involve slightly larger ap- 
propriations each year. 


After twenty-one years of faithful service as instructor of music in 
the public schools of Winchester, Mrs. Bailey has resigned. This 
board recognizes the value of her services and the excellent influence 
of her character upon the boys and girls under her charge, and 
wishes her all happiness in her new home. 
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To maintain the school buildings in proper condition, to continue 
the present policy of increasing the salaries of the teachers until the 
maximum is reached, to provide proper textbooks and other school 
supplies, to keep the school grounds in a suitable condition, and to 
cover the incidental expenses, will require a larger appropriation for 
the ensuing than for the past year. 

It is the policy of this board to limit its expenditures to the ap- 
propriation made by the town. It asks for no more than after a 
careful consideration it thinks the absolute necessities of the schools 
require. Without making provision for additional teachers, it will 
require $38,325.25 for the support of the schools for the coming 
year. 

The following information, gathered from the report of the State 
Board of Education for 1898 and 1899—soon to be published—may 
be interesting in this connection. From this report, it appears that, 
out of the fifty-four towns in Middlesex County, Winchester stands 
eighth in wealth per capita; that twenty-nine of the fifty-four towns 
make a larger appropriation for each child, based upon the average 
membership of the schools, than does Winchester ; that, on the per- 
centage of valuation appropriated for support of public schools, 
Winchester stands No. 43; that twenty-one of the fifty-four towns 
pay larger salaries to the female teachers. 


It conclusively follows from this report, that the Town of Winchester 
has not been lavish in the expenditure of money upon its schools, 
and that the amount for which the committee asks is the minimum 
sum which should be appropriated for the support of the schools for 
the ensuing year. That sum is based upon the following estimates :

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee of Winchester: 


The hunter directs his bullet toward the distant mark. The run- 
ner keeps his eye upon the goal. The giant steamer on the ocean 
highway heads toward its chosen harbor. In like manner the public 
schools should have a definite end. This definite end is happily ex- 
pressed in the words of Edward Everett Hale: 


‘“‘Colleges and schools,” he says, “exist for education and not sim- 
ply for the petty details of instruction. ‘To make of them mere in- . 
formation bureaus is to degrade them. We have no use for them 
unless they can make men out of boys and women out of girls. This 
means character. It means that first of all, boys and girls, young 
men and young women, shall know who they are, why they are and 
what they live for. ‘They are to know that they are in a world where 
each lives for all and all for each.” 


Those who best know the work of the Winchester public schools 
see evidences that we have not lost sight of the goal so aptly pointed 
out by the eminent writer. Pilots differ in their ability to hold the 
vessel to its course. ‘Teachers sometimes lose their bearings. It 
can fairly be said of our schools, as a whole, however, that they have 
risen above the plane of ‘information bureaus ;’” that they are mak- 
ing ‘‘men out of boys and women out of girls ;” that they are devel- 
oping character. 


READING. 


Under the Pollard system our schools have made progress in read- 
ing. Experience, however, has justified objections that have been 
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made against its tardy introduction of the children to actual reading. 
Results fail to warrant the claim that this tardy introduction prepared 
the way for compensating rapidity in learning to read a year or two 
Jater. Yet the unquestioned merits of the Pollard system are too 
great to be sacrificed. With your sanction our schools are endeavor- 
ing to retain the advantages of the Pollard method but are modify- 
ing the instruction in an endeavor to obviate its chief disadvantage 
One teacher recently reported that her pupils were acquiring phonic 
knowledge no less rapidly than heretofore and that they were also 
reading with a vocabulary much larger than could possibly be devel- 
oped in so short a time by the unmodified Pollard. The change of 
method is not radical, the teachers have readily adapted themselves. 
to it, and the present gratifying results give hopeful promise for the 
future. 

We must not, however, expect too much of any “method.” ‘The 
chief requisites for good reading are a good teacher, an intelligent 
child, and subject matter within the child’s comprehension. A highly 
intelligent child learns to read almost everything under almost any 
method and with almost any teacher. Some childrenare so dull that 
no method, no subject matter, no teacher can produce satisfactory 
results. Most children, however, are classified between the highly in- 
telligent and the very dull. We must take the children as we find 
them. We cannot change them, but by skilful teaching we can de- 
velop them on natural lines. Upon committee and superintendent, 
therefore, falls the responsibility of providing for every school a good 
teacher and suitable subject matter with the ‘“‘method” that in their 
judgment seems to conform to the best pedagogical standards. 


PHYSIOLOGY AND TEMPERANCE. 


An unsuccessful effort was made last year for more stringent legis- 
lation regarding tiie teaching of physiology and hygiene with especial 
reference to the use of alcohol and narcotics. ‘The effort was due to 
a well-grounded belief that in many schools the existing law was nearly 
a dead letter. Although the law has been generally observed by our 
own teachers, it was thought best at the opening of the present school 
year to give explicit directions regarding the application of the law. 
It is believed that in Winchester schools, at least, neither neglect nor 
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indiscreet zeal is injuring the cause of temperance to which the law 
of the State is already committed. 

Teachers can best serve this cause by reaching both the intellect 
and the souls of children. A man may have full knowledge of the 
bodily injury wrought by alcohol and narcotics and indulge in the use 
of both. A boy may receive the most careful moral training and 
from ignorance of physiology and hygiene venture upon the risky ex- 
periment of tampering with stimulants and narcotics. Preaching, 
brilliant rhetoric, inflamed denunciations, pictures of diseased stom- 
achs and hobnailed livers, cannot be relied upon to make a genera- 
tion of abstainers. Possibly each of these has a limited place in pub- 
lic schools; but the teacher who does the best work is the teacher 
who wisely adapts it to the nature of the children. He gives thema 
suitable knowledge of their own bodies and prudent instruction for 
preserving them in a state of health and purity. He also impresses 
his own personality upon the children and makes himself an ideal 
model gladly imitated by the children. The public schools alone 
cannot banish the curse of alcohol and narcotics ; but it has been, is 
now, and ever will be a powerful ally to the other forces which are 
perceptibly diminishing the evils of those great foes to the human 
race. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


Believing that the organization of public schools at the present 
day is unfavorable to the symmetrical physical development of their 
pupils, unless specially trained service is employed, it was recently 
your unanimous vote to employ, experimentally, a supervisor of phy- 
sical culture. Miss Katherine F. Smith came to us Dec. 1, after a 
long period of service elsewhere in a similar capacity, and already an 
awakening for physical culture is manifest. ‘A/ens sana in sano 
corpore’ is a maxim not to be forgotten, and it is hoped that after a 
sufficient period of service in our schools Miss Smith will be gratified 
with abundant evidence that her part in the program is not in vain. 


A GROWING BELIEF. 


Indications point to the eventual banishment of arithmetic from 
the formal instruction of children during their first school year. In- 
cidentally, during the year, children may acquire considerable math- 
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ematical knowledge. But the suspicion that number work in primary 
schools has been greatly overdone is developing into a confirmed be- 
lief. In one city, at least, number work is omitted in the first grade, 
on the ground that, in that grade, only children of more than ordi- 
nary intelligence gain by it and on the theory that a year or two later 
more number work can be accomplished in less time. So radical an in- 
novation might meet with disfavor in our community, and we have not 
excluded number work from the first grade. But our experience 
shows that less time given to numbers has made no perceptible dif- 
ference in the children’s progress. Even under the most diligent 
forcing children’s minds cannot grasp number combinations rapidly. 
Parents who worship arithmetic as a fetich will do well to remember 
that Nature demands time to do her perfect work. Children acquire 
mathematical alertness more satisfactorily as a part of general intel- 
lectual growth than by persistent forcing and cramming. Language, 
including reading the thoughts of others and expressing their own 
thoughts, should occupy most of the children’s school hours in the 
first grade. ‘The first grade teacher should emphasize work that tends 
toward culture. Exercises that awaken the child’s vivid imagination 
and his alert powers of observation should be prominent. In vain 
efforts to force his more slowly developing powers of reasoning, 
neither her time nor his should be wasted. Arithmetic, however, 
still holds so important a place in the public mind that we run little 
risk of rashly or unduly postponing its consideration. But we must 
not ignore the fact that greatly to the advantage of the child it is be- 
ing pulled down from its lofty pedestal. 


INCENTIVES TO CULTURE. 


In aesthetic equipment, the schools of Winchester are not in line 
with the most advanced culture of the age in which we live. Not 
one of our schoolrooms ought to be without pictures, statuary and 
other works of art. Schoolroom adornment appeals especially to pri- 
vate generosity. lo the culture and public spirit of those who con- 
tribute works of art to the schools, children nobly respond. Public 
taxation may well be brought to supplement private liberality, but it 
lacks the moral influence of private giving. When the town sup- 
plies pictures as it supplies coal, the teacher’s opportunity for incul- 
cating public spirit bears no comparison with the opportunity that 
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presents itself as she directs the attention of the children to beauti- 
ful articles that have been donated by great-hearted men and women. 
Even the children should be inspired with a zeal to contribute, from 
their own allowance, to the beautifying of their schools for the bene- 
fit of children who are to succeed them, 

It is a pleasure to report that our schools have not been wholly 
forgotten during the year. From the current appropriation, a con- 
siderable supply of Perry pictures has been provided. These are 
inexpensive and helpful; but they do not fully meet the requirements 
of schoolroom decoration. Much better service has been rendered 
the schools by the enthusiasm and generosity of individuals. Friends 
of the Wyman School have started a movement for improving the 
appearance of its rooms. The chairman of the school committee 
has placed with the superintendent a considerable number of excel- 
lent works of art. With the advice of the supervisor of drawing, the 
superintendent will endeavor to distribute these treasures for the 
best service of the schools. 

We may reasonably expect that all our schools will be favored, if 
their needs are duly brought to the attention of cultured people. 
Every good movement comes from some person with sufficient zeal 
to take the initiative. May the good work of schoolroom decoration 
continue until in every room, during the thirteen years of his prog- 
ress through our schools, every child shall see thoughtfully selected 
objects that shall bring his soul into living union with the highest 
ideals embodied in the noblest creations of art. 


ADJUSTABLE FURNITURE. 

In the necessary addition of new school furniture during the year 
1899, desks and chairs of the adjustable type were provided. A 
number of old desks and chairs were also fitted with adjustable cast- 
ings. By the use of adjustable furniture every pupil in a room may 
be provided with a desk and seat of proper height. Care on the 
part of teachers is necessary, however, to see that the proper adjust- 
ments are made upon every change of pupils. Without incurring the 
great expense of an entire change of the old furniture in our schools, 
all necessary improvements can be made by providing adjustable 
castings for every room. 
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GRATIFYING PROGRESS. 


Further progress toward proper compensation for our teachers was 
made by the justice and liberality of the town in voting the last 
annual appropriation. lf the town will continue this wise policy a 
little longer, other towns of equal resources will have less opportu- 
nity for disparaging comparisons. Doubtless our teachers have 
worked with greater zeal, hope, and efficiency under the inspiration 
of the evidence that at last the town is awake to the constantly 
increasing market value of proper training and experience in the 
teacher’s profession. Yo a call for an appropriation sufficient to 
take another step forward in the matter of salaries, we may reasona- 
bly expect from the voters another response similar to the reply of a 
year ago. 


MORE EFFICIENT SERVICE. 


At the last annual election of truant officer it was voted to add to 
his ordinary duties the work of taking the annual school census and 
the delivery of school supplies as they should be called for during 
the year. This notable increase of service has been effected ata 
small expense and has diminished the pressure upon the time of the 
superintendent. It will be well to continue the innovation. 

Additional assistance in the performance of office duties has been 
given by the employment of Miss Bishop. A portion of every school 
day she assists the superintendent in the clerical work incidental to 
his office. Her employment is also valuable in giving teachers and 
others opportunities, at regular daily hours, during the absence of 
the superintendent, to leave messages at his office. The value of 
her services has been greatly enhanced by the addition of a high- 
grade typewriter to the equipment of the office. 

During recent years the appropriation for janitor’s service was 
insufficient for the proper performance of that service. At the 
beginning of the present school year the appropriation was increased 
to meet the expense of employing an additional assistant janitor. 
Even now, in comparison with the cost of equal service in many 
other towns, the amount expended for the care of the buildings is 
small. 
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UNDESIRABLE ROOM-HUNTING. 


Early in the summer it became evident that the makeshift 
arrangement of seating grammar school pupils in a High School 
room would be inadequate to meet the coming pressure in the sev 
enth and eighth grades. A diligent but discouraging search for 
suitable accommodations resulted in leasing the large room over the 
postoffice for the use of a class of nearly fifty pupils of Grade VIII 
The heating plant of the building was inadequate to meet the needs 
of the school, and the committee was obliged to incur considerable 
expense in providing means to heat the room. Proper sanitary con- 
veniences also made an inroad on the funds of the school depart- 
ment. Other extraordinary but necessary expenses increased the 
cost of preparing the room for use. ‘The rent is also an important 
item of expense. It is within bounds to say that the town can not 
afford to provide further school accommodations on such a basis, 
even if another long search should reveal other available rooms. 
Nor can the town afford to divert to room-hunting and room- 
furnishing so many hours of time which the superintendent might 
better devote to the supervision of teachers. But the children must 
have seats; and in the absence of sufficient school houses, the seats 
must be put wherever a place can be found for them. 

Fortunately the leased room was large enough to admit of divi- 
sion, and a much needed studio for advanced pupils in drawing has 
been provided. The High School is the natural and proper place 
for the studio, but all its rooms are in too great demand to admit of 
space for the studio. This is one of the evidences that the High 
School building is already inadequate to meet the needs of its 


pupils. 


VETERAN SERVICE. 


At the close of the fall term, after a continuous service of twenty- 
one years as supervisor of music in our schools, Mrs.’ Baiiey resigned 
to enter another sphere of duty, and Mr. Ernst Makechnie was 
elected to take her place. Mrs. Bailey leaves us with the assurance 
of kind remembrance for the sunshine that she carried into so many 
children’s lives, and with kind wishes for the many years that we 
hope await her in her new home. 
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A MISTAKEN EDITOR. 


A prominent journal recently attacked the public school system 


) 


for its alleged “infernal cramming system,” whereby in five cities 
the nervous systems of more than sixteen thousand children are said 
to have been “wrecked.” The children themselves are alluded to 
as “helpless little wrecks.” It cannot be alleged that the children 
of our town are in so woful a condition. ‘The average Winchester 
boy knows how to protect himself from the wrecking process, and 
his sister is not wholly deficient in this respect. Furthermore, no 
such “infernal cramming system” can be found here. ‘Two years 
ago an able superintendent issued a circular of inquiry to parents. 
Only five per cent. of the children were reported as overworked. 
The parents of more than fifty per cent. of the children reported 
that they would like to have more home work assigned to the chil- 
dren, in order that they might make more rapid progress. He 
summed up his report of his investigation as follows :— 


“‘The course of study in our schools is so graded that there is no 
good reason why a child of ordinary ability, of fairly good health, if 
he is not very irregular in attendance, should not be able to go 
through the schools and be promoted regularly from year to year 
without any injury whatever to his health from overwork.” 


The same may be said of the schools of Winchester. If this mis- 
taken editor could visit the homes and learn the habits of the sixteen 
thousand ‘helpless little wrecks,’’ he would have more knowl- 
edge of the cause of their hapless condition. He would find late 
hours, unhygienic diet, sweetmeats, tea, coffee, cigarettes, social fri- 
volity, outside lessons, want of exercise in the open air, careless ex- 
posure in inclement weather, excessive reading of sensational litera- 
ture, among the potent causes of the evil which he laments. 
Eliminating the “‘wrecks”’ traceable to these causes, he would find 
few, if any, martyrs of the “infernal cramming system” which his 
vivid imagination has created. Parents who give proper attention 
to the diet, habits and occupations of their children, find that our 
schools help to develop symmetrical manhood and womanhood. 
When all parents give such attention, editors will have fewer oppor- 
tunities to enjoy themselves in counting “ helpless little wrecks.” 
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RELIEF MUST COME. 


Another year has passed with no provision for erecting the much 
needed new school building. Unwillingness on the part of the town 
to appropriate money for the purpose does not seem to be the 
reason for the delay. There have been differences of opinion re- 
garding the nature and location of the proposed building. Conse- 
quently precious months have passed, and the welfare of our children 
has been jeopardized. Answers to recent inquiries convince me 
that the outlook now favors an agreement upon the erection of a new 
high school. More than two years ago, within three months of en- 
tering upon service in Winchester, I became convinced that the only 
satisfactory solution of the building problem would be the erection 
of a new high school as soonas possible. ‘That conviction has never 
been changed, except to become stronger as the pressure upon our 
school accommodations has become greater. 

It seems unnecessary in this report to repeat the reasons hereto- 
fore assigned for preferring a new high school toa Jarge grammar 
school. It is well, however, to emphasize the fact that the High 
School building is already inadequate to meet the requirements of a 
first-class high school, and that the erection of a grammar school 
will not give the High School the needed relief. It is likewise 
proper to emphasize the equally important fact that a modern build- 
ing for high school purposes will not only give our High School 
suitable quarters, but will also provide properly for the pressing need 
of our grammar schools. I rejoice in the excellent prospect that 
Winchester will soon vote for a new high school comparing favorably 
with the other superb advantages of the town. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


A few weeks ago a notice was inserted in the local paper, inviting 
all who were interested in the establishment of a public evening 
school to communicate with the School Department. Very little 
response was made to the request, possibly because the invitation 
came to the notice of few people. 

There are many young men and young women in Winchester who 
would be great gainers by regular attendance at a good evening 
school. Few objects of public taxation are more worthy than a 
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school where ambitious young people, deprived of sufficient educa- 
tion in the day schools, may spend a few evenings every winter 
month in an endeavor to reap some of the advantages which count 
for progress in the daily life of the human race. If at any time, by 
any means, it becomes apparent that an evening school will be duly 
attended, I recommend that suitable provision be made for such a 
school. 


A GOOD INVESTMENT. 


Among the desirable cbjects for using the next annual appropria- 
tion, I suggest a course of lectures to our teachers on lines that will 
broaden and strengthen their daily work. ‘These lectures need not 
be so pedagogical as to deprive them of a popular nature. If the 
proper choice of speakers be made, it will be possible to introduce 
subjects which will not only be helpful to teachers in their school- 
‘room work, but will also be instructive and interesting to them and 
to others who may be willing to attend the lectures. If this sugges- 
tion meet with favor, the annual appropriation should contemplate 
the necessary expense involved. 


SCHOOL SAVINGS BANKS. 


A perusal of school reports shows that the movement for estab- 
lishing school savings banks has made considerable progress. Chil- 
dren are encouraged to save a portion of the money that would 
otherwise be spent for useless and harmful indulgences. Teachers 
receive the money from the children and pass it to a responsible 
person, who deposits in a savings bank each child’s money whenever 
it has reached a sufficient amount. Some children save enough to 
pay their share of the expenses incidental to graduation. Some 
provide a fund for the purchase of Christmas gifts. Others contri- 
bute from their savings toward the cost of a book for the school li- 
brary or a new picture for their schoolroom. ‘These illustrations in- 
dicate that the essential idea of the movement is to use the schools 
as a medium for developing thrifty habits to take the place of the 
selfish and oftentimes harmful expenditure of money that comes into 
a child’s possession. ‘To simplify the work of the teacher and to 
guard against error, the school children of Springfield buy of their 
teachers stamps of various denominations, which are pasted to cards 
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with which each child is provided. Parents and children would 
doubtless welcome the introduction of a judicious system of school 
savings in our own town. 


A GREAT RESPONSIBILITY. 


The people of Massachusetts demand schools of a high order and 
willingly pay the inevitable cost of such schools. A great responsi- 
bility rests upon those who administer school affairs. A considera- 
ble portion of this responsibility has been transferred to salaried 
superintendents. The duties of a superintendent are complex and 
his powers are not clearly defined. He must retain the confidence 
of the school committee, because the people hold them responsible 
for his work. He must please the people, because no committee 
will long sustain an unpopular superintendent. He must be respected 
and trusted by the teachers, because the value of their work depends 
largely upon their willing cooperation with him. Even the children 
come sufficiently into contact with him to make it important that he 
should inspire them with respect and admiration for him. He must 
exercise power with caution, because the scope of his authority has 
not been clearly defined. His caution must fall short of timidity, 
however, lest he become irresolute and devoid of executive ability. 
His best work is usually his least observed work, but his blunders 
seldom fail to come to light. ‘This cursory glance at the superin- 
tendent’s position throws a little light upon the frequent changes 
that have occurred in Massachusetts. Men are endeavoring to work 
out the problem of the superintendent’s relation to the school sys- 
tem. With its solution they hope to put the tenure of efficient 
superintendents upon a more secure basis. 

In Winchester, the present superintendent receives the codpera- 
tion of the committee, the teachers, and other persons with whom 
he has official relations. No one unfamiliar with the daily experi- 
ence of a superintendent can realize the multitude of details that 
demand his attention. If he attends to these details with zeal, with 
patience, with firmness, with tact, he contributes much towards a 
frictionless progress of the schools. If he errs ina single particular, 
he may occasion great evil to the schools. Deeply conscious of his 
responsibility and often apprehensive of falling short of his opportu- 
nities, your superintendent -has endeavored to promote the well- 
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being of the schools. ‘The exact result of his efforts cannot be 
measured ; but the result of the combined efforts of committee, 
superintendent, teachers, parents, pupils and other persons may be 
-seen in the prosperity of the schools at the moment of writing this 
paragraph. 


CONCLUSION. 


The glory of the public school system is its fundamental unselfish- 
ness. The men who ungrudgingly contribute the largest sums 
toward its maintenance are not the men who contribute the largest 
number of children to its membership. From a narrow view of life, 
the man of wealth would prefer the less expensive method of paying 
tuition for his own children while the children of his neighbor grew 
up in ignorance. From a broad and unselfish view of his relation 
to human society, however, he cheerfully votes in town-meeting for 
the heavy appropriations toward which, through the medium of 
public taxation, he must largely contribute. The millennium may 
indeed be far distant, but one of the lessons taught by the public 
schools is the brotherhood of man; and when this brotherhood is 
universally acknowledged and exemplified, the dawn of the millen- 
nium will certainly be near at hand.

Special Committee on Additional School Accommodations 


February 7, 1900. 


The first thought of every citizen is to build a handsome High 
school. ‘This was naturally the first thought that came to this Com- 
mittee in its initial sessions a year ago, as well as to the special com- 
mittee which preceded it in the discussion of the same subject. So 
it was not surprising when, at the special Town meeting at which this 
Committee’s last report was submitted, the advocacy by the Commit- 
tee of a new grammar school was met at once by the proposition for 
a new High school instead. 

But this Committee, after again going over the entire school 
ground of Winchester and carefully considering the educational as 
well as the financial problems, is again agreed that it should be a 
Grammar school and not a High school first to be constructed. 


The reasons are these: 


First. It is the Grammar school which is tremendously over- 
crowded now, while the High school is fairly well accommodated in its 
present building and can occupy that building with comfort for an- 
other year or two, and for a longer period if necessary by transfer- 
ring back, temporarily at least, to the Grammar school (after a new 
large Grammar school building is erected), the lower grade of the 
present High school which was formerly the upper grade of the 
Grammar school. 
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Second. It is the Grammar school which will increase in the fu- 
ture in much larger proportion than the High school. Scores of 
families are willing, and are able, to send their children to the Gram- 
mar school, but either necessarily draw them off from school to work, 
or else consider their education sufficient after they have finished 
with the grammar department. Furthermore, large numbers of those 
who enter the first year of the High school do not complete the 
course. In other words, the Grammar school in Winchester, as in 
other towns, will grow with increasing proportions each year, while 
the High school will increase in numbers much more slowly. 


Third. ‘The expense at this juncture is a strong consideration. 
The cost of building at the present time is about twenty per cent. 
more than it was two or three years ago, and there is apparently no 
chance of a diminution at present. ‘The cost of a High school would 
be far larger than that of a grammar school on account of the ne- 
cessity of an assembly hall, laboratories, library, offices, etc., and also 
because the town will naturally desire, and should desire, to have its 
High school an ornamental structure, a credit to the town in future 
years. Where a grammar school can be built for $30,000 to $50,000, 
a high school such as the town ought to have would cost from $100,- 
000 to $125,000. With the debt limit of the Town now in sight, 
and with the necessity of going to the Legislature to borrow money 
for a school building, and the question of future taxes always in view, 
the cost is an important factor. 

There is no doubt at all that a large, handsome high school build- 
ing on the Howe lot will at some time be built by the Town. It is 
a necessity and a desirability, but it is not a necessity of the moment 
with the pressure at this time bearing on the grammar school and not 
on the High schoo]. And it is not a desirability of the moment 
when the high cost of building and the financial situation of the Town 
are considered. 

These are the reasons which have led this Committee, at its ses- 
sions this year and at its sessions last year, and which also led the 
preceding committee to decide in favor of a grammar school as the 
first structure to be built. 

The question then arises, shall the Grammar school consist of a 
centralized grammar school, or should there be three grammar schoo] 
buildings, one for the North side, one for the West side, and one for 
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the centre. A centralized school brings the advantage of less cost in 
running, less cost in the number of teachers and an opportunity of 
securing better teachers for each branch, inasmuch as each teacher 
will be able to instruct in his specialty and not be obliged to teach 
several branches. On the other hand, the division of schools gives 
easier access to the children. ‘This second problem, therefore, is a 
broad one which needs very careful consideration by the Town. To 
allow for this the Committee have so planned a school system as to 
meet the present necessities for room and, at the same time, leave 
open for future discussion the problem of centralized or divided gram- 
mar schools. No bar is placed for the carrying out of either plan in 
some future year. 


Of the necessity for immediate action on this plan of the Commit- 
tee it seems hardly necessary to say more thana word. ‘The reports 
of the preceding committee and the earlier report of this Committee 
have brought out fully the extremely cramped condition of the gram- 
mar school and the rapid increase in the number of scholars going 
there. ‘This year, although only two grades are assigned the gram- 
mar school building, (the Wadleigh school, opposite Town hall,) it 
has been found necessary to go outside of that building for the ac_ 
commodation of a part of those two grades and to hire rooms over 
the post-office. By the time a new building can be erected the pre- 
sent grammar school accommodations will be much more cramped, 
the growth is so rapid. 


As the first step—and the only one necessary in this scheme to 
take at once—the Town can purchase the old Unitarian lot adjoin- 
ing the Gifford primary school lot on Main street for $6,500. On 
that lot a grammar school of eight rooms can be erected at a cost of 
between $35,000 and $40,000. That will accommodate all the 
grammar school scholars for the next two or three, or possibly, four 
years. ‘The present Wadleigh shool with its four rooms, may then 
be utilized for some of the scholars who now go to the Rumford and 
Chapin schools. ‘his step gives immediate relief in quick time and 
at a minimum of cost. 

The scheme of the Committee for future years would be as follows, 
and it is so arranged that the precedence in building or the system 
of the gramrnar school can be changed without serious trouble. 
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The second building to be erected should be a ten room building 
at the north side of the town to be used in part as a grammar school, 
relieving the pressure that by that time will have come upon the Uni- 
tarian lot grammar school, and in part relieving the Chapin school 
by accommodating some of the upper grades of that school. 

Next in order would come a High school building to be erected 
on the Howe lot. 

By the time this latter move is reached the high school member- 
ship will undoubtedly have grown to proportions necessitating 
such a building. Moreover, at that time the Town can tell much 
better than it can now what kind of a building and how expensive a 
building it desires. Immediately after the construction of the High 
school the present High school building could be used to accommo- 
date the grammar school scholars of the West side, thus relieving 
the further pressure which by that time will have come on the other 
grammar schools. 

At that time, therefore, the town would have its High school . 
building on the Howe lot, a Grammar school for the West side where 
the present High school building stands, a grammar school of eight 
rooms for the centre and Symmes Corner section on the Unitarian 
lot, and a Grammar school of ten rooms for the North side some- 
where near Swanton street. This would make a complete school 
system with divided Grammar schools. 


But the time will then come for increased accommodation in the 
primary schools or for better school houses, inasmuch as the present 
are four room wooden structures. If the Town then decides to keep 
up the divided school system, it can rebuild its present primary 
schools and the scheme outlined by the Committee as above would 
stand intact. ; 


If, on the other hand, the town decided to have a central gram- 
mar school, it could erect a central school on the present High 
School lot and utilize the Unitarian lot grammar school for the 
Gifford primary scholars, combining the Unitarian lot with 
the Gifford lot and removing the then old Gifford school 
house. In the same way the Chapin school would be abandoned at 
the North side and the grammar school building in that vicinity 
would be used as a primary school instead. ‘The North side gram- 
mar school would originally be built large enough for these moves. 
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The Unitarian lot grammar school would be made of ordinary size 
now on account of the financial situation, but would be so built that 
it could be increased to a ten or twelve room building when the 
Gifford lot is taken. 

The Wadleigh lot and the Chapin lot would either be sold or 
utilized for other town purposes. 

These moves outline the possible future action by the town. The 
present step recommended by the Committee, the erection of a 
grammar school of eight rooms on the Unitarian lot to accommodate 
the grammar school scholars of to-day and of the next few years, 
will not hamper any changes or modifications in the proposed gen- 
eral system.

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FIFTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN, 


BEING FOR THE YEAR 1900. 


DECEMBER 31, 1900. 


In presenting our report for the year ending December 51, 1900, 
we especially invite a careful examination of the reports of the differ- 
ent departments under our supervision for a detailed record of the 
work done during the past year. 


HIGHWAYS AND BrRIDGES. 


Mr. Henry A. Spates was again re-electsd Superintendent of 
Streets, and has continued to do his work in a thorough, practical 
and economical manner, a large amount of effective work having 
been done during the year. 

Resurfacing of old macadam must of necessity receive more at- 
tention in the future than in the past. 

Washington, Forest and Cross streets should be put in first-class 
condition by macadamizing or otherwise. 

We recommend an appropriation of $25,000 for the work of 1901. 


STATE HIGHWAY. 


The Selectmen made another contract June 11, 1900, with the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts to rebuild the portion of Cam- 


4 
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bridge street taken in 1899 asa State highway. The work was com- 
pleted within the time specified. 

The Commission approved the construction Oct. 18, 1900, and no 
claims have been made nor suits brought for damages caused during 
the construction of said road. 

The State highway now extends from the Arlington line to the 
Woburn line in Winchester; the Commonwealth has nearly reim- 
bursed the Town as will more fully appear in the other reports. 


BACON STREET BRIDGE. 


Bacon street bridge is not in first class condition but it is not in 
worse shape than for the past few years. It is to be regretted that 
the arrangement supposed to have been made a few years ago with the 
Metropolitan Park Commissioners to assume the control of this 
bridge came to naught. We think in the near future, all parties in- 
terested in this bridge should rebuild it, giving more capacity for 
freshet water and a greater height above the water so that boats and 
canoes can pass through the bridge easily and with comfort. We 
understand that many of our citizens are moving to have the sewer 
pipe below this bridge changed so as to be more convenient to ca- 
noists, with strong expectations that it will be accomplished. If 
this is done, then the Bacon street bridge should be raised also and 
an arch substituted for the tumble down piers which now uphold the 
bridge. Itis the opinion of this board that the State Park Com- 
mission should assist the Town in rebuilding this bridge as it is much 
more used in connection with park way travel than by citizens of the 
‘Town of Winchester. 


THE COMPLETION OF MAIN STREET. 


The macadamizing of the lower end of Main street practically fin- 
ishes the rebuilding of Main street ordered by the County Commis- 
sioners ten years ago, with the exception of the short piece of road 
between the Park Way and Converse Place. The distance is short, 
but two bridges have got to be extended, a heavy wall built on the 
water side and considerable filling done in deep water. Other inci- 
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dental work has to be contracted for, such as building an iron fence, 
etc, 

When the County Commissioners in 1891 made their award for 
land damages in the widening of this street the Whitney Estate was 
awarded three hundred dollars, this award was not acceptable to the 
trustees of the Whitney Estate; a suit was brought by them in the 
Superior Court, and this suit was settled by agreement filed in court‘ 
a copy of which is as follows : 


AGREEMENT FOR JUDGMENT. 


In the above entitled action judgment may be. entered for peti- 
tioners for six hundred dollars damages, without costs, and the Town 
to so rebuild Main street, that there shall be no interference with 
the flow of water tbrough the sluiceways at Whitney’s Mills; and ex- 
tend and maintain the sluiceways and abutments of the dam so that 
the same be left in same relative condition with the street as at 
present.

Owing to the doubtful meaning given to this agreement anp ot 
discussion over same which has taken place between the Board and 
parties connected with the Whitney Estate, and the great expense 
involved in the widening of the street at this point, if the construc- 
tion of said agreement given it by those connected with the Whit- 
ney Estate be correct, we have not felt like finishing the widen- 
ing of the street at this point until further advised by the Town. 

The bonds for $3000 which were voted a few years ago to pay 
for this particular piece of road are payable in 1904, therefore the 
work should be finished soon or it will be necessary to issue more 
bonds or raise sufficient money by taxation to fulfil the order of the 
County Commissioners. In addition to the amount of above bonds 
there will be available for this work the sum of $1000 to be paid by 
the County when the work is completed as per their award, 
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PROPOSED EXTENSION OF WINCHESTER PLACE ACROSS THE WHITNEY 
MILL Ponp. 


The petition for extending Winchester Place across the pond via 
Spruce street to Swanton street was under discussion by the Board 
at the time of the death of our lamented member, Mr. Pattee. As 
the question is of so much moment, involving such a large expendi- 
ture of money, we deemed it for the best interests of the Town to 
have the petition lay in abeyance until after the Annual Town Meet- 
ing when a full Board will be chosen. 


GUIDE BOARDS. 


According to statute law, we report on the condition of the town 
guide boards ; that they are in generally fair order. We recommend 
that during the next year that all which need it be repainted and 
put in first class condition. We also recommend that the town 
adopt a certain design for guide boards which shall be a standard 
design for all new boards hereafter erected on public or private 
streets, so far as the town can control the latter. At present the 
town guide boards are of various shapes and sizes, most of them of 
poor artistic design and workmanship. Many guide boards at the 
junction of private streets and public ways are not the style of boards 
the town should accept. If the town would adopta definite, plain, but 
artistic design, such for instance as the guide board at the junction 
of Main and Washington streets, we think it would lead to better 
results than has been attained by different boards of selectmen and 
private individuals putting up all sorts of guide boards of various 
sizes and designs and at all heights from the ground.

INCIDENTAL EXPENSES. 


Last year we requested that this appropriation be made larger, 
but it was not done; in this department more than any other, facts 
show the town is growing, while many citizens do not realize it, 
we urge the necessity of a larger appropriation as the unpaid bills 
for this department will amount to fifteen hundred dollars March 
Ist. We recommend an appropriation of $4,500 for the ensuing 
year, 


SrreEt LIGHTS. 


The Woburn Heat, Light and Power Co. furnishes light for our 
streets and Town Hall building upon the same basis as last year. 

The present lighting eonsists of 210 incandescent electric; 24 
arc electrics and three Welsbach incandescent lights. 

We recommend that as fast as practicable the main streets should 
be lighted by arc electrics instead of incandescent electrics and that 
we may gradually make the change we recommend an appropriation 
of $7000 for the ensying year.

Town HALL. 


Mr. R. Sumner Carr has continued to be janitor of the Town hall 
and has faithfully looked after the interests of the same. 

The arrangements of the offices are not what we would desire for 
convenience of the citizens, and we realize also that until such time 
as the town builds a new library that the offices as arranged should 
remain as they are. 

An appropriation of $2300 is recommended for the maintenance 
and repairs of the Town hall for the ensuing year. 


POLICE. 


In this department, Mr. Wm. R. McIntosh was appointed chief, and 
has performed the duties of that office to our ‘satisfaction, and the 
quality of our police service, compels the belief that it is second to 
none of the surrounding municipalities. 

The sum’of $4200 was appropriated in 1900 and we recommend 
the same amount for the ensuing year. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The management of the Fire Department has been all that could 
be desired ; $7000 was appropriated in 1900, and we recommend 
an increase of $1000 for ensuing year.

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GIFTS TO THE TOWN. 


- During the closing days of the century, the Selectmen received a

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
STREETS.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Winches- 
ter, Mass.: 


GENTLEMEN—I have the honor to submit for your consideration my 
fourth annual report, said report being for thé fiscal year ending Dec. 
31,1900. For detailed statements of expenditures I would respect- 
tively refer you to the Auditor’s report. I willreport only on the 
amount of work done and total cost of same. Again with a feeling 
of gratification I make my report, as the results obtained are fully 
up to the expectations of the department at the beginning of the 
year, taking into consideration the eight hour system and increased 
cost of fuel, stock, etc. 


STABLE AND YARD. 


The maintenance of the stable, small tools and sperintendent’s 
salary have been divided and added to the several streets according 
to the amount of work done on the same. Last winter (as is our 
custom) all the carts and harnesses were repaired and painted, and 
although we have done a large season’s work we did not have any 
serious break down to bother in busy times. We bought one new 
horse in the spring at a cost of $160, which has proved a good in- 
vestment. ‘There has been very little sickness among the horses 
considering the amount of work they do and bad weather they are 
out in at times. We have one very old horse which should be given 
a humane death in order to renew the stock in the spring. The 
pockets or bins connected with the stationary crushing plant are in 
very bad shape, the sills having rotted out. We have erected safety 


braces for the winter but they should be repaired in the spring as 
5 
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soon as the pockets are empty. The stable is in a sad condition. 
The sanitary conditions are very bad and the stable is crumbling 
away to an alarming extent. If the Town does not provide for a 
new lot and stable, something mzsf be done with this old stable very 
soon as I fear for the safety of the men and horses. 


WATERING STREETS. 


As in previous years the Fire Department attends to this branch 
of thedepartment as far as their horses go. ‘This year we have 
added one six hundred gallon cart principally to take care of the 
new work. ‘The running gear is of a special design, rolling a track 
eleven inches wide on each side. I will report only the amount of 
money paid out by our department which will be found: below : 


CRUSHING PLANTS AND STEAM ROLLER. 


The machinery has been kept in good repair and will not need a 
large outlay the next season, but should be thoroughly overhauled 
and new wearing parts purchased before the season opens. Crush- 
ing rock is the hardest known work on machinery and that fact 
should be considered and the machines kept in first class order at 
all times ; which I am pleased to report has been the case with our 
machinery. ‘The portable crusher has been on three locations this 
season, and has furnished the stone for four jobs, and is now located 
where it will be convenient to finish Swanton and Washington streets. 
Considering the large amount of stone crushed this season and pre- 
vious seasons I feel justifiable in making the claim that we have been 
subject to the minimum cost of repairs. Ail the bills for repairs are 
in the hands of the Auditor and cannot be disputed; and the ma- 
chinery is in fair order and could be started in the spring without 
any outlay, but I do not advise it as it is cheaper to overhaul all parts 
before starting work and feel secure from delays in the busy season, 
The roller has again given perfect satisfaction. Each winter the 
builders (The Buffalo Pitts Co.). send their man around to inspect 
the roller free of cost, which leaves a feeling of safely and satisfac- 
tion. ‘The roller has worked nearly two hundred days the past sea- 
son and the repair bill has been very slight. 
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STREET CLEANING. 


We have endeavored this year to keep the town clean with one team 
by adding more help and I am free to admit that it cannot be done. 
It will take at least two teams. A sweeper would lessen the cost 
and I again recommend one for the department. The same horses 
that handle the carts could handle the sweeper once a week. This 
department is not a luxury but a necessity. Public health demands 
it, and if dirt is allowed to collect in gutterways it diverts the water 
and causes distruction to the’ streets and fills up the basins. This 
department has removed 1482 loads of dirt the past season. By 
way of a suggestion if the bridge across the pond to the plains was 
an assured thing the street cleanings could be put to good use filling 
up under the bridge an] in that way the amount of dirt thrown away 
every season would be wurth to the town at least $1000. I wish to 
call your attention to a very bad practice indulged in by citizens. 
Rubbish and leaves are frequently raked into the streets and left 
wholly or partly burned which look very unsightly and clog the 
gratings and fill up the basins. ‘This practice should be stopped. 


BRIDGES. 


The cost of repairing bridges is reported below on their respective 
streets, and again I recommend that the Walnut street bridge be 
thoroughly rebuilt. This bridge is a constant worriment to the 
department. ‘The amount expended on the several streets is shown 
by the following schedule. For convenience in reference I will put 
them in alphabetical order, giving tables below of broken stone 
work, drains and concrete, s> that the total amount of the same can 
be readily found.

MAIN STREET MACADAM. 


This is the most extensive job the past season. As it is a wide 
street and heavily traveled and the foundation not of the best we 
were obliged to build a thicker macadam than usual. ‘There was a 
new grade established with quite severe changes from the old which 
necessitated a great deal of cutting and left us without the old sur- 
face to work on. With the gravel taken from the street we graded 
several streets in the vicinity which sadly needed repairs and would 
have cost a large sum if taken from the gravel pits. The gravel was 
spread upon the following streets: Brooks st., Bacon st., Chestnut 
st., Dix st., Everett ave., Fenwick road, Grove st., Highland ave., 
Mason st., Madison ave., Nelson st., Prospect st., Sanborn st. In all 
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2646 loads and 264 loads transfered on Mainst. We have charged 
part of the labor and teaming to the several streets where the gravel 
was spread. We used native.stone, mostly field cobbles, on this 
work as it was the only stone available. We paid 55 cents per ton 
delivered at the crusher. The average depth of this work is about 9 
inches. ‘The amount of stone, square yards of work, etc., will be 
found below in the table of broken stone. 


CHURCH STREET MACADAM. 


Church street has been macadamized from the north side of 
Fletcher street to Cambridge street. Only the north side of the 
street was built as the Water Department will lay a new pipe on the 
south side of the street next season and then the street can be com- 
pleted. We reconstructed the drainage at the junction of Wedgemere 
ave., and lowered the edgestone on the corners in order to lower the 
basin and gutterways to secure good drainage. We also constructed 
basins between the rails at both low points to carry the water from 
the tracks without its passing over the surface of the street to the 
side drains. ‘The foundation in this street is fairly good and the 
travel not so heavy as on the main street and we have made the 
macadam about 5 inches thick, which I think will give good 
satisfaction. 


SWANTON STREET MACADAM. 


We made several estimates on this work before starting. First 
we estimated for the portion between Washington street and the 
main line railroad bridge, and the macadam to be the entire width. 
Then we talked 15 feet, 18 feet and at last decided to make it 20 
feet and go as far as we.could with the money at our disposal, which 
carried us to the freight yard and built sidewalks on both sides as 
far as the river. Although I am not just in favor of this method of 
construction in the middle of the town where the street is built up 
on both sides with stores and dwelling houses, I still realize that we 
can reach a greater distance and think this street will give good sat- 
isfaction. ‘The shoulders are built of good clean gravel and will 
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harden in time. If the shoulders do not give good satisfaction 
they can be taken out at any time and substituted with broken 
stone. We have got a good foundation on this street throughout. 
Where we didn’t have the old surface to lay the stone on we filled 
with good gravel, and have made the macadam about an average of 
five inches. 


WASHINGTON STREET. 


As there has been considerable money expended on this street the 
past season, I think it my duty to make a brief report on the same. 
In the season of 1899 we constructed a system of drainage along the 
east side of the street and laid a 24-inch pipe down Nelson street to 
the river. As the old 20-inch brick culvert across Washington 
street was in good repair your Honorable Board decided to leave it. 
as a partof the system. Previous to this we had planned a 24-inch 
pipe across Washington street. In the great freshets of last winter 
this old brick culvert sadly crippled the drainage as we had two 15- 
inch pipes above it and its capacity was not near enough, while I 
think the 24-inch pipe in Nelson street would have carried it off if 
the water could have reached it. ‘The present year we have cut off 
part of the water at prince avenue and carried it down Irving street 
and added a 15-inch pipe across Washington street to connect with 
the 24 inch in Nelson street. I think this drainage is now ample, 
but am not sure it will take such a freshet as we had last winter, as 
T have failed up to the present time to hear of any drainage that did. 

The quantities of pipe with cost of same is reported in the table 
below. In addition to this cost is the land damage paid Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Macdonald, and the repairs on the north end of the street. 


STATE HIGHWAY. 


I think we have been very successful in securing a State highway 
through Winchester, and it is not commonly known that we got two 
allotments within one year, and the two sections were. completed 
within the year, and the City of Woburn has got the third 
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allotment for this particular street making almost three miles of 
State road on Cambridge street, practically within one year. 

' Although the scheme at the start looked discouraging we have 
been more than lucky in the end, and have unloaded the worst piece 
of road in town. 

I desire to thank (through your Honorable Board) Chief Engin- 
eer Mills (of the Highway Commission) and his assistants, Mr. Pills- 
bury and Mr. Holden for courtesy received. 

The loss to the town on this year’s contract is not so great as last 
year, and would have been smaller than it is if we had been permit- 
ted to make the macadam six inches deep instead of four inches. 
Although the contract prices this year were higher than last year we 
were obliged to pay more for stone, and our department is working 
the eight-hour system at the same pay as the nine-hour system last 
year. ‘Then again as the broken stone was the only item we could 
save money on, we used less this year on 1 1-5 miles than we did 
last year on 4000 feet.

Pine street has been coated with three inches of broken stone, 
and although the foundation is poor I think it will give general sat- 
isfaction, it being a side street and subjected to light travel only. I 
have lately examined a street which I graded eight years ago with 
three inches of stone and find it in good condition. This plan could 
be adopted on many of the side streets (where the foundation is 
good) with good results and at a very low figure. But it positively 
will not work where there is a car track in the center of the street. 


CONCRETE WALKS. 


As usual the department received bids for concreting, and Mr. 
Geo. H. Nichols’ bid was accepted. His bid being 46 cents for 
new work and 25 cents for repairs. ‘The most of this work has been 
carefully watched this year and I feel certain the greatest part of it 
will give good satisfaction.

MacapDaM STREETS. 


We have crushed and spread upon the streets (this year) within 
127 tons (of the amount spread last year) of broken stone, which 
the table below will show. Broken stone has cost the department 
more this year, than some previous years, owing to the eight hour 
system and price of stone delivered to crushers, and the increased 
cost of fuel and supplies. All this has brought the cost up to very 
near $1.00 per ton rolled in the street. Of the total amount of 
broken stone the portable crusher has crushed over 11,000 tons. 
We have on hand about 300 tons of No. 2 stone suitable for repairs 
and I would suggest that ear2y in the season of 1901 the depart- 
ment spend at least one month in looking after repairs. We have 
somewhat neglected repairs of the macadam streets as there has 
been so much new work laid out from year to year, the time and 
money have been exhausted and the repairs neglected but mo# lost 
sight of. Some of the streets have gone long enough without atten- 
tion and early in the spring is the proper time to repair streets. Af.- 
ter this repairing is done the money left could be apportioned to 
new work. In this way you could expect a steady growth of new 
streets and those which have been built would be kept in perfect re- 
pair. Without a doubt the car track in Washington street will have 
to be relayed during next season, ‘These rails were never heavy 
enough, and there was never a sufficient amount of sleepers or ties 
under the rails. All this is very discouraging. If practical road

men have any voice in the matter hereafter | doubt if there is ever 
another T rail laid in the center of a street. It is about time for 
public road officials to rebel and open war on light rails in public 
streets. If we must have the track in the center of the street, the 
very best girdér rail is bad enough. Compare the streets where 
there is a track with these without the track and note the difference 
in the wear and tear. ‘The street railway companies are getting 
every thing from the town, and the town getting nothing but the 
privilege of spending money to keep the Streets in repair. The tax 
receipts from the railways are insufficient to keep the streets up and 
in my opinion are only calculated fora blind to keep towns still and 
from asking for something nearer our just dues. I can name cities 
where the car companies are obliged to pave the streets from curb 
to curb and maintain them as long as theirtracks run through them. 
If one company refuses such a request there will always be another 
company who wants the privilege. at any cost. I would most re- 
spectfully suggest that your Honorable Board have the Town Coun- 
sel examine the franchise of each road, who are using our streets, 
and force them to fulfil any agreement which they have made. As 
I understand from reliable authority, it all depends on the interpre- 
tation of the franchise as to what street railways take. In some cases 
we may be obliged to repair the tracks, and in other cases the re- 
pairs must be made at the expense of the railway. Ido not mean 
to be unreasonable but it looks to me as though these corporations 
are getting more than justice for a mere nothing.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


On a previous page I mentioned the matter of repairs, and I 
again urge that repairs be taken up early in the spring. We cannot 
make repairs without the roller, therefore it is impossible to do new 
work and repairs at the same time. 

At the present time the portable crusher is set up on Winchester 
street, and as it is convenient to Washington street, I would recom- 
mend that after Swanton street is completed, that Washington street 
be finished at least as far as Forrest street. Without a doubt your 
Honorable Board have already considered the completion of Church 
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street, and it will be done as soon as the new water pipe is laid. 
All of the approaches to the town have been rebuilt with one excep- 
tion, and that is Forrest street. In rebuilding this street the exca- 
vations could be used to good advantage on Forrest street extension, 
Clematis street and other streets which sadly need repairs. 

I would most respectfully urge that, at least a part of this street 
be built the coming season. Arlington street in the Hill district is 
in very bad condition and should be repaired as soon as spring opens. 

By referring to the bills for harness repairs you will understand 
that the harnesses are in very poor condition. They are all very old 
and constantly giving out, and I think they should be renewed by 
buying one or two sets each spring until all are replaced. 

We have one single cart which is not worth repairing and I recom- 
mend that it be replaced with a new one. We are also in need of 
one more snow plow. | 


REMARKS. 


Having been so closely associated with the late chairman, Mr. 
Lewis C. Pattee, in connection with the department worlefor the last 
four years, I feel that his death was a great loss to the Highway De- 
partment and myself. His great business qualities made him a val- 
uable superior. 

in closing I again desire to express my appreciation of kindness 
and consideration shown by your Honorable Board. 

I also wish to thank (through your Honorable Board) our Fore- 
-man, Mr. Maguire. Also the police, water, sewer and fire depart- 
ments for fayors received.

WINCHESTER, Mass., December 31, 1900.

GENTLEMEN—We herewith submit the report of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1900. 


PROPERTY ENDANGERED, Loss, ETc. 


The department has answered forty-five (45) bell alarms and 
twenty-seven (27) telephone and still alarms. It has travelled one 
hundred.forty and one half (1404) miles and laid (23,850) feet of 
hose and raised seven hundred and ninety (790) feet of ladders, 
and served one hundred and twelve (112) hours fire duty.

MANUAL FORCE. 


The manual force of the department remains as last year, namely : 
Three engineers, four permanent men and twenty-six call men. 
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APPARATUS. 


The apparatus is in fair condition. In June the pumps of the 
steamer collapsed and we were obliged to replace them at an ex- 
pense of some two hundred ($200) dollars. The ensuing year the 
steamer and hose 3 carriage will require a coat of paint and varnish. 


Horses. 


There were eight (8) horses in the department. Six are in ap- 
parent good condition. The horses on the Hook and Ladder Truck 
have outlived their usefulness, and we would recommend that a new 
pair be purchased the coming year. 


HARNESSES. 


There are six (6) sets of double harnesses, and one (1) single. 
If a pair of horses should be purchased for the truck it would be 
necessary to procure harnesses for them. 


Hose. 


The past year has seen the finish of about one thousand feet of 
old hose, and we were obliged to purchase five hundred feet out of 
the appropriation at an expense of three hundred ($800) dollars. 
This outlay will leave the department short the first.of March, 1901, 
of about that amount. At present we are short of hose to handle 
any-large fire and recommend that five hundred feet be purchased 
the coming year. 


FrrE ALARMS. 


The fire alarm is in fine condition; we have replaced the cells 
and jars in the battery room, and it should be good for a number of 
years: ‘The boxes have been regularly tested and found correct. 
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FIRE STATIONS. 


The fire stations are in fair condition, no outlay will be necessary 
the coming year except for ordinary expenses. 

The centre house is in an overcrowded condition, the department 
should have a larger and modern house, and while we do not feel 
like recommending this step, in view of the financial condition of 
the Town, it would seem wise to procure land now for that purpose. 


STREET WATERING. 


The permanent men with the horses of the Fire Department have 
worked three hundred seventy-four (374) days watering streets. A 
reputable contractor estimates that this work is worth four ($4) dol- 
lars per day to the Town. Deducting one thousand four hundred 
ninety-six ($1,496) dollars which this estimate amounts to, from the 
appropriation of seven thousand ($7,000) dollars, it has cost the 
taxpayers only five thousand five hundred four ($5,504) dollars to 
take care of their fires for the year.

It would seem as though each year Wildwood Cemetery gains in 
beauty and attractiveness, and naught is heard but words of praise 
for the very evident care and attention given by the town to the 
honored place of its dead. The past season has been most favorable 
for work and, notwithstanding the curtailing of the hours of labor 
much has been accomplished. 


Twenty-nine new lots have been laid out and graded and are now 
ready for sale. One public plot (Tower Hill) has also been graded. 
Two new walks have been laid out and two new avenues have been 
opened up, but are not quite finished. The new avenue skirting the 
westerly side of the cemetery has been built, though not quite 
finished, so that it is now possible to drive entirely around the bor- 
der of the cemetery. Eighteen new signs have been erected at 
different walks and avenues. Twelve new maple trees and many 
shrubs have been set out in order to still further beautify the 
cemetery. ‘There are no unpaid bills.

PERMANENT CARE. 


Each year more interest is taken in the matter of permanent care 
of lots. ‘This year several lots have been sold carrying with them 
perpetual care. Bequests from the estates of Mary Johnson and 
Isabelle B. Tenney have been received placing their lots in perpetual 
care and several other parties have thoughtfully attended to the 
matter. It is hoped that many more will consider the matter and 
place their lots in perpetual care while they are able to attend to the 
matter themselves. 
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The Cemetery Commissioners feel that with the new work laid out 
the past season and intended work arranged for this year, together 
with the shortening of the hours of labor, that it will require more 
help to properly care for the cemetery. 

There is due for foundations, wood, care of lots, etc., $100. This 
together with the balance on the maintenance and construction 
accounts is less than the amount to our credit last January, 1900, 
and in view of this fact and for the reasons already given, the Com- 
missioners recommend an appropriation of $1500.00 for the ensuing 
year.

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REPORT OF THE PARK BOARD. 


To the Board of Selectmen : 


The Park Commission herewith respectfully submits its seventh an- 
nual report. 


MANCHESTER FIELD. 


In accordance with a vote passed at the last annual town meeting 
this board forthwith petitioned the Metropolitan Park Commission 
to name our new playground on the Mystic Valley Parkway, ‘‘Man- 
chester Field,” in grateful memory of the late Forrest C. Manches- 
ter, the author of the plan. ‘This petition was promptly granted. 

We are pleased to be able to report that this field will in all prob- 
ability be completed during the spring of 1901, so far as the re- 
sponsibility of the Metropolitan Board is concerned, and it will then 
remain for the town to determine how the field shall be developed 
and maintained. 

The plan of the field, as originally exhibited to the town, through 
the courtesy of the Winchester Star, on October 12, 1900, caused some 
misunderstanding. It was supposed by some at that time that the 
plan as published had been accepted by the local Park Board. Such, 
however, was not the case, except in a general way, and, in fact 
several exceptions had been taken to the lay-out. Immediately after 
receiving the plans the local board retained the services of Professor 
Ira N. Hollis of the Harvard University Athletic Committee and en- 
gineer in charge of the construction of Soldiers’ Field, to advise 
with this board as to grades, surfaces, etc. Our suggestions, prompted 
by Professor Hollis’ advice, were received with due consideration by 
the Metropolitan Park Board, and assurances were given by them 
that the wishes of the town of Winchester would be carried out so 
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far as possible. Upon the advice of Professor Hollis the grade was 
changed from the originally planned slope, intended to give surface 
drainage, to a level with gravel subsoil drainage, such as obtains on 
Soldiers’ Field. 

In shape the field is practically three-sided and is bounded by 
Walnut street, the railroad and the main river. It extends southerly 
from Walnut street to within afew yards of the Mystic avenue 
bridge across the stream. Within this area the athletic field proper 
has been laid out in semi-circular form, tne base resting npon the 
railroad and the arc following the sweep of the river. The field is 
to be approached from Walnut street by a broad path running the 
entire length parallel to the railroad, and bordered by a double line 
of trees. Branching off from this main path, at a point just south 
of the great willow trees, is another which follows the outer curve of 
the field, thus circling round to meet the main path once more. The 
plan calls for two rows of trees along this outer path also, but if the 
town so desires these trees can be omitted. Other approaches to 
the field by way of this outer path are called for by foot-bridges 
across the river on the north-east and on the south-east. The main 
field, which comprises about five acres of ground, will be covered 
with a sufficient depth of loam and seeded to grass. 

The manner in which Manchester Field is to be eventually devel- 
oped is for the town to decide. ‘There is ample room here for the 
laying out of a quarter-mile running and bicycle track on regula- 
tion lines, and enclosing baseball and football fields and locations for 
all field sports. It is all important that the town should determine 
whether it will allow this field to remain under the care and control 
of the Metropolitan Board, or will prefer to have that commission 
lease it back to the town. It is now under a 999 years’ lease to the 
Metropolitan Commission, under the terms of which instrument that 
board agrees to assume all ‘care and control, including police pro- 
tection.”’ If it is reconveyed to the town it can be reserved for the 
use of our townspeople, but such a procedure will necessitate our 
policing it and keeping it in repair. The Park Board suggests that 
it might be the wisest course to secure the immediate transfer of the 
field to the town. 
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CoMMON. 


The Common, we regret to state, is a most unsatisfactory piece of 

property in its present condition. Until the town sees fit to appro- 
priate sufficient money to furnish a reasonable depth of loam it will 
be impossible to keep the lawns fresh and green in summer, or neat 
and trim in autumn. The soil is now very scant and underlaid with 
a loose, sandy subsoil. In consequence the grass roots are left with- 
_ out moisture, through leaching and evaporation, within twenty-four 
hours after a rainfall. Patches of grass, which are shaded by the 
trees from the full rays of the sun, lose less through evaporation 
and keep green longer than the exposed spaces. 
. With a view to keeping the grass in as good condition as pos: 
sible a hose cock was installed on the Common in the spring, garden 
hose supplied and the lawns faithfully watered throughout the dry 
season. While this constant watering doubtless kept the grass 
greener than it otherwise would have been, the effect was, never- 
theless, anything but satisfactory to the commission. 

Changes were made in the base of the fountain during the spring, 
with a view to bringing it into better proportion with the fountain 
itself and to overcome the necessity for building an unsightly guard- 
rail around its margin. To this end the basin was made shallower, 
and its form changed from a vertical-sided pit to saucer shape. 

A cut-leaf birch on the main path died during the year and was 
removed, and a rock maple was set out at another point on the path. 


OTHER Town PLOTS. 


The town plots at the junction of Washington and Main streets, 
at the junction of Church, Pine and Dix streets, and at the junction 
of Wildwood, Fletcher and Willow streets, have received due atten- 
tion. Sod borders along the sidewalks at these plots were repaired, 
the turf of the plots themselves was patched up where necessary, 
and the grass on the Main, street and Washington street plots kept 
watered during the dry weather. It is the intention of the board to 
locate a hose cock on the Church street plot next season, and keep 
that in much better condition than has heretofore been possible. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Park Board has this year expended $157.61 in permanent 
improvements to the grounds under its care, and $287.29 in general 
maintenance. ‘There is one unpaid biil of $7, which will be charged 
to the 1901 account. For a detailed account of expenditures ref- 
erence is made to the report of the town auditor. The board 
would ask for an appropriaeion of $300, the usual amount, for 1901. 

The board desires to express its appreciation of the courtesy of 
the Water Board in supplying water for the fountain and for sprink- 
ling purposes, for furnishing hose cocks and for repairing the piping 
of the fountain.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN. 


Six hundred dollars ($600) was appropriated for shade tree 
department for 1900 of which all but one hundred and fifty-five and 
76-100 dollars ($155 76-100) has been expended. ‘There are unpaid 
bills amounting to fifteen dollars ($15) leaving one hundred forty 
and 76-100 dollars ($140 76-100) for winter work. Pruning of 
maple trees has been done during the summer and more will be 
done the coming two months. Most of the pruning done was on 
Mt. Vernon and side streets, Highland avenue and Forest street. 
Twenty-four (24) rock maples were set out on Washington St. to re- 
place the trees taken down when street was widened, and though the 
season was a very unfavorable one for young trees, these were all alive 
at the close of summer, their good condition being largely the result of 
regular and frequent waterings, which were furnished by Mr. D.N. 
Skillings to whom thanks are due. Seven (7) rock maples were set 
out on Mystic avenue on private land just inside the sidewalk, and 
this plan is recommended for narrow streets. Three (3) hearings 
have been held during the year, and a considerable amount of mis- 
cellaneous work done. While pruning a maple tree on the Wad- 
leigh school lot, a well developed cluster of gipsy-moth eggs was 
found and some scouting will be done this winter to- determine 
whether this pest is getting a foothold in our town. An appropri- 
ation of six hundred dollars ($600) is recommended for 1901.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


For YEAR ENpING DECEMBER 31, 1900. 


The Board of Health has held regular meetings on the last Friday 
of each month and special meetings when necessary. ‘There has 
been much less complaint of general nuisance than in past years. 
The collection of garbage has not met our desire and has at times 
given us much trouble, but we hope to improve upon it, and would 
be thankful to all citizens who would assist us by reporting cases of 
neglect. A card addressed to the Board of Health would receive 
prompt attention. At no time for years has our town been so free 
from contagious diseases. Within the past two months two adjoin- 
ing towns have closed some of their schools, and had a record of 
thirty-nine cases of diphtheria in one town and fifty in the other, 
while only one case has been reported in Winchester during that 
time. And we close the year without a single case of diphtheria, 
scarlet fever or measles. 


We are thoroughly convinced that fumigation with formaldehyde 
is most effectual and it is our plan to thoroughly disinfect all houses 
and school buildings in which contagious disease breaks out and 
prevent all children from infected families or houses from attending 
school until all danger is past. The Board of Health has been 
greatly assisted by the co-operation of the physicians and the school 
department. In every instance there has been a quick and hearty 
response to all requests and suggestions made to superintendent and 
teachers, and much of our success in the restriction and prevention 
of the spread of contagious diseases may be attributed to the faith- 
ful enforcement of the school regulations.

At a town meeting held Friday, July 18, 1890, the proposition to 
purchase a town farm for the better support and employment of the 
town poor was seriously considered, but the subject matter of the 
article was finally referred to the next town meeting for settlement. 
The next town meeting did not take up the matter and it has been 
held in abeyance for ten years. 

In the present.condition of our town finances, we do not urge the 
purchase of a town farm immediately, but we consider it our duty to 
call attention to the fact that our present method of “ boarding 
out’’ the town poor is growing more and more expensive, and the 
purchase of a farm or home for our poor should not, on the score of 
economy, be postponed much longer as the following figures in- 
dicate. 

In 1890, when the population of the town was 4900, the net cost 
of the support of the poor was $3,998.21. For 1900, the popula- 
tion of the town was 7248, and the net cost of the support of the 
poor, including a part of the income from the Asa Fletcher fund is 
$5,195.21. These figures show that while the population of the 
town has increased 48 per cent. in the past ten years, the cost of the 
support of the poor has increased but 30 per cent. We are of the 
opinion that our expenditures will increase in a larger ratio during 
the next ten years, and if it does, it would be economy for the town 
to purchase a town farm very soon. ‘The experience of other 
municipalities is that when the expense of the poor departments 
reaches the sum of $7000 to $8000, a town farm is helpful in saving 
expense. 

We renew our suggestion of last year, that the town make a suf- 
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about one-half of the amount expended from income of Fletcher 
fund being now used for that purpose. 

There is a bill for board of an insane person which has been in 
dispute, and now amounting to about four hundred dollars, which 
may have to be paid this year, so that to our best knowledge and 
belief we shall need at least five thousand dollars to meet our ex- 
penses for the ensuing year.

DEATH OF MRS. LYNTHIA J. PIERCE. 


On Monday, January 6th, 1901, at the close of eleven years con- 
tinuous service on the Winchester Board of Overseers of the Poor, 
Mrs. Lynthia J. Pierce passed on to a higher life. During her long 
years of labor for the poor of this community the surviving members 
of this Board testify that she has been a faithful worker and helper 
in the cause of charity and a friend to allin need. She has been 
not only ‘a careful dispenser of the town’s money but she has given 
freely with an open hand of that which money cannot buy, she 
has given herself to the poor and unfortunate. Her kindly personal 
acts of charity, her good common sense advice, the best of her 
sympathy for the sick and all who were in trouble have been freely 
bestowed on all who needed help. We do not know what the town 
can do to fill her place here on this board, but we do know that her 
memory will long remain to inspire us and others to faithfulness and 
duty in the work so nobly done by her. What the community at 
large think of Mrs. Pietce’s life of usefulness in Winchester may be 
best expressed in a late notice taken from the Boston Transcript 
which reads as follows : 

“Mrs. Lynthia J. Pierce, wife of Sylvester G. Pierce of Winchester, 
died at her home this Monday morning from pneumonia, in the 
sixty-eight year of her age. In the charitable and humanitarian 
work of her community she was the foremost woman.“ An overseer of 
the poor from the time when women were first placed upon the 
board by the town until her death ; a church visitor of the Congrega- 
tional Church since that office was first established ; a moving spirit 
in the organization of the Home for Aged People in Winchester and 
a member of its first board of directors; she was acquainted and 
familiar not only with the most cultivated and liberal people, but 
with all those in need. Bereft of her only child, a gracious daughter 
of sixteen years, nearly twenty years ago, she continued to exercise 
and exhibit the best qualities of womanhood ina cheerful and loving 
home, a sunny face and kindly spirit, a devoted and noble purpose, 
which made her beloved in very many homes and now mourned by 


an entire community.”

About fifteen years ago, the executors of the will of Asa Fletcher, 
who were also the trustees under the will, in investing the estate, 
took two mortgages of real estate in the city of Minneapolis, and 
bought thirty shares of the capital stock of the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Company. 


When the estate was transferred to the town in 1895, after the 
death of Mrs. Fletcher, the two mortgages were turned over at their 
face value, $3,000, and the thirty shares of stock at the estimated 
value of $1,000. 


These investments depreciated after they came to the town, and 
rather than longer take the chances of improvement or further loss, 
the committee has closed them out within the past year, receiving 
$1,200 for the two mortgages or mortgaged estates, and $301.25 for 
the shares of stock. 


The shrinkage on these investments from the valuations placed 
upon them when passed to the town, is thus $2,498.75. 


Since the probate of the will of Mr. Fletcher, in 1881, no losses 
have been made in the management of the estate, except in these 
three properties. ‘The present value of the principal trust fund, held 
by the town under the will, $59,400, is about $25,000 more than the 
value of what was given for the benefit of the town, by the testator, 
at the time of his death.

During the past year no unusual work has been carried, out. The 
ordinary extensions of pipe and such repairs as were necessary have 
been made. ‘The superintendent’s house has been painted and put 
in good repair. 


DIKE’s BROOK. 


The Board has taken several views of the premises and given 
careful study to the subject of the diversion from the North Reser- 
voir Of the water which now is collected on this portion of the water 
shed which discharges through Dike’s Brook. No definite action 
has yet been taken and no work has been done except the building 
of a culvert under Forest street, which was done during the year 
1899. Before the end of January the Board will have decided 
whether it will be necessary to obtain from the legislature the right 
to turn the water through some definite route to be selected. 


WATER CONSUMPTION. 


There was a very large consumption of water during the past year 
owing to the very dry season and the increase in the number of 
takers. The north reservoir was drawn down four feet eight inches. 
The south reservoir was drawn five feet six inches. The water from 
the middle reservoir has not been used. 


WATER RATES. 


The net receipts from water rates for 1900 were $25,528.96 
The estimated receipts from rates for 1901, if no change

If these recommendations are carried out and the water rates 
remain unchanged the Board will endeavor to keep the expenditures 
within these appropriations, and will be able to do so unless the ex- 
pense attending Dike’s Brook is excessive, or a larger amount of new 
work must be done than is anticipated.

We now have 17.98 miles of street sewers and 
6.85 miles of house connections all in good condition. On the 
streets where sewers are built only a few more than one-half of the 
buildings are at present connected. 

In our superintendent’s report may be found the items of con- 
struction and maintenance and financial details are fully given in the 
auditor’s report.

Zo the Honorable Board of Sewer Commissioners : 


Herewith I respectfully submit the annual report of the work done 
under the supervision of the Sewer Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1900. 


CONSTRUCTION. 


The dry weather made the season a favorable one for sewer con- 
struction. In an ordinary season the cost of handling the ground 
water would have been much greater. In order to properly con- 
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struct the sewer on Prince avenue and Eaton street underdrains 
were required. ‘These underdrains were permanently connected 
with the surface water drains, thus providing for the underdraining 
of those streets and greatly improving their condition. 


Considerable ledge was encountered on Highland avenue and the 
upper end of Eaton street. The sewers constructed this year in 
Prospect, Wilson, Hancock, Washington and Sanborn streets were 
more than ordinarily expensive on account of the large number of 
boulders and considerable ledge met with. 


The Dix street sewer was also expensive. ‘This being a side hil 
street, with the buildings on one above and the opposite side below 
the grade of the street, required the sewer (in order to properly 
serve both sides of the street) to be placed at*quite a depth below 
the present grade of the street. The grade of this street is soon to 
be lowered to conform to the new grade established by the town. 
The character of the earth in this trench was such that great care 
had to be exercised in making the excavation and but a small force 
of men could be economically employed in its performance. 


The acceptance by the town of the eight hour law (in place of the 
nine as formerly) has somewhat increased the cost of sewer con- 
struction over that of previous years. 


Where tree roots were liable to trouble the sewer the joints were 
concreted. This was done on the principle that ‘an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure”’ for the comparatively increased 
first cost for protecting these joints is far less than the continued 
cost of removing the roots when they have once gained an entrance 
into the sewer. ‘The advance in the price of tools, lumber and pipe 
also increased the cost of sewer construction. 

The department had laid in a stock of manhole castings before the 


price of ironadvanced. Contracts for the season’s supply of sewer 
pipe and cement were awarded as follows : 


Pipe—M. B. Paige, Peabody, Mass., standard socket 2 ft. lengths, 
75% off list; standard socket 3 ft. lengths, 73% off list; deep 
and wide 8 ft. lengths, 68% off list. Price f. 0. b. Winchester 
subject to our inspection, 
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Cement—Waldo Bros., Boston, 150 bbls. “ Hoffman,” Rosendale, 
at $1.20 per bbl.; 50 bbls. “ Atlas,” Portland, at $2.30 per 
bbl. Rosendale f. 0. b. Winchester, Portland f. 0. b. Boston. 


Rubber Boots—W., J. ‘Templeton, short leg, $3.00 per pair. 


In former years the department has been much inconvenienced 
by not owning a horse for general teaming work, but this year one 
was purchased with the necessary equipment and kept constantly 
employed. 

Owing to the lack of suitable storage room for the various town 
departments this department caused a ‘locker’ to be erected on the 
Hose 3 lot on Swanton street. This was much needed in order to 
properly store the tools and materials. The cost of the ‘locker’ was 
$326.09. 

A cement shed was also erected at the railroad freight yard. Per- 
inission to erect this shed and for space in which to pile pipe was 
obtained through the courtesy of Mr. Wm. F. Berry, vice-president 
of the Boston & Maine R. R. and a citizen of this town. While this 
has been a great convenience and a saving in expense to the town, 
yet I beg to repeat recommendations of former years, that the town 
should secure a suitable town yard on the line of the railroad for the 
various town departments. 

An account of the property owned by the town and under the 
control of this department has been sent to the auditor. 

Table No. 1 gives the length, sizes, cuts, etc., of the sewers built 
in 1900. 
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MAINTENANCE. 


All of the sewers have been thoroughly cleaned and inspected and 
found to be in good condition. ‘The same method of cleaning the 
sewers has been employed as in former years. The average cost of 
the maintenance has been $21 per mile per year. 

This includes two inspections and cleaning of the entire system 
and whatever extra inspection and cleanings of the siphons may be 
found necessary. Ifa more general use were made of the sewers in 
the way of increased number of house connections, the sewers would 
be more nearly self-cleansing. 

The flush from water services placed in manholes as needed are of 
great help in cleaning the sewers, but the flush from them alone has 
but little effect without a steel wire brush’ or “pill’’ is used in con- 
nection with water. The fact that no complaints of odors from the 
sewers have been received during the year, is evidence as. to their 
clean condition. 

The repairs of the sewers have been confined to raising or lower- 
ing manholes frames and covers, necessitated by changes in grades 
of streets at a total cost of $132.44. | 


House CONNECTIONS. 


This branch of the department’s work has been carried on as in 
former years. 

The average number of connections have been constructed and 
the same care has been taken as usual]. Where a pipe line came 
near a tree the joints have been re-enforced by cement concrete, 
and it is believed that with proper care no stoppages will occur in 
these connections. 

As yet only two stoppages have been reported to the department. 
One reported last year and one this year. Improper use was the 

cause of the stoppage this year. 

The sewers were not designed to be used as Garbage Pails or 
“General Waste Baskets,’ yet a great many things are found in the 
sewers that should go elsewhere and it is surprising more stoppages 
do not occur. 
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There are to date 6.85 miles of house connections in the Town, 
and it is a remarkable fact considering the length and time these 
connections have been used that only two stoppages have occurred 
and shows the carefulness with which the work has been done. 

‘Theaverage cost on premises for this season’s work (not includ- 
ing manholes) has been 53 cents per foot. The total length con- 
structed on premises has been 3215 feet, and total length including 
portion in street is 5000 feet. 

Manholes have been constructed at all changes in direction and 
will be in time to come very much appreciated in case of stoppages 
in connections. 

The following is a table giving the total length of sewers built to 
date ; sizes, year built, total number houses on Jine of sewers, num- 
ber houses constructed with the public sewer and number not con- 
structed :

I would respectfully recommend that some proper place be con- 
structed in which to keep the plans belonging to this department 
as well as those of other departments, for they are of such value that 
the Town should not longer take the risk of loosing them by fire. 

The men taken as a whole have performed their work in a faithful 
manner. 

I take this opportunity to thank the employes under my charge 
for the general carrying out of my instructions and the interest they 
have taken in their work. : 

I also wish to thank you for the confidence you have placed in 
me and for the many courtesies you have extended me.

GiFT FROM THOMAS B. WINCHESTER, EsQ. 


Near the close of the year, Thomas B. Winchester Esq., of Bos- 
ton, son of William P. Winchester, for whom the town was named, 
presented to the town an oil portrait of his father; also an elegant 
silver punch bowl, once belonging to the elder Winchester. ‘The cor- 
respondence relating to this gift may be found in the report of the 
Board of Selectmen, page 58. The Selectmen in behalf of the 
Town, having requested the Trustees of the Library to assume the 
care and preservation of the artistic mementoes, we have hung the 
portrait in a conspicuous place in the library reading room and 
have placed the punch bowl where it can be exhibited to good ad- 
vantage. ‘The portrait was painted by a prominent artist of his day, 
Mr. Hoyt, and is said to be a good likeness of Mr. Winchester by 
his family. It has been put in good order by our resident artist, 
Mr. Garett, and is as fresh and bright as when new. 

The artistic merit of the punch bowl may be best described by an 
article published inthe Boston Evening Gazette of 1850, at the time 
the bowl was made and placed on exhibition at the then leading 
silversmith firm of Jones, Ball & Poor, corner of Washington and 
Summer St., Boston. ‘The description is as follows : 

“The design is not only exceedingly rich, but is admirably ex- 
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ecuted, and reflects great credit upon the establishment inside whose 
walls it was conceived and carried out. This gift is the offering of 
many gentlemen of this city to Mr. Winchester, and is an expression 
of his hospitality while owner of the Northern Light, and the vase in 
its construction is highly expressive of its objects anda gratifying 
‘ evidence that we have artist designers in the city who can com- 
pete with any in the country. 


““The doners, in~ giving the order, desired something new, some- 
thing novel, and, so far as was consistent with good taste, a gift 
symbolic of the ‘good times’ which they wished to commemorate. 


“The antique or Grecian would not answer, nor would a copy of 
,any bowl or vase be deemed appropriate, and it was at length con- 
cluded to strike out a new path and give a nautical design as most 
significant. This has been accomplished, and the vase, as it stands, 
is the successful realization of the idea. 


“A rugged rock, four dolphins, beautiful and gracefully modelled, 
rise up, and upon them rests the bowl, which is elegantly sculptured. 
On one side, within a decorative framework composed of ships’ 
sterns, buoys, tridents, buckets, boathooks, oars, anchors, speaking 
trumpets, telescopes and other emblematic designs in bold relief, is 
a most admirable representation of the Northern Light under full 
sail. This will afford a meagre idea of this beautiful work of art, 
which it is hoped will stimulate production from Boston workshops 
of such chaste articles that even old Benevento Cellini might deign 
to admire. This present is valued at $1000, and weighs 225 
ounces.” .

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FIFTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


At the Town Meeting last March, John W. Suter was re-elected a 
member of the School Committee, and ata meeting of the Com- 
mittee which followed was elected Chairman. The Superintendent 
was chosen, as in previous years, to act as Secretary. The term of 
office of Mr. French will expire at the next annual Town Meeting. 

The matter of housing the schools is what has been most promi- 
nently before the Town the past year. The Committee is able to re- 
port that the new building at Symmes Corner, the Mystic school, has 
proved an attractive and convenient building, and has afforded extra 
accommodation most opportunely, during the erection of the Wad- 
leigh school. A proper system of ventilation and other minor im- 
provements have made the Wyman equal to the other buildings of this 
grade. The new Wadleigh is rapidly approaching completion, and 
already speaks for itself. These improved conditions will undoubt- 
edly lead to others, and especially will hasten the erection of a new 
High School building that shall be a worthy expression of the life 
and ideals of the community, and of the high standard of the Win- 
chester High School, of which the citizens have a right to be proud: 

The buildings and their architecture and setting, and their con- 
venience and wholesomeness and proper state of repair, are certainly 
of foundation importance. But this is because what goes on inside 
of them is of such supreme importance. ~* 

Your Committee is confident that the Grammar school education 
of our children will receive a great stimulus when the new building is 
finished and the new master put in charge. ‘The very fact of the 
building will bring new enthusiasm to the problems and to the work. 
The Committee is fully alive to the importance of this strategic 
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point. It is just here that we deal with the problems of enrichment 
in these elementary courses, represented by the Latin and French and 
higher mathematics ; with the problems of a true unity in the town’s 
education, in connection with the relation of these grades to the High 
School ; with the problems of the truest education of those children 
(to increase in number probably in our town) whose schooling stops 
with the Grammar School; with the problems of manual training in 
relation to the other studies of the course. It is no new thing for 
the town to be interested in these matters, and to be occupied in 
working out the best results. But it is a new thing to come into 
possession of an adequate plant for the conduct of its operations. 

The difficulty of caring for the school population of the town dur- 
ing the erection of the new Wadleigh was no slight one. It is due 
to the Superintendent to recognize the skill with which he has planned 
and carried out the necessary readjustments, and to the teachers and 
parents and children to record the patience and cheerfulness with 
which they have met the necessarily resulting labors and inconven- 
iences. , 

In the autumn of 1900, the demand for an evening school made 
itself felt, and the Committee undertook the work, although the ex- 
pense of the undertaking was not contemplated in the original ap- 
propriation. ‘The Committee believed that the Town would support 
them even if they were obliged to go beyond the appropriation. 
This has not, however, been necessary. Beginning Nov. 1 with an 
enrolment of 48 pupils, the school admitted before the end of 
December 101 male and 41 female pupils. Classes have been 
formed as follows: 


Drawing, 54 pupils Penmanship, 33 pupils 
Arithmetic, 40 pupils Reading, 33 pupils 
Book-keeping, 15 pupils. 


The whole number of sessions up to Dec. 81 was 16. The 
average attendance was 34 males and 23 females. 

An interesting feature of the school has been the eagerness with 
which a considerable number of perso#s of foreign birth have em- 


a 
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braced the opportunity to learn to read and write the English 
language. 


It is the belief of your Committee, a belief we feel is shared by 
the whole community, that the business of the schools is not merely 
to teach reading and writing; but in the largest sense to educate 
good citizens. In the pursuance“of this belief, the courses of the 
Grammar grades are enriched, manual training is givena place, the 
kindergarten is maintained, and careful attention is given to the 
moral and physical development of the children. In the line of 
physical development, the appointment of a teacher of physical 
culture in 1899 was a step in the right direction. A further step, 
and one sure to meet the support of the community, is the es- 
tablishment of classes for the girls of the High School. These 
classes began Dec. 1, 1900, and meet in the gymnasium of the Y. 
fe ag Oly 


It is gratifying to the Committee to report that as a result of 
judicious economy, and careful planning it closes the year with a 
small balance. But we are obliged, nevertheless, to ask for the new 
year for a considerable increase of appropriation. ‘The items of this 
increase in expense are as follows: (a) In the salary account, be- 
sides the regular increase of salaries of teachers in the town’s service , 
the employment of four new teachers, one, the principal of the new 
Wadleigh school ; also an increase of the amount spent for janitors’ 
services, in view of the new buildings; (b) An appropriation for 
evening schools, and (c) an increase in the appropriation for fuel. 
The amount asked, based in all items upon careful estimate, is as

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee of Winchester: 


Acknowledging my appreciation of your continued confidence and 
my indebtedness for your unfailing support, I submit to you, with 
pleasure, my fourth annual report. Cordial relations with all the 
teachers have also continued and to them is due public expression 
of my appreciation of their loyalty to the committee and to the sup- 
erintendent. With such a corps of teachers service is a pleasure. 


EXHIBITION OF SCHOOL WORK. 


At the opening of the school year ending last June, the superin- 
tendent announced his desire for an exhibition of school work near 
the close of the year and requested the teachers to preserve, from 
time to time, from the ordinary work of their classes, material avail- 
able for exhibition purposes and fairly representative of the regular 
school work. Suggestions, oral and written, were made by the 
superintendent, but the teachers were left free to exercise their own 
individuality, and his main reliance was their zealand skill. ‘The 
exhibition was planned for a two-fold purpose: first, to show the 
people what the schools were actually accomplishing; second, to 
stimulate teachers and pupils to the best that was in their power. 
The second purpose was the predominating purpose. Public schools 
are not organized for display but for faithful, persistent, untiring daily 
effort. The teachers were especially enjoined to make the pupils’ wel- 
fare their uppermost thought, to avoid personal emulation, to make 
the exhibition instructive rather than spectacular, to follow day by 


171 ; 


day a fixed purpose,,and to avoid shams of every description. They 
entered heartily into the plans of the superintendent and the result 
was an exhibition that astonished even themselves by its unexpected 
magnitude and comprehensiveness. Unfortunately the day ap- 
pointed for the exhibition was unpropitious and many who wished 
to see it were unable to be present. ‘The conditions upon which the 
Town Hall was used for the exhibition did not suffer an extension of 
time, and thus the exhibition failed to receive general inspection. 
But its main purpose had already been accomplished in a year of 
more thoughtful work. The exhibition of 1900 will stand as a suc- 
cess and as a tribute to the faithfulness and intelligence of the 
teachers seconded by the willing hands and heads of zealous pupils. 


GRADING DIFFICULTIES. 


For several months interested eyes have followed the progress of 
the new buildings, which the town, after many vexatious delays, 
voted to erect as an answer to the much discussed question of ad- 
ditional school accommodations. Unfortunately for the present in- 
terests of the schools, the erection of the new Wadleigh upon the 
old site and the consequent demolition of the old building intensi- 
fied the congestion that already seemed nearly intolerable. The 
early completion of the Mystic provided two rooms, but the destruc- 
tion of the Wadleigh caused a loss of four rooms. ‘The difficulty 
was partially met as follows : Miss Marston was transferred to the new 
Mystic school; Mrs. O’Sullivan and Miss Richardson were installed 
in the High School, at considerable inconvenince to that school ; 
seventh grade pupils who could not be accommodated with seats at 
the High School were sent to the Gifford, which had been relieved 
of an equal number of pupils by the opening of the Mystic Primary. 

Grading difficulties in the Chapin and Rumford districts were 
solved by disregarding district limits and placing children wherever 
seats were available. Parents hastened to the superintendent for re- 
lief. The greatest inconvenience was sustained by residents of the 
Chapin and Rumford districts. People in general, have borne, with 
admirable patience, the sending of their children to almost every 
school except the one where admission was naturally expected. 
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Even little children of the same family were sometimes separated 
and the superintendent escaped mobbing. Disappointed parents 
appreciated his difficulties, oe their patience and bore their 
trials. | 

The approaching completion of the Wadleigh necessitates a care- 
ful study of the new grading problems that will soon arise. The 
large number of pupils in the seventh and eighth grades cannot 
receive proper instruction unless assigned to six teachers. Such an 
arrangement would leave in the Wadleigh only two rooms. ‘These 
two rooms will probably be needed to relieve the pressure upon the 
Chapin, Rumford and Washington districts. The details of relief for 
those districts connot now be fully formulated. At present it ap- 
pears probable that the assignment of one fifth-grade class and one 
sixth-grade class to the Wadleigh will be a satisfactory arrangement. 

The occupation of the entire Wadleigh school would leave one 
room at the Mystic still unassigned. In case of inconvenience aris- 
ing from inadequate accommodations elsewhere, pupils might be trans- 
ferred to this room. 

The suggestions of the last two naasaraihe are not written as def- 
inite recommendations, but as a basis for a fuller study of the situa- 
ation. Conditions change so rapidly in growing towns that the best 
possible arrangement of one year may need re-adjustment before the 
beginning of another year. Herein'lies one of the essentials of care- 
ful and efficient supervision. 


SALARIES AND ‘TENURE. 


A comparison of tables of this report shows that progress toward 
adequate salaries has been made during the year. Quite a number 
of teachers are now receiving the maximum salaries established by 
vote of the committee, and by continuing to support the policy of 
the committee the town will soon take a creditable rank with other 
equally favored communities. Two teachers resigned during the 
year to accept more lucrative positions elsewhere. Much will be 
gained when superintendents of neighboring towns can no longer 
hope to recruit their own corps of teachers by calling, to service 
teachers who have demonstrated their ability in the schools of Win- 
chester. 
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Another advance toward retaining the services of efficient teach- 
ers would follow the adoption of elections to permanent tenure. A 
teacher free from the uncertainty of annual elections and assured of 
retaining her position, unless deposed after a hearing upon definite 
charges, would hesitate to accept employment, even at a higher sal- 
ary, upon other less favorable conditions of tenure. Your consider- 
tion of the subject is respectfully solicited. 


OFFICE ROUTINE. 


Another year of clerical assistance in the office has demonstrated. 
its usefulness and efficiency. In a large town the work pertaining to 
the office of secretary to the school committee and purchasing 
agent consumes too much time to be performed by a member of the 
committee without compensation. Moreover, citizens most suitable 
for membership on the committee usually lead lives too busy to ad- 
mit of much executive or clerical service. The functions of the 
committee are largely legislative, and salaried employes must attend 
to the details of administration. Up to a certain point, one person, 
constantly employed, can efficiently perform the duties of superin- 
tendent, secretary and business manager. Winchester, however, is 
too large a town to be served properly by one man in that three- 
fold capacity, even were his time not shared by another town. Con- 
sequently the employment of Miss Bishop in the performance of 
clerical duties, at a modest’salary, is in the interest of economy and 
efficiency, because it widens the scope of higher salaried service in 
other directions. The superintendent has constantly endeavored ' 
to minimize his confinement to office details in order that the greater 
part of his three days’ weekly employment might be given to school- 
room visitation; but even with the increasing efficiency of Miss 
Bishop, the office demands too much of his time. It will be his 
aim, during the ensuing year, to increase still further the efficiency 
of the office routine and to devote more time to the details of su- 
pervision. 


TELEPHONE SERVICE. 


In an age when the best facilities for the prompt and accurate 
transaction of business are demanded in the commercial world, the 
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telephone has ceased to be simply a convenience and has become a 
necessity. To a great extent, business principles are involved in the 
administration of a system of public schools, and time-saving de- 
vices are desirable. In accordance with this principle, the vote of 
the committee, at a recent meeting, to place a telephone in the 
High School, is a step in the right direction. By the use of tel- 
ephones in the office of the school sommittee and in the schools, 
the superintendent may be brought into almost immediate commu- 
nication with the téachers. The element of time frequently enters 
into the problems of efficient administration. When an emergency 
arises that necessitates a special journey of the superintendent to a 
school, or of a pupil to the office, the economy of talking over a 
wire.comes into conspicuous prominence. I recommend the exten- 
sion of the telephone system to other schools, whenever this can be 
done withcut a pressure uj on the finances of the school department 


()UALIFICATIONS OF ‘TEACHERS. 


Elsewhere will appear a table showing, in detail, among other, 
statistics, the preparation of our teachers, the length of their expe- 
rience and the time when they began service in this town. It will 
be seen that the tenure of efficient teachers has been secure. It 
will also appear that due care has been taken in the choice of teach- 
ers. ‘lhe proportion of college and normal graduates is large. In 
the case of teachers elected during the incumbency of the present 
superintendent, when other conditions have been equal, preference 
has invariably been given to college or normal gr-duates. Gradu- 
ates of proper qualifications are not always at hand when vacancies 
occur. In every case, the aim is to choose the best teacher that 
will serve for the stipulated compensation, and successful experience 
sometimes outweighs mere pedagogical preparation. ‘The ideal com- 
bination includes both, and should never be forgotten in the search 
for teachers. 


More TEACHERS NEEDED. 


For several years, owing to an insufficient number of school-rooms, 
the average number of pupils assigned to each teacher has been too 
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great. As indicated elsewhere, all the rooms of the new grammar 
school will probably be needed soon after the opening of the school. 
Public opinion calls for a male principal. Already steps have been 
taken toward securing the proper man for the position. Its import- 
ance and the nature of its duties call for a man of broad culture and 
successful experience. Such qualifications have a high market value. 
The candidate already under prominent consideration is receiving 
compensation indicative of what we must pay for the service that we 
hope to receive. Other teachers needed for the school must also 
possess high qualifications. 

These additions to the teaching force involve an increase in the 
amount of the annual pay-roll. For this the town must provide at 
the next town meeting. In granting the school appropriation that 
must be requested, voters must not look upon the increase as unex- 
pected or unreasonable. ‘Those familiar with the condition of the 
schools know that if rooms had been provided as needed during the 
past four years, these additions to the teaching force would have 
been distributed over the four years and the expense of schools 
would be already approximately what it must be during the ensuing 

year. 


A HicH ScHooLt NEEb. 


The completion of the new Wadleigh School will in a measure re- 
lieve the pressure upon the High School, possibly to the extent of 
allowing the use of one room for a commercial department. The 
greatest need of our High School is an elective commercial course of 
study. The number availing themselves of the limited opportu- 
nities to study book-keeping, without the ordinary equipment of suc- 
cessful business colleges, and with a teacher who devotes much of 
her time to other studies, is an evidence that a properly organized 
and equipped commercial department would be welcomed by many 
parents and ppils. 

I suggest, therefore, that in the estimate of the money necessary 
for the support of the schools during the next year, the secretary be 
instructed to include an amount sufficient to provide type-writers, 
desks and other furniture suitable for the successful introduction of 
a commercial course of study. 
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The only reason for hesitation is the possibility that a room cannot 
long be spared because of the growing demands for space. As 
already pointed out in previous reports, the High School is in- 
adequate to meet the requirements of modern times, and the town 
must face the necessity of erecting a new building at no remote date. 
It may well be hoped that this necessity will be generally recognized 
in time to avoid the unfortunate delay that preceded the provision 
of relief for the long continued congestion of the grammar and 
primary schools. Confronted with positive needs, however, hesita- 
tion should be brief, in view of the apparent willingness of the town to 
provide proper means for demonstrated school needs. 


CONCLUSION. 


With new buildings, smaller classes, harmonious workers and con- 
fident expectation of continued public support, financial and other- 
wise, we may reasonably anticipate that the opening year of the 
twentieth century will be noticeable in the annals of the public 
schools of this town. Profiting by experience, looking for the best 
models, and entertaining high ideals of education, all who have 
special responsibility for the welfare of our public schools may hope 
to hold fast all that has been gained and to move on toward even 
greater and better results.

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Report of the Committee on the New [lystic 
School House. 


Your Committee, appointed March 12th, held its first meeting 
March 17th, and at once engaged Mr. A. E. Boone of Winchester, 
to prepare plans and specifications. 

As the old lot contained only about 6,000 square feet, additional 
land was purchased on three sides, so that the lot now contains 12,- 
006 square feet, with a frontage of 130 feet. The greater por- 
tion of this land we purchased from Mr. Edmund A. Symmes, to 
whom the town is especially indebted for the hberal terms on which 
he was willing to dispose of his property for this purpose, 

The general contract was awarded to H. J. Carroll, April 21st. 
The stone work, as well as the grading, was entrusted to Thomas 
Quigley, and the plumbing to J. A. Laraway,—all residents of Win- 
chester. Each completed his work to the entire satisfaction of your 
Committee,—the plumbing, in some important particulars, being 
better than the specifications required. 

The contract for heating and ventilating was awarded the Fuller 
& Warren Co. of Boston. Up to the present time most excellent 
results, both in heating and ventilating, have been obtained, and 
your Committee have no reason to expect any difficulty in this most 
important adjunct of any public: building. The building was com- 
pleted September Ist, and first occupied for school purposes Sep- 
tember 12th. 

It was not an easy matter to locate the building and grade the lot, 
and at the same time preserve the four elm trees which formerly 
stood in front of the old building. Mr. D. W. Pratt was called in 
to aid us in this part of the work and his suggestions, as usual in 
such cases, were of great value. 

We submit herewith a brief summary of the manner in which the

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC 
! DUMPS. 


The committee on public dumps has attended to its duty by hold- 
ing several. protracted meetings at which all the members have been 
present. By public advertisement, we requested all citizens to no- 
tify us of the existence of any disagreeable or obnoxious dumps in 
their respective neighborhoods. We received many replies to our 
notices, and personally visited all the dumps which were called to our 
attention. We have conferred with owners of dumping places in 
Winchester, or their agents, and have corresponded with other mu- 
nicipalities in regard to their procedure in controlling such places. 

As a result of its investigations, your committee would recom- 
mend that all places in town known as public dumps be placed, as 
far as possible, under. the control of the Board of Selectmen, who 
shall, with the assistance of the highway, fire, police and other town 
departments, enforce such rules and regulations as they or the town may 
adopt, in conjunction with the owners of the different dumps, to regu- 
late the use and care of such places. We are convinced that most of the 
obnoxious dumpage in town is caused by the carelessness and want 
of interest in many citizens as to what becomes of their waste mate- 
rial after it is taken from their own back door, and a lack of munici- 
pal and police control to. protect the owners of dumps from unde- 
sirable filling and litter of all kinds, which is a nuisance to every one. 
The town of Winchester itself has not been guiltless in allowing 
drainage water, sand and street refuse to be drained into low places, 
or dumped upon its own land, creating nuisances of the worst kind. 
In many cases, town departments have been offenders in establishing 
and perpetuating dumps which are now common nuisances and 
should be abolished. | | 

Most of the owners of dumping places with whom we have con- 
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ferred complain thatit is almost impossible for them to stop the 
dumping or to regulate it in any way without the expense of main- 
taining a watchman on the ground all the time. Signs forbidding 
dumping are broken down, papers, leaves, branches of trees and 

other litter which should be burnt are deposited in a most unsightly 

manner against the wishes of the owner. Much of such litter 
is dangerous on account of fire and its accumulation can be con- 

trolled or suppressed by the town. In such cases we believe the 

town should step in and exert its utmost authority to stop the nuis- 

ances or control them. Our day policemen or town highway men 

can do no better work than watch the dumps and report daily on 

their condition, and who make use of them to the disadvantage of 
the neighborhood and the town. _ 

Your committee would further recommend that if an additional 
town by-law or other legislation is necessary to more fully protect the 
public against indiscriminate dumping in undesirable places, the 
Board of Selectmen assisted by the law department shall cause such 
regulations to be made and adopted. With the co-operation of the 
citizens, some means can be devised to prevent teamsters, ash men 
and others from dumping how and where they please. We recom- 
~ mend that whatever expense may be incurred by the town in regu- 
lating the use of dumps shall be charged to the highway depart- 
ment, or to such departments as the town auditor may decide. 

At the last annual town meeting, the town instructed the Board 
of Selectmen to put the town way to Wedge Pond, now the site of 
an obnoxious dump, in good order and appropriated sufficient funds 
for the purpose. If this work could have been done we could have 
reported that one dump near the center of the town had been sup- 
pressed. In corresponding with the selectmen in regard to this 
dump, we found the board had serious doubts as to the town’s 
right to this passage way to Wedge Pond or right to enter upon the 
way and put it in order. ‘The board therefore declined to do the 
work voted by the town. One of our committee, Mr. Whitney, 
having been chosen a sub-committee on this particular dump, has 
looked up the matter of ownership and will report to the town on the 
subject, on or before the annual town meeting, the report being too 
full of historical matter and abstracts from legal records to print in 
the main report of the committee. 
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We do not think it necessary to designate the location of all the 
undesirable dumping placesin Winchester. ‘The town owns some of 
them. In regard to the owners of other dumps, we report that gen- 
erally speaking, they are perfectly willing that the town shall exert 
police or other control over their property to prevent obnoxious 
dumping. A few arrests for trespassing or violation of the fire laws 
would exert a salutary influence on those who care nothing for pub- 
lic opinion or for authority not enforced regarding obnoxious dumps. 

In regard to the purchase of a public dump by the town, your 
committee do not recommend it at the present time as the many 
private dumps are conveniently situated in different parts of the 
town, and are sufficient in capacity for many years tocome. Under ex- 
isting laws the town could not compel any one to use a public dump 
if it owned one, therefore we think it the better policy for the town 
to control the use of the present private dumps, assisted by the co- 
operation of all good citizens than to own one of its own.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RE- 
DUCTION OF WATER RATES. 


WINCHESTER, Dec. 31, 1900. 


At the last annual town'meeting the town voted “That, so much of 
the Selectmen’s report as relates to water rates or the reduction of 
water rates be referred to a committee of three voters (to be ap- 
pointed by the moderator), whose duty it shall be to prepare 
amendments to the by-laws concerning the charges for water ratesé« 
and make a report during the present year, and the Water Board is 
instructed to give such information in relation to the present water 
rates as said committee may desire.” 

Committee appointed, Henry F. Johnson, Henry C. Ordway and 
John H. Carter. . 

The Water Board, the Town Treasurer and the Collector have 
given the committee such information that we present the following 
statement:

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The excess of receipts above maintenance and interest, since the 
water works became self-sustaining in 1895, is about $27,000.00, 
and all town departments have been furnished water free during that 
time also. The income of water rates for 1900, was $25,734.45. 
We believe that future construction should be provided for by loans 
for the next generation to pay as the present generation is paying 
between $26,000 and $30,000 each year of the debt, most of which 
is for water works. 

Unquestionably the water rates should be sufficiently large to take 
care of the interest on the waterdebt and the maintenance of the 
water works. 

The only fair way to charge for water is by measure as other ex- 
penses which enter into the cost of the household are by measure, 
like gas, fuel, flour, sugar, etc., but until the town is ready to adopt 
the meter system an arbitrary schedule for use of water must be con- 
tinued, which of necessity must be unfair to some. It is the efforts 
of your committee to reduce the inequalities of the water tax to a 
minimum and we can see no reason why in three or four years hence 
a further reduction cannot be made. 

The committee recommend that the charges for water rates be 
made to owners of the property instead of to lessees as is sometimes 
done, which is the way the regular town taxes are levied. In the 
water rates for dwelling houses we suggest that the additional faucets 
after the first faucet be $1.00 each and that all water closets and 
bath tubs be $2.50 each. In boarding houses that the additional 
faucets be $2.00 each instead of $3.00, and the first water 
closet and bath tub be $8.00 each instead of $10.00. In the stores 
that water closets be $3.00 instead of $5.00. In private stables that 
the charge be $5.00 for each horse instead of $5.00 for the first 
horse and $3.00 for the other horses and that no additional charge 
be made for use of hose in stables.~.For water by meter that the 
minium charge be $12.00 instead of $20.00, and that persons taking 
water by meter be charged 2 cents per hundred gallons. One mem- 
ber of the committee suggests a discount of 10 percent for over 150,- 
000 gallons per year, or 15 per cent for over 250,000 gallons, or 25 
per cent for over 500,000 gallons, or 50 per cent for over 1,000,000 
gallons. For rates where pipe is laid on unaccepted streets 5 per cent 
interest on the cost instead of 7 per cent. One of your committee 
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recommends that the town departments be charged for water, and 
also increase the charge for garden hose from $3.00 to $5.00. It was 
suggested that the rates be made payable annually on the first day 
of July, but your committee did not care to report upon it. 

Mr. Ordway declined to serve.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COlIMITTEE ON 
PLUMBING BY-LAWS. 


January 1, 1901. 


At the last Annual Town Meeting it was voted: ‘That so much 
of the Selectmen’s Report as refers to Plumbing By-Laws be referred 
to a committee of three voters (to be appointed by the moderator); 
whose duty it shall be to consider the matter and prepare amend- 
ments to the By-Laws, if they think necessary, and make a report to 
the town during the present year, and said committee is authorized 
to expend a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars, if necessary, to 
be paid from Incidental Account.” 

Laws regulating plumbing are a recognized necessity. 

By an act of the Legislature (Chap. 455, Acts of 1894) towns 
like Winchester are required to have such laws. 

Just what those laws shall be is (subject to the approval of a Jus- 
tice of the Superior Court) left with the town to determine. 

While the safety of the public health demands that suitable 
plumbing by-laws be made and enforced, yet those laws should be rea- 
sonable ones, and their requirements no more expensive than is con- 
sistent with said safety. 

In order that any citizen might express his views regarding these 
matters, a public meeting of the committee was duly advertised and 
held in the Town Hall building. 

Six citizens, three of whom were plumbers, attended that meeting 
and freely discussed the existing by-laws. 

The committee also held two meetings with the Board of Health 
and Plumbing Inspector. 

The committee has, through correspondence, personal interviews 
and reports, become familiar with the plumbing by-laws of many 
other towns similar to Winchester. 
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While the existing Winchester Plumbing By-Laws compare very fav- 
orably with those of other suburban towns and cities, yet the committee 
feels that some of the requirements are unnecessary and may well 
be dispensed with. 

New information regarding plumbing is being constantly added 
to our present rather limited knowledge of this subject, and in order 
to conform to new discoveries in these matters, the by-laws will, 
from time to time, have to be amended. 

The committee unanimously advise that the following by-laws be 
substituted for the existing rules and regulations for plumbing.

Committee on Flumbing By-Laws. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR PLUMBING, 


ARTICLE VII. 


Section 1. Every building in the town of Winchester, used as a 
dwelling, tenement or lodging house or where persons are employed, 
shall be separately connected with the public sewer when such sewe1 
is provided ; or if such sewer is not provided, with a cess-pool con- 
structed of such material and capacity as the Board of Health shall 
direct. 

No plumbing shall be connected with the town sewer without the 
approval of the Board of Health, and all plumbing work required 
must conform to the regulations relating thereto. 

No rain conductors, surface or ground water drainage shall be 
connected with plumbing or drainage pipes which discharge into 
the public sewer or into cess-pools. 

Wherever there is a public sewer with which the sewerage system 
of a building is to be connected, the owner or agent shall, before 
determining the position of the main house sewer, obtain from the 
Sewer Commissioners the location of the sewer branch which is to 
serve that building and said connection made in conformity to the 
rules of said Commissioners. 

No sewer from any building shall pass under another building ; 
neither shall said sewer pass within five feet of the outside wall of 
any building, unless it be of extra heavy cast iron pipe, having its © 
joints made with molten lead, thoroughly calked and tested. 

No person shall discharge any stall drainage, or any contents of 
any privy vault, manure pit or carriage wash into the public sewer, 
except through an intervening catch-basin, the outlet pipe of which 
shall be high enough above the bottom to prevent any but liquid 
contents from passing into the sewer. A sufficient trap shall be 
placed in every drain connecting such catch-basin with a sewer. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF PLUMBERS. 


Section 2. No person shall engage in, or work at the business 
of plumbing in the town of Winchester, either as a master or em- 
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ploying plumber or as a journeyman plumber, unless he has some rec 
ognized place of business in this or some other town or city in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and is duly licensed or certified to- 
as such, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 455 of the 
Acts of the Legislature of 1894. 

Licensed master and journeyman plumbers shall be required to 
renew their licenses annually. In this town the time of renewal 
shall be in July of each year, at the office of the Board of Health. 

Certified plumbers shall also submit their certificate for registra- 
tion at the office of the Board annually in July. 

Plumbers shall at all times be prepared to exhibit or produce their 
license or certificate cards, whenever called upon by the inspector of 
plumbing. 


APPLICATION FOR PERMITS. 


Sec. 3. Every plumber, before doing any work in a building, 
shall, except in case of repairs of leaks, file at the office of the Board 
of Health, upon blanks furnished for the purpose, an application for 
a permit to do such work. Such application shall describe in detail 
the material and style of fixture proposed to be used, and a sketch 
of the pipes in position, and no work shall be commenced in any 
building until the same is approved by the Inspector of Plumbing 
and a permit issued therefor. 

Applications shall be signed by the plumber. 


INSPECTION AND TESTING. 


Sec. 4. No sewer, soil, waste or vent pipes shall be covered, or 
concealed from view until properly tested by the plumber in the 
presence and to the satisfaction of the Inspector of Plumbing, who 
shall examine the same within two working days after notice that 
they are ready for inspection. Wherever, in the opinion of the In- 
spector of Plumbing, it is practicable, the soil, waste and vent pipes 
inside of the building must either be exposed to view, or the 
plumber will be required to arrange with a carpenter or builder so 
that the pipes may be covered with suitable removable casings or 
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covers in order that said pipes may be readily inspected at all times 
without injury to the walls or floors of the building. 

The water test shall be used on all new work, and on such old 
work as may be required by the Inspector. When the test is ap- 
plied, all iron pipe joints, and connections of lead and brass with the 
iron must be completed from the roof down to a point eight feet 
outside of foundation wall. 

All iron hangers, clamps and necessary supports must also be in 
position, and the pipes filled with water to the height required by 
the Inspector. 

If, in the opinion of the Inspector of Plumbing, a water-test is not 
practicable the plumber shall in the presence of said Inspector apply 
a smoke, peppermint or such other test as the Inspector may re- 
quire. 

If, at the time of testing and examination, any leaks, defective or 
patched materials, improper connections, or evidence of unskilled or 
inferior workmanship be found, the same shall be condemned by the 
Inspector, and ordered by him to be corrected or removed, and no 
further progress shall be allowed on the work until the same is done 
and test renewed. 

Should the plumber fail, for a period of two days, to remedy any 
defects that may have been pointed out to him by the Inspector, he 
shall not be granted any further permits until action is taken by the 
Board of Health. 


MATERIAL AND SIZE OF PIPE. 


Sec. 5. That portion of the house sewer which is inside the walls 
- of the building, and that portion which is outside the building but 
within eight feet of the foundation wall, shall be of cast iron pipe 
except that lead or brass pipes may be used for short connections. 

Such cast iron pipes and fittings, whether used for soil, waste or 
vent pipes, shall be plain “ extra heavy ”’ cast iron, and till after the 
water-test is applied, shall be free from paint, tar or other coating, 
and shall be of uniform thickness, free from defects and shall have 
an average weight of not less than below specified : 
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2-inch pipe, 54 Ibs. per foot. 
38-inch pipe, 94 Ibs. per foot. 
4-inch pipe, 13 lbs. per foot. 
5-inch pipe, 17 Ibs. per foot. 
. 6-inch pipe, 20 Ibs. per foot. 


Wrought iron soil or waste pipes can only be used by written per- 
mission from the Board of Health and under such conditions as that 
Board may direct. 

If wrought iron vent pipes be used, they must be galvanized. 


CONSTRUCTION, ETC. 


Sec. 6. The house sewer, soil and waste pipes shall have a fall 
towards their outlets, of at least | inch toa foot. They shall be 
securely suspended from floor timbers by strong wrought iron hang- 
ers, or properly fastened to walls by heavy iron clamps, or dogs, or 
supported by brick piers laid on solid stone or ground foundation, 
and graded in a proper manner. 

Drain pipes shall be carried upwards as directly as practicable of 
undiminished diameter and shall be of not less than four-inch bore 
where they pass through the roof. These pipes shall be left open at 
the top (uncapped, but may be provided with wire cages) and 
carried to a height not less than two feet above the roof, and not 
less than five feet above the top of windows and openings, into any 
building within fifteen feet of such pipe. 


FITTINGS. 


Changes in direction of all iron, sewer, soil or waste pipes shall be 
made with full Y branches and eighth bends, or other easily curved 
fittings. The ordinary short quarter bend shall not be used at foot 
of vertical stacks or on horizontal runs. 

All branch connections on horizontal pipes shall be made through 
full Y branches, but ‘’s may be used for vent pipes. Extra heavy 
brass fittings, approved by the inspector, shall be used in all cases 
for lead and iron connections and cleanouts, 
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CLEANOUTS. 


Every house sewer, soil or waste pipe shall have accessible heavy 
brass cleanouts at such points as the inspector shall deem necessary. 
A main heavy brass cleanout shall be provided at every build- 
ing outside of the main running trap and in as direct line as possible 
with the street sewer connections. ‘This main cleanout must be at 
all times accessible and so located as ‘to allow the introduction of 
one-inch sectional rods, four feet in length, coupled together so as 
to reach the public sewer or cess-pool. Brass screw cleanouts to 
have gaskets of lamp wicking and tallow. 


JOINTS. 


“ 


Joints on all cast iron pipes shall be made with oakum and soft 
molten lead thoroughly caulked and left clean, without paint, putty 
or cement until approved by the inspector.. After the inspector has 
approved the work the joints may be painted but no putty or cement 
shall, at any time be used on the joints. Joints in galvanized iron 
vent and in brass waste and vent pipes shall be made with red lead 
and carefully screwed together. No unions or “slip” joints shall. be 
used in connection with the waste or vent pipes on the sewer side of 
the traps. 


Joints on lead waste or vent pipes, or on lead connecting with 
brass fittings, shall b2 ‘“‘wiped joints” full sized in all cases. Nocup, 
wiped cup, overcast or other such joints will be allowed on the 
sewer side of traps, or on the fixture side unless exposed to view. 


All connections of lead with cast iron pipes shall be made with 
extra heavy brass ferrules, properly caulked into the iron hub, or 
with heavy brass socket nipples, into which the spigot end of the 
iron pipe shall be caulked as in the joints of iron pipes. 


All connections of lead with galvanized wrought iron vents shall 
be made with heavy brass screw soldering nipples wiped to lead and 
screwed into fitting of wrought iron pipe. 
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DRIP AND OVERFLOW WASTES. 


All drip or overflow pipes from tanks, coolers, safes or fixtures 
shall be carried to some open sink or place where they may be at all 
times visible. 


Waste pipes from refrigerators or other receptacles for the storage 
of food or provisions shall not be connected with the sewerage 
system without permission of the Board of Health. 


No steam exhaust, blow off or drip pipe shall connect with the 
house sewer, soil, waste or vent pipe. Such pipes shall discharge 
into a suitable tank or condenser from which a proper outlet shall 
be provided. 


TRAP, WASTE AND FRESH AIR INLET PIPES. 


Sec. 7. The house sewer shall in all cases, whether connected 
with cess-pool or public sewer, be provided witha running trap of 
the same size as the said house sewer, located beyond all house con- 
nections, which trap will be provided with an accessible heavy brass 
cleanout and located either outside or inside the foundation walls 
of the building. If outside a man-hole must be provided for the 
running trap. Fresh air inlets, if used, shall not be less than four 
inches internal diameter, entering the house sewer between the run- 
ning trap (and as nearas possible to said trap but not on the trap 
itself) and all house connections. Unless the running trap is located 
in a man-hole outside of the house, and an “‘indirect’’ fresh air inlet, 
is provided for the same, in accordance with plan on file at office 
of Board of Health, said fresh air inlet must be at least twenty feet 
in length. The open end of the fresh air inlet must terminate in 
external air, and as remote as practicable (not less than 10 feet) 
from all doors, windows and cold air intakes of heating or ventilating 
apparatus. 


Every sink, basin, bath tub, slop hopper, water closet, set of trays, 
or other fixtures, shall be furnished with a suitable and separate trap, 
placed as near as practicable to the fixture it serves, except that if 
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a sink and set of trays or a basin and bath tub are close together 
and the waste pipes from fixtures to trap do not exceed thirty inches 
in length from each fixture, and are independantly connected with 
the trap, then one five inch round trap placed between them may be 
used for both fixtures. 

Traps for all fixtures except water closets shall have cleanout 
screws either on the side or bottom, so as to be under the water 
seal. Bath tub traps placed between ceilings and floors must be 
provided with an accessible proper safe placed beneath them. 

A suitable independently ventilated grease trap shall be provided 
for the sink of every hotel, restaurant, eating house, boarding house 
or other public cooking establishment and for such other places as 
may be required by the Board of Health. 


SOIL AND WASTE PIPES. 


Soil pipes from water closets shall not be of less than four inches 
internal diameter. Waste pipes from the traps of fixtures such as 
sinks, basins, baths or jwash trays shall be of two-inch cast iron with 
short connections of lead. Such connections shall not be of less than 
one and one quarter inch bore and must not be branched into each 
other, but shall be separately connected with the iron pipe. 

Waste pipes from the traps of sinks and wash trays shall not be 
connected with the bends or traps of water closets, but the waste 
pipe from ove trap which serves fora bath tub or basin (or both, 
where they adjoin,) may be connected with a lead bend fixed below 
any floor for water closet connections, and no other waste pipe will 
be allowed to enter or connect with such bends. 


AIR AND VENT PIPES. 


All fixture traps shall be protected from siphonage or air pressure 
by special cast iron, galvanized wrought iron, lead or brass air pipes 
of a size not less than the outlets ofsaid traps, except that for water 
closet traps, they shall not be less than two-inch bore for thirty feet 


209 


or less, and not less than three-inch bore for more than thirty feet, 
to run from the crown of the trap or from top of the lead bend 
below water closet trap. 

These special pipes shall be run as direct as possible and upwards 
through the roof, or to the main line of soil pipe above all fixtures. 
If air pipes are carried through the roof they must be of not less than 
four-inch bore from underside of roof, and treated the same as pro- 
vided for upper end of drain pipes under Section 6. 

The trap for the upper fixture on a line of soil or waste pipe (if 
within two feet of the stack in a horizontal line) shall not require a 
special air pipe, unless the outlet should be branched into a stack 
more than six inches below the water line of the trap. 

“Bow’’ venting will not be allowed except by special permission 
of the Board of Health and the Plumbing Inspector, in which case 
the “bow’’ must be rin full size of pipe as high as the top of the 
fixture and returned without being trapped. 

Air pipes of less than two-inch bore shall be increased to that 
size if run beyond twenty feet. 

Lead pipes, when used for air pipes, shall not be run behind walls, 
sheathing, casings, under floors or other places not fully exposed to 
view at all times. 


WATER CLOSETS. 


Sec. 8. Water closets shall be of a pattern satisfactory to the 
Board of Health, and shall be supplied with water from a tank hold- 
ing at least six gallons, and through a flushing pipe of not less than 
one and one-quarter inch bore. 

A line of water closets adjoining each other on the same floor may 
be supplied from one tank, of sufficient capacity to hold six gallons 
of water for each closet it serves. “Flushometer’” type of closets may 
be used with one tank in attic, if satisfactory to the Board of Health. 

Water closets situated in places exposed to action of frost may 
be so aaranged as to be supplied with water directly from the main, 
but in all such cases the fixture must be such as shall meet the ap- 
proval of the Board of Health. 

No water closet shall be placed in an apartment that has not suffi- 
cient light and an opening of at least two square feet to the ex- 
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ternal air, unless there is a suitable duct or pipe leading to a heated 
TG 

Porcelain trap water closets in which the connection between the 
porcelain trap and lead bend is on the sewer side of fixture trap 
shall have a cast brass floor place, properly soldered to the bend. 
The flange of the water closet shall be securely bolted to the floor 
plate, and the joint made tight with grafting wax, or other substance 
satisfactory to the Inspector of Plumbing. 


DEFECTIVE PLUMBING, ETC. 


Sec. 9. These regulations shall apply to all new plumbing work 
hereafter constructed in the town. Alterations made in plumbing 
already in use must, in the future, be in accord with these regula- 
tions, and such alterations will be ordered by the Board of Health 
whenever in their opinion they judge it necessary for the public 
health and safety. It will be so judged when after examination by 
the Inspector any old plumbing work is found to be defective. 

In such case the inspector shall report to the Board of Health the 
nature of the defects, and furnish the owner with a copy of the 
same. Should the owner néglect to remedy the defect pointed out 
in such report within the time specified, the Board shall set time for 
a hearing, and give the owner at least three days’ notice thereof, 
that he may attend and show cause why he should not be required 
to make the alterations. After such hearing the Board will take 
definite action in the matter. 

When buildings, which formerly connected with vaults or cess- 
pools, are connected with the sewer, the old connection shall be un- 
covered outside of the building, a section of same removed and the 
ends solidly cemented. 

The vaults and cesspools shall also be discontinued and emptied 
within one month after the sewer connection is made and then ‘filled 
with proper material. 


PENALTY. 


Sec. 10. Whoever violates any of the foregoing rules shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding /7/ty Dollars for each and every vio- 
lation thereof.
